tated the heavy labour of carrying boats, guns, 
ammunition, stores, and provisions over no less than 
forty-seven “‘ portages.” 


‘II. Seldom have troops been called upon to endure | 


more continuous labour and fatigue, and never have 
officers or men behaved better, or worked more 
cheerfully, during inclement weather and its conse- 
queat hardships ; and the successful result of the 
expedition shows the perfect discipline and spirit of

Bitts or Divorce. 


7]. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “ Official Gazette,’ and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers cannot be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served, 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
trom whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it,

Government of the ‘Provinces of Manitoba,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted ; that on, 
from, and after the day upon which We, by and 
with the advice and consent of Our Most Honor- 
able Privy Council, under the authority of the One 
hundred and forty-sixth Section of the British 
North America Act, 1867, shall, by Order in 
Council in that behalf, admit Rupert’s Land and 
the North-Western Territory into the Union or 
Dominion of Canada, there shall be formed out of 
the same a Province, which shall be one of the 
Provinces of Our Dominion of Canada, and which 
shall be called the Province of Manitoba, and he 
bounded as in the said Act of the Parliament of 
Canada, now in part in recital, is particularly 
mentioned and described. Ano itis further in and by 
the said Act now in part in recital enacted, that 
on, from and after the said day on which Our Order 
in Council shall take effect as aforesaid, the provi-

CHAMBER OF THE SENATE. 


Ottawa, Wednesday, 15th February, 1871. 


This day, at Turexr o’clock P. M., His Excetiency 
THE GOVERNOR GENERAL proceeda' in stete to the 
Chamber of the Senate, in the Parliament buudings, 
and took His Seat upon the Throne. ‘The Members 
of the Senate being assembled, His Excellency was 
pleased to command the attendance of the House of 
Commons, and that House being present, His Ex 
OELLENCY was pleased to open the Fourts Ssssion of 
the First ParLiaMENT Of the Dominion or Canapa, 
with the following Speech from the Throne : 


Honorable Gentlemen of the Senate ; 
Gentlemen of the House of Commons : 


I haye much satisfaction in meeting you at this, 
the usual and most convenient season of the year, 
and under the present auspicious circumstances of 
the country. 


The hope I was sanguine enough to express at 
the close of the last Session, that no further attempt 
would be made to disturb our frontier was doomed 
to early disappointment. The Session had scarcely 


- elosed when lawless bands assembled within the, 


menace of invasion. They ventured to cross the 
eet ge two points, but were promptly met and 1e- 
pelled. So complete and humiliating was the repulse, 
that the invaders lost heart and hope, threw 
away quantities of arms, and fell back to 
encumber the villages in their rear, with 
their starving and demoralized masses. Our Militia 
rallied at the first call to arms with praiseworthy 
alacrity, and the spirit which perv: 


, ades the country, 
swelled their numbers with volunteers from all 
quarters. 


The gallantry displayed and the success 
achieved, have been duly recognized by the highest 
Military authority, and honored, in gratifying terms 
of appreciation, by Her Most Gracious Majesty. In 
maintaining the Militia on active duty, the Govern. 
ment incurred an outlay to a considerable amount 
beyond what was provided by the votes of last 
Session. The accounts of the entire expenditure 


for the defence of the frontier will be — laid 
before you, and I feel confident that you 
will pass a Bill to indemnify the Government. 


My anticipations of success in regard to the Act pass- 
ed for the Government of Manitoba, and the North 
West Territories, and in regard to the Military Ex- 
pedition, which it was necessary to despatch, have 
been fortunately realized. The troops surmounted 
the difficulties of the long and toilsome route with 
endurance and intellrgence. They encountered no 
armed opposition, and their arrival at the Red River 
was cordially welcomed by the inhabitants. ‘The 
people of the new Province have, under the Consti- 
tution accorded to them last year, assumed all the 
duties of self-government, and every appearance 
warrants the hope that they are entering steadily 
upon a career of peace and prosperity. 


The Legislature of British Columbia has passed an 
Address to Her Majesty.praying for admission into the 
Union,on the terms and conditions therein stated. All 
the papers cn this important subject will be submitted 
and your earnest attention is invited to them. I hope 
you will think that the terms are so fair as_ to justify 
you in passing a similar Address, so that the bound. 
aries of Canada may, at an early day, be extended 
from the shores of the Atlantic Ocean on the one side, 
to the shores of the Pacific on the other. 


Should such an address be adopted, it will be neces- 
sary for you to take steps to secure the early exploration 
and survey of a route for an Interoceanic Railway 
with a view to its construction in accordance with 
the terms of Union. 


The acquisition of the North West Torritories 
throws upon the Government and Parliament of 
the Dominion the duty of promoting their early 
settlement by the encouragement of immigration. 
This duty can be best discharged by a liberal land 
policy, and by opening up communications through 
our own Country to Manitoba. The means proposed 
for accomplishing these purposes will be submitted

The prospect of the adoption of an Interna- 
tional Currency seems, in the present state of Hurope, 
to be so remote, that [recommend you to consider 
ihe propricty of assimilating the Currency of the 
Dominion without further delay. 


The extension to Manitoba of the Militia 
and other Laws of the Dominion, and their adap 
tation to the present circumstances of that young 
Proylice, will require your attention. 


The decennial Census will be taken on the third day 
of April next, and it is believed that amore thorough 
and accurate -ystem has been adopted than any that 
has hitherto obtained.

71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the ‘ Official Gazette,” and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers canno be found therein, then in the adjo in- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties. 

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
trom whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

72. A copy of the Notice, in writing, is to be served 
at the mstance of the Applicant, upon the person 
from whom the Divorce is sought, if the residence of 
such person can be ascertained ; and proof on oath 
of such service, or of the attempts made to effect it, 
o the satisfaction of the Senate, is to be adduced 
before the Senate on the reading of the Petition.

The Session has been brief, but work of importance 
has been accomplished, and I may congratulate you 
on the prospect which is foreshadowed that in the 
future the Sessions of the Parliament of the Dominion 
will not make the inconvenient demands on the time 
of the members which they have done in the past. 


The arrival in Ottawa, of the Representatives elect. 
ed to serve for the Province of Manitoba, and_ their 
taking their seats in Parliament, mark signally the 
completion of the Union of that Province with the 
Dominion. 


The Criminal, Militia and other Statute Laws not 
in their nature inapplicable to Manitoba, have been 
extended to that Province.

It shall be one of my earliest cares during the 
recess to take steps to negotiate on equitable princi- 
ples with the Indian Tribes in Manitoba and the 
North West Territory, in order to quiet their Titles 
to lands. 


The Session which we ave now closing, has witnessed 
the consummation of the Union of Manitoba, and the 
adoption of the necessary initial measures to facilitate 
and ensure the admission of British Columbia mto 
the Dominion. 


The Addresses passed by the Senate and House of 
Commons have been sent forward to the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies, for submission to Her Most 
Gracious Majesty, and I trust Parliament will at its 
next Session have the satisfaction of viewing as an ac 
complished fact the union of all Her Majesty’s Colo- 
nial Possessions in North America, an object of which 
the attainment, even'the most sanguine advocates 
of Confederation did not anticipate for many years 
to come. ae 


I cherish the expectation th t the result of the 
Census will demonstrate that the several Pioyinces 
of the Dominion have inade a rapid advance in popu 
lation and in all the elements of material prosperity 
during the last decade. 


_The Fisheries question is still under the considera-

An Act to establish one Uniform Currency for the 
Dominion of Canada. 
[Assented to 14th April, 1871. 

WY HEREAS, it is expedient to establish one Uniform Currency 
W for the whole Dominion of Canada; Therefore, Her 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 

4. On and after the first day of July, in the present year of our 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, the currency 
of the Province of Nova Scotia shall be the same as that of the 
Provinces of Quebec, Ontario, and New Brunswick, in all of which 
one currency, of the uniform value hereinafter mentioned, has 
been and is now used. 

2. The denominations of money in the currency of Canada, 
shall be dollars, cents, and mills, the cent being one hundredth part 
of a dollar, and the mill one tenth part of a cent. 

3. On and after the said first day of July, 1871, the currency of 
Canada slrall be such, that the British sovereion of the weight and 
fineness now prescribed by the laws of the United Kingdom, shall 
be equal to and shall pass current for four dollars eighty-six cents 
and two-thirds of a cent of the currency of Canada, and the half 
sovereign of proportionate weight and like fineness, for one half 
the said sum; and all public accounts throughout Canada shall be 
kept in such currency : and in any stat 
value, in any indictment or legal proceeding, on or after the 
said day, the same shall be stated in such currency: and in all 
private accounts and agreements rendered or entered into on or 
after the said day, all sums mentioned shall be understood to be 
in such currency, unless some other is clearly expressed, or must, 
from the circumstances of the case, have been intended by the 
parties. 

4. All sums of money payable on and after the said day to Her 
Majesty, or to any party, under any Act or law in force in Nova 
Scotia, passed before the said day, or under any bill, note, contract, 
agreement, or other document or instrument, made before the said 
day in and with reference to that Province, or made after the said 
day out of Nova Scotia and with reference thereto, and which were 
intended to be, and if such alteration of the currency as aforesaid 
had not been made, would have been payable in the present 
currency of Nova Scotia, shall, on and after the said day, be repre- 
sented and payable, respectively, by equivalent sums im the currency 
of Canada, that is to say, for every seventy-five cents of Nova 
Scotia currency, by seventy-three cents of Canada currency, 
and so in proportion for any greater or less sum; and if in any 
such sum there be a fraction of a cent in the equivalent in Canada 
currency, the nearest whole cent shall be taken. 

®&. On and after the said day, no Dominion note or bank note 
payable in any other currency than the currency of Canada, shall 
Hagle of the United States of America, coined after the first day 
of July, 1834, and before the first day-of January, 1852, or after 
the said day, but while the standard of fineness for gold coins 
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then fixed by the laws of the said United States remains un-- 


changed, and weighing ten pennyweights, eighteen grains, Troy 
weight, shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada for ten 
dollars, and the gold coins of the said United States being mul- 
tiples and halves of the said Ragle, and of like date and propor- 
tionate weights, shall pass current and bea legal tender in Canada, 
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be issued or re-issued by the Government of Canada, or by any 
bank, and all such notes issued before the said day, shall, as soon 
as practicable, be called in and redeemed, or notes payable in the 
currency of Canada shall be substituted or exchanged for them. 

G. On and after the said day, any gold coins which Her Majesty 
may cause to be struck for circulation in Canada, of the standard 
of fineness prescribed by law for the gold coins of the United 
Kingdom, and bearing the same proportion in weight to that of 
the British sovereign, which five dollars bear to four dollars eighty- 
six cents and two-thirds of a cent, shall pass current and be a legal 
tender in Canada for five dollars, and any multiples or divisions 
of such coin, which Her Majesty may cause to be struck for like 
purposes, shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada at 
rates proportionate to their intrinsic value respectively ; and any 
such coins shall pass by such names as Her Majesty may assign to 
them in her proclamation declaring them a legal tender, and shall, 
be subject to the like allowance for remedy as British coin. 

7. The silver, copper or bronze coins which Her Majesty has 
caused to be struck for circulation in the Provinces of Quebec 
Ontario, and New Brunswick, under the Acts now in force in the 
said Provinces respectively, shall continue to be current and a 
legal tender therein, and shall, on and after the said day, be 
current and a legal tender in the Province of Nova Scotia, at 
the rates in the said currency of Canada now assigned to them 
respectively, by the said Acts, and under the like conditions 
and provisions; and such other silver, copper, or bronze coins 
as Her Majesty may cause to be struck for circulation in Canada, 
shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada, at the 
rates to be assigned to them respectively by Her Majesty’s 
Royal Proclamation, such silver coins being of the fineness 
now fixed by the laws of thé United Kingdom, and of weights 
bearing respectively the same proportion to the value to 
be assigned to them, which the weights of the silver coins of the 
United Kingdom bear to their nominal value ; and all such silver 
coins aforesaid, shall be a legal tender to. the amount of ten 
dollars, and such copper or bronze coins to the amount of twenty- 
five cents, in any one payment, and the holder of the notes of any 
person or corporation to the amount of more than ten dollars, shall 
not be bound to receive more than that amount in such silver coins 
in payment of such notesif presented for payment at one time, 
although each or any of such notes be for a less sum. 

8. No other silver, copper, or bronze coins than those which 
Her Majesty shall have caused to be struck for circulation in 
Canada, or in some Province thereof, shall be a legal tender in 
Canada. 

9. Her Majesty may, by Proclamation, from time to time, fix the 
rates at which any foreign gold coins of the description, date, 
weight and fineness, mentioned in such Proclamation, shall pass 
current, and be a legal tender in Canada; provided that unless and 
until it is otherwise ordered by any such Proclamation, the gold 

.10. The stamp of the year on any foreion coin made current by 
this Act, or any Proclamation issued under it, shallestablish pramd 
facie the fact of its having been coined in that year, and the 
stamp of the country shall establish primd facie the fact of its 
being of the coinage of such country. 

41. The first, second, sixth, and seventh sections, of chapter 
eighty-three, of the Revised Statutes of Nova Scotia, third series, 
and so much of any other part of the said chapter as may be in- 
consistent with this Act—the fifteenth chapter of the Consolidated 
Statutes of the late Province of Canada,—the Act of the Legisla- 
ture of the Province of New Brunswick passed in the fifteenth 
year of Her Majesty's reign, chapter eighty-five, the Act of the 
said Legislature passed in the sixteenth year of Her Majesty's 
reign, chapter thirty-three, the Act of the said Legislature passed 
in the twenty-third year of Her Majesty's reign, chapter forty- 
eight, except section two,—and the Act of the Parliament of 
Canada passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
chapter forty-five, except section two—shall be repealed on and 
after the'said first day of July, 1871, as shall also all other Acts 
and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act. 
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An Act relating to Banks and Banking. 
[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


4% THEREAS, itis desirable that the provisions relating to the 

Incorporation of Banks, and the laws relating to Banking, 

should be embraced, as far as practicable, in one general Act; There- 

fore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons, of Canada, enacts as follows :-— 

1. The Charters or Acts of Incorporation of the several Banks 
enumerated in the Schedule to this Act (including any amend- 
ments thereof now in force) are continued as to their Incorpo- 
vation, the amount of Capital Stock, the amount of each share ot 
such Stock and the chief place of business of each respectively, 
until the first day of July in the year of our Lord one thousand 
eight hundred and eighty one, subject to the right of any such Bank 
to increase its Capital Stock in the manner hereinafter provided ; 
and as to other particulars the said charters are continued without 
being subject to any of the provisions of this Act except those 
contained in Sections Four, Thirty-nine to Fifty-fuur, both 
inclusive, and Sixty to Sixty-eight, bothinclusive until the first day of 
July in the present year of our. Lord one thousand and eight 
hundred and seventy one ; and from and after the day last men- 
tioned, the said charters are continued, subject to the provisions 
of this Act, until the end of the then next Session of Parhament ; 
and from and after the end of such Session this Act shall form and 
be the Charters of the said Banks respectively, until the first day of 
July, 1881, and the provisions thereof shall apply to each of them 
‘respectively, and their present charters shall be repealed,—except 
only as to the matters for which the said Charters are above 
continued until the day last aforesaid. 

“#. The provisions of this Act shallapply to any Bank to be here-~ 
after incorporated (which expression in this Act includes any Bank 
‘neorporated by any Act passed in the present Session or in any 
future Session of the Parliament of Canada) whether this Act is 
specially mentioned in its Act of Incorporation or not, as well as 
to all Banks whose charters are hereby continued, but not to any 
other, unless extended to it under the special provisions hereinafter 
made. 

3. The capital stock of any new Bank, the amount of each share, 
the name of the Bank, and the place where its chief office shall 
be situate, shall be declared in the Act of Incorporation of any 
Bank to be hereafter incorporated. 


GENERAL REGULATIONS, 

4. The Bank may open branches or agencies and oftices of 
discount and deposit, and transact business at any place or places 
in the Dominion. 

%. The capital stock of the Bank may be increased, from time to 
time, by the shareholdersat any annual gencral meeting, or any gene- 
ral meeting specially called for that purpose; and such increase may 
be agreed on by such proportions at a time as theshareholders shall 
determine, and shall be decided by the majority of the votes of the 
shareholders present at such meeting in person or by proxy. 

G6. Any of the original unsubseribed capital stock, or the in- 
creased stock of a Bank, shall, when the Directors so determine, 
be allotted to the then shareholders of the Bank pro ratu, and at 
such rate as shall be fixed by the Directors, provided always that 
no fraction of a share shall be so allotted; and any of 
such allotted stock as shall not be taken up by the share- 
holder to whom such allotment has been made, within three 
months from the time when notice of the allotment has been mailed 
to his address, may be opered for subscription to the public, 
in such manner and on such terms as the Directors shall 
prescribe. 

ce No Bank to be hereafter incorporated, unless it be otherwise 
provided by its” charter, shall issue notes or commence the 
business of Banking until five hundred thousand dollars of capital 
have been bond side subscribed and one hundred thousand 
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dollars have been bond fide paid up, nor until it shall 
have obtained from the Treasury Board a certificate to that effect, 
which certificate shall be granted by the Treasury Board when it 
is proved to their satisfaction that such amounts of capital have 
been bond fide subscribed and paid respectively ; and if at least 
two hundred thousand dollars of the subscribed capital of such 
Bank has not been paid up before it shall have commenced busi- 
ness, such further amount as shall be required to complete the 
said sum shall be called in and paid up within two years there- 
after, and it shall not be necessary that more than two hundred 
thousand dollars of the stock of any Bank. whether Incorporated 
before or after the passing of this Act, be paid up within any 
limited period from the date of its Incorporation. 

8. The amount of notes intended for circulation, issued by the 
Bank and outstanding at any time, shall never exceed the amount 
of its unimpaired paid up capital: No such note for a less sum 
than four dollars shall be issued or re-issued by the Bank, and all 
notes for a less sum heretofore issued shall be called in and can- 
eelled as soon as may be practicable. 

9. The Bank shall always receive in payment its own notes at 
par at any of its offices and whether they be made payable there 
or not ; but shall not be bound to redeem them in specie or Do- 
minion notes at any place other than where they are made pay- 
able : the place or one of the places at which the notes of the Bank 
shall be made payable shall always be its chief seat of business. 

10. No dividend or bonus shall ever be made so as to impair 
the paid up Capital, and if any dividend or bonus be so 
made, the Directors knowingly and wilfully concurring therein, 
shall be jointly and severally liable for the amount thereof, as a 
debt due by them to the Bank; and if any part of the paid 
up Capital be lost, the Directors shall, if all the subscribed 
stock be not paid up, forthwith make calls upon the Shareholders 
to an amount equivalent to such loss; and such loss (and the calls, 
if any) shall be mentioned in the Return then next made by the 
Bank to the Government; provided that in any case where the 
Capital has been impaired as aforesaid, all net profits shall 
be applied to make good such loss. ‘ 

11. No division of profits, either by way of dividends or bonus, 
or both combined, or in any other way exceeding the rate of eight 
per cent. per annum, shall be paid by the Bank, unless, after pay- 
ing the same, it shall have a rest or reserved fund equal to at least 
twenty per cent. of its paid up capital, deducting all bad and 
doubtful debts before calculating the amount of such rest. 

12. Certified lists of the Shareholders, (or of the principal 
partners, if the Bank be en commandite,) with their additions and 
residences, and the number of shares they respectively hold, shall 
be laid before Parliament every year, within fifteen days after the 
opening of the Session. 

13. Monthly returns shall be made by the Bank to the Govern- 
ment in the following form, and shall be made up within the 
first ten days of each month, and shall exhibit the condition of the 
Bank on the last juridical day of the month preceding; and such 
monthly returns shall be signed by the President, or Vice President. 
or the Director (or, if the Bank be en commandite, the principal 
paitner) then acting as President, and by the Manager, Cashier, 
or other principal officer of the Bank at its chief seat of business:

14, The Bank shall always hold, as nearly as may be practicable, 
one half of its Cash reserves in Domiion Notes, and the proportion 
of such Reserves held in Dominion Notes shall never be less than 
one third thereof. 


15. Every Bank to which tits Act applies shall be exempt 
from the tax now imposed on the average amount of its notes 
in circulation, to which other Banks will continue lable, and 
from the obligation to hold any portion of its capital in Govern- 
ment Debentures or Debentures of any kind. — 


16. The Receiver General shall make such arrangements as may 
be necessary for ensuring the delivery of Dominion Notes to any 
Bank, in exchange for an equivalent amount of specie, at the 
several offiees at which Dominion Notes will be redeemable, in 
the Cities of Toronto, Montreal, Halifax, and St. John, (N.B), 
respectively. 


. INTERNAL REGULATIONS. 
Shares and Shareholders. 


17. Books of subscription may be opened, and shares of the 
capital stock of the Bank may be made transferable, and ihe divi- 
dends accruing thereon may be made payable, in the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland in lke manner as such shares 
and dividends are respectively made transferable and payable at 
the head office of the Bank, and to that end the Directors may 
from time to time determine the prepoition of the shares which 
shall be so transferable in the United Kingdom, and make such 
rules and regulations, and prescrile such forms, and appoint such 
agent or agents as they may deem necessary. 


18. The shares of the Capital Stock shall be paid in by such 
instalments, and at such times and places as the Directors shall 
appoint, and executors, administrators and curators paying the 
instalments upon the shares of deceased shareholders shall be and 
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are respectively indemnified for paying the same: Provided 
always, that no share or shares shall be held to be lawfully sub- 
scribed for, unless a sum equal to at least ten per centum on the 
amount subseribed for be actually paid at the time or within 
thirty days after the time of subscribing. 


419. The shares of the Capital Stock of the Bank shall be 
held and adjudged to be personal estate, and shall be assignable 


and transferable at the chief place of business of the Bank, or at 


any of its branches which the Directors shall appoint for that pur- 
pose, and according to such form as the Directors shall prescribe ; 
but no assignment or transfer shall be valid unless it be made and 
registered and accepted by the party to whom the transfer is 
made ina book or books to be kept by the Directors for that 
purpose, nor until the person or persons making the same shall, 
if required by the Bank, previously discharge all debts or liabilities 
due, by him, her, or them to the Bank, which may exceed 
in ainount the remaining stock, if any, belonging to such person 
or persons, and no fractional part or parts of a share, or less than 
a whole share, shall be assignable or transferable: and when 
any share or shares of the said Capital Stock shall have been sold 
under a writ of execution, the sheriff by whom the writ shall 
have been executed shall, within thirty days after the sale, leave 
with the Cashier, Manager, or other officer of the Bank an attested 
copy of the writ, with the certificate of such sheriff endorsed 
thereon, certifying to whom the sale has been made, and there- 
upon (but not until after all debts or liabilities due by the holder or 
holders of the shares to the Bank shall have been discharged as 
aforesaid), the President or Vice-President, Manager or Cashier of 
the Bank, shall execute the transfer of the share cor shares so sold to 
the purchaser ; and such transfer being duly accepted, shall be to 
all intents and purposes as valid and effectual in law as if it had 
been executed by the holder or holders of the said share or shares, 
any law or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 


20. A list of all transfers of shares registered each day in the 
books of the Bank, showing the parties to such transfers and the 
number of shares transferred in each case, shall be made up at the 
end of each day and kept at the chief office of the Bank for the 


inspection of its shareholders. 


21. If the interest in any share or shares in the capital stock be- 
comes transmitted in consequence of the death or bankruptcy or 
insolvency of any shareholder, or in consequence of the marriage 
of a female shareholder, or by any other lawful means than by a 
transfer according to the provisions of this Act, such transmis- 
sion shall be authenticated by a declaration in writing, as herein- 
after mentioned, or in such other manner as the Directors of the 


Bank shall require, and every such declaration shall distinctly 


state the manner in which, and the party to whom, such share 
shall have been transmitted, and shall be by such party made and 
signed ; and every such declaration shall be by the party making 
and signing the same acknowledged before a Judge of a Court of 
Record, or before the Mayor, Provost or Chief Magistrate of a city, 
town, borough, or other place, or before a Public Notary, where 
the same shall be made and signed ; and every declaration so signed 
and acknowledged shall be left with the Cashier, Manager or other 
officer, or agent of the Bank, who shall thereupon enter the name 
of the party entitled under such transmission in the Registry of 
shareholders ; and until-such transmission shall have been so 
authenticated no party or person claiming by virtue of any such 
transmission shall be entitled to receive any share of the profits of 
the Bank, or to vote in respect of any such share or shares: pro- 
vided always, that every such declaration and instrument as by 
this and the following section ofthis Act is required to perfect the 
transmission of a share or shares in the Bank which shall be made 
in any other country than Canada, or some other of the British 
colonies in North America, or in the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland, shall be further authenticated by the British 
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Consul or Vice-Consul, or other the accredited representative of 
the British Government in the country where the declaration shall 
be made, or shall be made directly before such British Consul or 
Vice-Consul or other accredited representative : and provided also 
that nothing in this Act contained shall be held to debar the Dt- 
rectors, Cashier or other oflicer or agent of the Bank from requiring 
corroborative evidence of any fact or facts alleged in any such 
declaration. 


22. Uf the transmission of any share of the capital stock be by 
virtue of the marriage of a female shareholder, the declaration shall 
be accompanied by a copy of the register of such marriage, or other 
particulars of the celebration thereof, and shall declare the identity 
of the wife with the holder of such share, shall be made and signed 
by such female Shareholder and her husband ; and it shall be com- 
petent to them to include therein a declaration to the effect that 
the share transmitted is the sole property, and under the sole 
control of the wife, that she may receive and grant receipts for 
the dividends and profits accruing in respect thereof, and dispose of 
and transfer the share itself, without requiring the consent or 
authority of her husband; and such declaration shall be binding 
upon the bank and the parties making the same, until the said 
parties shall see fit to revoke it by a written notice to that effect 
to the Bank ; and further, the omission of a statement in any such 
declaration, that the wife making the same is duly authorized by 
her husband to make the same, shall not cause the declaration to 
be deemed either illegal or informal; any law or usage to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 


23. If the transmission have taken place by virtue of any 
testamentary instrument, or by intestacy, the probate of the 
will, or any letters of admiistration, or act of curatorship, or an 
official extract therefrom, shall, together with such declaration, 
be produced and left with the Cashier, or other officer or agent of 
the Bank, who shall, thereupon, enter the name of the party enti- 
tledsunder such transmission, in the register of shareholders. 


z4. If the transmission of any share or shares of the capital 
stock of the Bank be by the decease of any shareholder, the pro- 
duction to the Directors, and the deposit with them of any authenti- 
cated copy of the probate of the will of the deceased shareholder, 
or of letters of administration of his estate granted by any Court 
in the Dominion having power to grant such probate or letters of 
administration, or by any prerogative, diocesan or peculiar Court 
or authority in England, Wales, Ireland, or any British Colony, or 
of any testament testamentary or testament dative, expede in 
Scotland, or, if the deceased shareholder shall have died out of 
Her Majesty’s dominions, the production to and deposit with the 
Directors of any authenticated copy of the probate of his or her will 
or letters of administration of his or her property, or other docu- 
ments of like import granted by any Court or authority having 
the requisite power in such matters, shall be sufficient justification 
and authority to the Directors for paying any dividend, or trans- 
ferring, or authorising the transfer, of any share or shares, in 
pursuance of and in conformity to such probate, letters of admini- 
stration, or other such document as aforesaid. 


25. Whenever the interest in any share or shares of the capital 
stock of the Banik shall be transmitted by the death of any share- 
holder or otherwise, or whenever the ownership of or legal right of 
possession in any such share or shares shall change by any lawful 
means other than by transfer, according to the provisions of this 
Act, and the Directors of the Bank shall entertain reasonable 
doubts as to the legality of any claim to and upon such share or 
shares of stock, then, and in such case, it shall bejlawful for the 
Bank to make and file in one of the Superior Courts of Law or 
Equity in the Province in which the Head Office of the Bank is 
situated, a declaration and petition in writing, addressed to the 
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stices of the Court, setting forth the facts and tic number of shares 
previously belonging to the partyin whose name such shares stand in 
the books of the Bank, and praying for an order or judgement adjudi- 
cating and awarding the said shares to the party or parties legally 
entitled to the same,and by which order or judgement the Bank shall 
be guided and held fully harmless and indemmified and released 
from all and every other claim for the said shares or arising there- 
+ from: Provided always, that notice of such petition shall be given 
to the party claiming such share or shares, or to the Attorney 
of such{party duly authorized for the purpose, who shall upon the 
filing of such petition, establish his right to the several shares re- 
ferred to in such petition; and the delays to plead and all other 
. proceedings in such eases shall be the same as those observed in 
analogous cases before the said superior courts : Provided, also, that, 
the costs and expenses of procuring such order and adjudication.

26. The Bank shall not be bound tojsce to the execution of any’ 
trust, whether expressed, implied, or constructive, to which any 
of the shares of its stock shall be subject, and the re ceipt of the 
party in whose name any such share shall stand in the books of 
the Bank, or, if it stands inthe name of more parties than one, the 
; receipt of one of the parties, shall be a sufficient discharge to the 
Bank for any dividend or any other sum of money payable in 

respect of such share, unless express notice to the contrary has 
been given to the Bank; and the Bank shall not be bound to see 
to the application of the money paid upon such receipt, whether 
given by one of such parties or all of them. 


27.°Each shareholder in the Bank shall, on all occasions on 
b which the votes of the shareholders are to be taken, have one vote 
tor each share held by him for at least thirty days before the time 
| of. meeting. Shareholders may vote by proxy, but no per- 
j son but a shareholder shall be permitted to vote or act as such 
me - proxy; and no Manager, Cashier, Bank Clerk, or other subordi- 
nate officer of the Bank shall vote either in person or by proxy, or 
hold a proxy for that purpose. All questions proposed for the 
consideration of the said shareholders shall be determined by the 
majority of their votes: the Chairman elected to preside at any 
such meeting of the said shareholders shall vote as a shareholder 
only, unless there be a tie, in which case (except as to the election 
of a Director) he shall have a casting vote ; and where two or more 
persons are joint holders of shares, it shall be lawful that one 
only of such joint holders be empowered by letter of attorney 
from the other joint holder or holders, or a majority of them, to 
represent the said shares, and vote accordingly; and in all cases 
when the votes of the Shareholders are taken the voting shall be 
by ballot. 


28. The shareholders in the Bank shall have power to regulate 
by by-law the following matters incident to the management and 
administration of the affairs of the Bank, viz.: the qualification, and 
number of the Directors, which shall not be less than five nor more 
than ten, and the quorum thereof; the method of filling up vacan- 
cies In the Board of Directors whenever the same may occur during 
each year; and the time and proceedings for the election of Direc- 
tors, m case of a failure of any election on the day appointed for 
it:—the remuneration of the President, Vice-President and other 
Directors ; and the closing of the transfer book during a certain 
time not exceeding fifteen days. before the payment of each semi- 
annual dividend :—Provided that no Director shall held less than 
three thousand dollars of the stoek of the Bank, when the paid up 
capital thereof is one million dollars or less, nor less than four thou- 
sand dollars of stock when the paid up capital thereof is over one 
million and does not exceed three millions, nor less than five thay« 
sand dollars of stock when the paid up capital thereof exceeds three

millions; the Directors shall be elected annually by the shareholders 
and shall be eligible for re-election ; Provided that the foregoing 
provisions, touching Directors, shall not apply to a Bank en com- 
mandite, which shall in these matters be governed by the pro- 
visions of its Charter. The shareholders (or if the Bank be en 
commandite, the principal partners), may also regulate by by-law 
the amount of discounts or loans which may be made to Directors 
(or if the Bank be en eommandite to the principal partners), 
either jointly or severally or to any one firm or person 
or to any shareholder or to Corporations; Provided that until it is 
otherwise ordered by by-law under this section, the by-laws of 
the Bank on any matter which can be regulated by by-law 
under this section, shall remain in force, except as to the quali- 
fication of directors as to which they shall remain in force until the 
next annual general meeting of the shareholders, after the first 
day of July, 1871, after which no person shall bea Director unless 
he possesses the number of shares hereby required or such greater 
number as may be required by any by-law in that behalf. 


29. Any number not less than twenty-five of the shareholders 
of the Bank who together may be proprietors of at least one 
tenth of the paid up capital stock of the Bank, by 
themselves or by their proxies, or the Directors of the Bank 
or any four of them, shall have power at any time to call a special 
general meeting of the shareholders of the Bank to be held at 
their usual place of meeting upon giving six weeks previous public 
notice, specifying in such notice the object or cbjects of such 
meeting ; and if the object of any such special general meeting 
be to consider of the proposed removal of the President, or Vice- 
President, or of a Director or Directors of the said Bank for malad- 
ministration or other specified and apparently just cause, then 
if a majority of the votes of the shareholders of such meeting be 
given for such removal, a Director or Directors to replace him or 
them shall be elected or appointed in the manner provided in the 
By-laws of the Bank, or if there be no by-laws providing therefor, 
then by the Shareholders at such meeting; and if it be the Presi- 
dent or Vice-President who shall be removed, his office sha!] be filled 
up by the Directors (in the manner provided in case of a 
vacancy occurring in the office of President or Vice-President) 
who shall choose or elect a Director to serve as such President. 


President and Directors. 


30. The stock, property, affairs and concerns of the Bank 
shall be managed by a Board of Directors, the number to be 
fixed as herein provided, who shall choose from among them- 
selves a President and Vice-President; the Directors shall 
be natural born or naturalized subjects of Her Majesty, and 
shall be elected on such day in each year as may be or may 
have been appointed by the Charter or by any by-law of 
the Bank, and at such time of the day and at such place 
where the head office of the Bank is situate, as a majority 
of Directors for the time being shall appoint; and public notice 
shall be given by the Directors, by publishing the same at least 
four weeks in a newspaper of the place where the said head office is 
situate, previous to the time of holding such election; and the 
election shall be held and made by such ot the shareholders of the 
Bank as have paid all calls made by the Directors and as shall 
attend for the purpose in their own proper persons or by proxy, and 
all elections for Directors shall be by ballot, and the said proxies 
shall only be capable of being held and voted upon by share- 
holders then present, and the persons, to the number fixed 
by by-law,as hereinbefore provided, who have the greatest number 
of votes at any election, shall be Directors; provided that if it 
should happen at any election that two or more persons have an 
equal number of votes, and the election or mon election of one 
or more of such persons as a Director or Directors depends 
on such equality, then the Directors who shall have had 
a greater number, or the majority of them, shall determine which 


of the said persons so having an equal number of votes shall be 
the Director or Directors, so as to complete the full number; and 
in case of a vacancy oecurring in the number of Directors, such 
vacancy shall be filled in the manner provided by the By-laws, 
but the non-filling of the vacancy shall not vitiate the acts of a 
quorum of the remaining Directors ; and if the vacancy so created 
shall be that of a President or Vice-President, the Directors at 
the first meeting, after completion of their number, shall, from 
among themselves, elect a President or Vice-President, who shall 
continue in office for the remainder of the year. And the said 
Directors, as soon as may be after the said election, shall proceed 
in like manner to elect by ballot two of their number to be Presi- 
dent and Vice President; Provided always, that no person shall be 
eligible to be or continue a Director, unless he shall hold, in his 
name and for his own use, stock in the said Bank to the amount 
hereinbefore provided. 


31. In case it should happen that an election of Directors should 
not be made on any day when it ought to have been made, the 
Corporation shall not for that cause be deemed to be dissolved, 
but it shall be lawful on any other day to hold and make an 
election of Directors in such manner as shall have been provided 
by the by-laws made by the shareholders in that behalf: and the 
Directors then in office shall remain so, until a new election shall 
be made, 


32. At all meetings of the Directors of the Bank not less 
than three of them shall constitute a board or quorum for the 
transaction of business ; and at the said meetings the President, or 
in his absence the Vice-President, or in their absence one of the 
Directors present to be chosen pro tempore, shall preside ; and the 
President, Vice-President, or President pro tempore so presiding, 
shall vote as a Director, and if there be an equal division on any 
question shall have a casting vote. 


36. The Directors for the time being, or a majority of them, 
shall have power to make such by-laws and regulations (not 
repugnant to the provisions of this Act or the laws of the Do- 
minion of Canada) as to them shall appear needful and proper 
touching the management and disposition of the stock, property, 
estate and effects of the Bank, and touching the duties and 
conduct of the officers, clerks and servants employed therein, and 
all such other matters as appertain to the business of a Bank, and 
shall also have power to appoint as many officers, clerks and 
servants for carrying on the said business, and with such salaries 
and allowances as to them may seem meet; and they may also ap- 
point a Director or Directors for any branch of the Bank: 
Provided always, that before permitting any Cashier, officer, 
clerk or servant of the Bank to enter upon the duties of his office, 
the Directors shall require him to give bond or other security 
to the satisfaction of the Directors, for the due and faithful 
performance of his duties; Provided also, that all by-laws of the 
Bank lawfully made before the passing of this Act, as to any 
matter respecting which the Directors can make by-laws under 
this section (including any by-laws for establishing a guarantee 
fund for the employeesof the Bank) shall remain in force until they 
are repealed or altered by others made under this Act. 


34. The Directors shall have power to make such calls of money 
from the several shareholders for the time being upon the shares 
subscribed for in the Bank by them respectively, as they may 
find necessary, and in the corporate name of the Bank to 
sue for, recover and get im all such calls, or to cause and declare 
such shares to be forfeited to the Bank in case of non-pay- 
ment of any such call ; and an action may be brought to recover 
any money due on any such eal], and it shall not be necessary to 
set forth the special matter in the declaration, but it shall be 
sufficient to allege that the defendant is holder of one share or 
more, as the case may be, in the capital stock of the Bank, and 
is indebted to the Bank for a call or calls upon such share or shares, 
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in the sum to which the call or calls amount, as the case may be, 
stating the amount and number of such calls, whereby an action 
hath accrued to the Bank to recover the same from such defendant 
by virtue of this Act ; And it shall be sufficient to maintain such 
action, to prove byany one witness, (a shareholder being competent) 
that thedefendant, at the time of making any such call, was a share- 
holder in the number of shares alleged, and to produce the by-law 
or resolution of the Directors making and prescribing such call, and 
to prove notice thereof, given in conformity with such by-law or 
resolution ; and it shall not be necessary to prove the appoint- 
ment of the Directors or any other matter whatsoever ; pro- 
vided that such calls shall be made at intervals of not less than 
thirty days, and upon notice to be given at least thirty days 
prior to the day on which such call shall be payable ; and no such 
eall shall exceed ten per cent.’ of each share subscribed. 


35. Provided also, that if any shareholder or shareholders refuse 
or neglect to pay any or-either of the instalments upon his, her, or 
their shares of the said Capital Stock at the time or times ap- 
pointed by such call, as aforesaid, such shareholder or shareholders 
shall incur a forfeiture to the use of the Bank of a sum of money 
equal to Ten per centum on the amount of such shares; and, 
moreover, it shall be lawful for the Directors of the Bank (with- 
out any previous formality other than thirty days’ public notice of 
their intention), to sell at public auction the said shares, or so 
many of the said shares as shall, after deducting the reason- 
able expenses of the sale, yield a sum of money sufficient to pay 
the unpaid instalments due on the remainder of the said shares 
and the amount of forfeitures incurred upon the whole ; and the 
President or Vice-President, Manager or Cashier, of the Bank shall 
execute the transfer to the purchaser of the shares of stock so sold; 
and such transfer being accepted, shall be as valid and effectual in 
law as if the same had been executed by the original holder or 
holders of the shares of stock thereby transferred ; Provided always, 
that nothing in this section contained slall be held to debar the 
Directors, or the Shareholders at a general meeting; from remitting 
either in whole or in part, and conditionally or unconditionally, 
any forfeiture incurred by the nonpayment of instalments as 
aforesaid, or to prevent the Bank from enforcing the payment 
of any call or calls by suit in lieu of forfeiting the same. 


26. At every annual meeting of the shareholders for the Elec- 
tion of Directors, the out-going Directors shall submit a clear and 
full statement of the affairs of the Bank, contaimihg on the 
one part the amount of the capital stock paid in, the amount of 
notes of the Bank in circulation and net profits made, the 
balances due to other other banks and institutions, and the cash 
deposited in the Bank, distinguishing deposits bearmme interest 
from those not bearing interest—and on the other part, the amount 
of the current coin, the gold and silver bullion, and the amount 
of Dominion Notes in the vaults of the Bank, the balances due to 
the Bank from other banks and institutions, the value of the real 
and other property of the Bank, and the amount of debts owing 
to the Bank, including and particularizing the amounts so owing 
upon bills of exchange, discounted notes, mertgages, and other 
securities,—thus exhibiting on the one hand the liabilities of, or 
the debts due by the Bank, andon the other hand the assets and 
resources thereof; and the said statement shall also exhibit the 
rate and amount of the last dividend declared by the Directors, the 
amount of reserved profits at the time of declaring the said divi- 
dend, and the amount of debts due to the Bank, over due and 
not paid, with an estimate of the loss which will probably acerue 
thereon. 


‘37. The books, correspondence and funds of the Bank 
shall at all times be subject to the inspection of the Directors; but 
no shareholder not being a Director shall be allowed to inspeet the 
account of any person dealing with the Bank. 
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38. It shall be the duty of the Directors of the Bank to make 
half-yearly dividends of so much of the profits of the Bank as to 


_ the majority of them may seem advisable, and not inconsistent 


with the provisions of sections ten and eleven of this Act; and 
to give public notice of the payment of such dividends at least 
thirty days previously. 


POWERS AND OBLIGATIONS OF THE BANK. 
Loans, Interest, Advances on Warehouse Receipts, &e. 


39. The Bank shall have the power to acquire and hold 
real and immovable estate for its actual use and occupa- 
tion, and the management of its business, and to sell or dis- 
pose of the same, and other property to acquire in its stead, for 
the same purposes. 


40. The Bank shall not, either directly or indirectly, lend 
money or make advances upon the security, mortgage or hypothe- 
cation of any lands or tenements, or of any ships or other vessels, 
nor upon the security or pledge of any share or shares of the 
Capital Stock of the Bank, or of any goods, wares or mer- 
ehandize, except as authorized in this Act; nor shall the Bank, 
either directly or indirectly, deal in the buying and selling or 
bartering of goods, wares or merchandize, or engage or be engaged 
in any trade whatever, except as a dealer in gold and silver 
bullion, bills of exchange, discounting of promissory notes and 
negotiable securities, and in such trade generally as appertains to 
the business of banking. 


41. The Bank may take, hold and dispose of mortgages and 
hypothéques upon personal as well as real preperty, by way 
of additional security for debts contracted to the Bank in the 
course of its business ; and the rights, powers and privileges which 
the Bank is hereby declared to have or to have had in respect of 
real estate mortgaged to it, shall be held and possessed by it, in 
respect of any personal estate which may be mortgaged or hypothe- 
eated to it. 


42. The Bank may purchase any lands or real estate offered 
for sale under execution at the suit of the Bank, or exposed to 
sale by the Bank under a power of sale given to it for that pur- 
pose, in cases where, under similar circumstances, an individual 
could so purchase, without any restriction as to the value of the 
Jands which it may so purchase, and may acquire a title thereto 
as any individual purchasing at Sherifi’s sale or under a power of 
sale, in like circumstances, could do, and may take, have, hold 
and dispose of the same at pleasure. 


43. The Bank may acquire and hold an absolute title in or to 
land mortgaged to it as security for a debt due or owing to it, 
either by obtaining a release of the equity of redemption in the 
mortgaged property, or by procuring a foreclosure in any Court of 
Chancery or of Equity, or by other means whereby, as between 
individuals, an equity of redemption can by law be barred, and 
may purchase and acquire any prior mortgage or charge on such 


land. 


44. Nothing in any Charter, Act or law shall be construed as 
ever having prevented or as preventing the Bank from acquir- 
ing and holding an absolute title tc and in any such mortgaged 
lands, whatever the value thereof may be, or from exercising or 
eee any powerof salecontainedin any mortgagegiventoit or 
held by it, authorizing or enabling it to sell or convey away any 
lands so mortgaged. 


45. The words “ goods, wares and merchandize ” when used inthe 
six next following sections of this Act, shall be held to comprise in 
addition to the things usually understood thereby, timber, boards, 
ae staves and other lumber, and also all agricultural pro 

ce, 
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46. The Bank may acquire and hold any, cove receipt or any 
receipt by a cove keeper, or by the keeper of any wharf, yard, 
harbor or other place, any bill of lading, any specification of timber, 
or any receipt given for eereal grains, goods, wares or merchan- 
dize stored or deposited, in any cove, wharf, yard, harbor, 
warehouse, mill, or other place in Canada, or shippe@ in any 
vessel or delivered to any carrier for carriage from any place 
whatever to any part of this Dominion, or through the same 
or on the waters bordering thereon, or from the same to any 
other place whatsoever, and whether such cereal grains are to be 
delivered upon such receipt in species or converted into flour,—as 
collateral security for the due payment of any bill of exchange or 
note discounted by such Bank in the regular course of its banking 
business, or for any debt which may become due to the Bank under 
any credit opened or liability incurred by the Bank for or on 
behalf of the holder or owner of such bill of lading, specification 
or receipt, or for any other debt to become due to the 
Bank ;—and such bill of lading, specification or receipt, being So 
acquired, shall vest in the Bank from the date of the acquisition 
thereof, all the right and title of the last previous holder 
thereof, and if such holder be the agent of the owner, within the 
meaning of the fifty-ninth chapter of the Consolidated Statutes of 
the late Province of Canada, then all the right and title of the 
owner thereof, to or in such cereal grains, goods, wares 
or merchandize, subject to his right to have the same 
re-transferred to him, if such bill, note or debt be paid 
when due; and in the event of the non-payment of 
such bill or note or debt when due, such Bank may sell 
the said cereal grains, goods, wares or merchandize and retain 
the net proceeds, or so much thereof as will be equal to the 
amount due to the Bank upon such bill or debt or note, with 
interest and costs, returning the overplus, if any, to the person from 
whom such instrument was acquired by the Bank. 


47. No transfer of any such bill of lading, specification of timber 
or receipt shall be made under this Act to secure the payment of 
any bill, note or debt, unless such bill, note or debt, be negotiated 
or contracted at the time of the acquisition thereof by the Bank, 
or upon the understanding that such bill of lading, specification of 
timber or receipt would be transferred to the Bank, but such bill, 
note or debt may be renewed or the time for the payment thereof 
extended, without affecting such security. 


48. Where any person engaged in the calling of cove keeper, 
keeper of a wharf, yard, harbor cr other place, warehouseman, 
moiller, wharfinger, master of a vessel or carrier, curer and 
packer of pork, or dealer in wool, by whom a receipt or 
bill of lading may be given in such capacity, as hereinbefore men- 
tioned, for cereal grains, goods, wares or merchandize, is at the same 
time the owner of or entitled himself (otherwise than in his 
capacity of warehouseman, miller, wharfinger, master of a vessel or 
carrier, cove keeper, keeper of a wharf, yard, harbor or other place, 
curer and packer of pork or dealer in wool,) to receive 
such cereal grains, goods, wares, or merchandize, any such 
receipt or bill of lading or any acknowledgment or certificate 
mtended to answer the purpose of such receipt or bill of lading, 
made by such person, shall be as valid and effectual for the purposes 
of this Act as if the person making such receipt, acknowledgment 
or certificate or bill of lading, and the owner or person entitled te 
receive such cereal grains, goods, wares or merchandize were not 
one and the same person, and in the case of the curing and packing 
of pork, a receipt for hogs, shall apply to the pork made from such 
hogs. 


49, All advances made on the security of any bill of lading, 
specification, receipt, acknowledgment or certificate, shall give 
and be held to give to the Bank making such advances a claim for 
the repayment of such advances on the grain, goods, wares or 
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merchandize therein mentioned, prior to and by preference over 
the claim of any unpaid vendor, any law, usage, or custom to the 
contrary notwithstanding, 


50. But no timber, boards, deals, staves or other lumber shall be 
held in pledge by the Bank for any period exceeding twelve calen- 
dar months, except by the consent in writing of the person pledg- 
ing the same; and no sale of any timber, boards, deals, staves or 
other lumber, shall be made under this Act until, nor unless, 
notice of the time and place of such sale shall have been given by 
letter mailed in the post office to the last known address of the 
pledger thereof, at least thirty days prior to the sale thereof, and 
every such sale shall be made by public auction after notice thereof 
by advertisement, stating the time and place thereof, in at least 
two newspapers published in or nearest to the place where such sale 
is to be made, and in every issue of such newspapers during eight 
days, which newspapers shall be those whose issue is most froquent 
at or nearest the place where the sale is to be made, and ii suck 
place be in the Province of Quebec then at least one of 
such newspapers shall be a newspaper published in the 
English language, and at least one other of such newspapers shall 
be a newspaper published in the French language ; and no cereal 
grains for goods, wares or merchandize, other than timber, boards 
deals, staves and other lumber shall be held in pledge by the Bank 
for a period exceeding six months, (except by consent of the per- 
son pledging the same), and no sales thereof shall be made by the 
Bank under this Act until or unless notice has been given by 
letter mailed in the post office to the last known address of the 
pledger thereof at least ten days prior to such sale. 


61. The Bank shall not make loans or grant discounts on the 
security of its own stock, but shall have a privileged lien for any 
overdue debt on the shares and unpaid dividends of the debtor 
thereof, and may decline to allow any transfer of the shares of such 
debtor until such debt is paid, and if such debt is not paid when 
due the Bank may sell such shares, after notice has been 
given to the holder thereof, of the intention of the Bankj to 
sell the same, by mailing such notice in the post office to the 
last known address of such holder, at least thirty days prior 
to such sale ; and upon such sale being made, the President, 
Vice-President, Manager or Cashier shall execute a transfer of 
such shares to the purchaser thereof in the usual transfer book of 
the Bank, which transfer shall vest in such purchaser all the 
rights in or to such shares which were possessed by the holder 
thereof, with the same obligation of warranty on his part, 
as if he were the vendor thereof, but without any warranty 
from the Bank or by the officer of the Bank exeecuting such 
transfer : 

And nothing in this Act contained shall prevent the Bank from 
acquiring and holding as collateral security for any advance by or 
debt to the Bank, or for any credit or liability incurred by the 
Bank to or on behalf of any person (and either at the time of such 
advance by, or the contracting of such debt to the Bank, or the 
opening of such credit, or the incurring of such lability, by the 
Bank), the shares of the capital stock of any other Bank, the bonds 
or debentures of Municipal or other Corporations, or Dominion, Pro- 
vincial, British, or Foreign public securities; and such _ stock, 
bonds, debentures, or securities, may, in case of default to pay the 
debt for securing which they were so acquired and held, be dealt 
with, sold, and conveyed, in like manner and subject to the same 
restrictions as are herein provided in respect of stock of the Bank 
on which it has acquired a lien under this Act. 

52. The Bank shall not be liable to incur any penalty or 
forfeiture for usury ; and may stipulate for, take, reserve or exact 
any rate of interest or discount not exceeding seven per centum 
per annum, and may receive and take in advance any such rate, 
but no higher rate of interest shall be recoverable by the bank : 
Any rate of interest whatever may be allowed by the Bank upon 
money deposited with it. : (8) 
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53. The Bank may, in discounting at any of its places ut 
business, branches, agencies or offices of discount and deposit, any 
note, bill, or other negotiable security or paper payable at any other 
of its own places or seats of business, branches, agencies or offices 


_of discount and deposit in Canada, receive or retain in addition to 


the discount, any amount not exceeding the following rates per 
centum, according to the time it has to run, on the amount of such 
note, bill or other negotiable security or paper, to defray the 
expenses attending the collection thereof; that is to say: under 
thirty days, one eighth of one per cent.—thirty days er over, but 
under sixty days, one fourth of one per cent—sixty days and 
over, but under ninety days, three cighths of one per cent.—ninety 
days and over, one half of one per cent. 


54. The Bank may, in discounting any note, bill or other 
negotiable security or paper, bond jide payable at any place in 
Canada different from that at which it is discounted, and other 
than one of its own places or seats of business, branches, agencies 
or offices of discount and deposit in Canada, receive and retain in 
addition to the discount thereon, 2 sum not exceeding one half of 
one per centum on the amount thereof, to defray the expenses of 
agency and charges in collecting the same. 


Bank Notes, Bonds, é&c. 


55. The bonds, obligations and bills obligatory or of credit of 
the Bank under its corporate seal and signed by the President 
or Vice-President and countersigned by a Cashier or Assistant 
cashier, which shall be made payable to any person or persons, 
shall be assignable by endorsement thereon ; and bills or notes of 
the Bank signed by the President, Vice-president, Cashier or 
other officer appointed by the Directors’ of the Bank to sign 
the same, promising the payment of money to any person or per- 
sons, his, her, or their order, or to the bearer, though not under 
the corporate seal of the Bank, shall be binding and obligatery 
on it in like manner and with the like force and effect as they 
would be upon any private person, if issued by him in his private 
or natural capacity, and shall be assignable in like manner as if 
they were so issued by a private person in his natural capacity; 
provided always that nothing in this Act shall be held to debar 
the Directors of the Bank from authorizing or deputing from time 
to time any Cashier, Assistant-Cashier or officer of the Bank, or 
any Director other than the President or Vice-President, or any 
Cashier, Manager or Local Director of any branch or office of dis- 
count and deposit of the Bank, to sign the bills of the Bank 
intended for general circulation, and payable to order or to bearer 
on demand. 


86. All bank notes and bills of the Bank whereon the name or 
names of any person or persons entrusted or authorized to sign 
such notes or bills on behalf of the Bank, shall or may become im- 
pressed by machinery provided for that purpose by or with the 
authority of the Bank, shall be and shall be taken to be good and 
valid to all intents and purposes, as if such notes and bills had 
been subscribed in the proper handwriting of the person or per- 
sons entrusted or authorized by the Bank to sign the same 
respectively, and shall be and be deemed and taken to be bank 
notes and bills within the meaning of all laws and statutes what- 
ever, and shall and may be described as bank bilis or notes in all 
indictments and civil or criminal proceedings whatsoever, any law 
statute or usage to the contrary notwithstanding. 


INSOLVENCY. 


57. Any suspension by the Bank of payment of any of its lia- 
bilities as they accrue, in specie or Dominion notes, shall, if it 
continues for ninety days, constitute the Bank insolvent and 
operate a forfeiture of its Charter, so far as regards the issue or 
reissue of notes and other Banking operations; and the Charter 


“shal 
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l remain in force only fer the purpose of enabling the Direc- 
tors or the assignee or assignees, Or other legal authority (ifany be 
appointed in such manner as may by law he provided) to make 
the calls mentioned in the next following section of this Act 
and to wind up its business : And any such assignee or assignees or 
other legal authority shall, for such purposes, have all the powers 
of the Directors. : 


88. In the event of the property and assets of thé Bank becom- 
ing insufficient to pay its debts and liabilities, the shareholders of 
the Bank shall be liable for the deficiency so far as that each 
shareholder shall be so liable to an amount (over and above any 
amount not paid up on their respective shares) equal to the 
amount of their shares respectively ; and if any suspension of pay- 
ment in full in specie or Dominion notes, of all or any of the notes 
or other liabilities of the Bank shall continue for six months, the 
Directors may and shall make calls on such shareholders, to the 
amount they may deem necessary to pay all the debts and liabili- 
ties of the Bank, without waiting for the collection of any debts 
due to it or the sale of any of its assets or property ; such calls 
shall be made at mtervals of thirty days and upon notice. to be 
given thirty days at least prior to the day on which such call shall 
be payable ; and any such call shall not exceed twenty per cent. 
on each share, and payment thereof may be enforced in like man- 
ner as for calls on unpaid stock, and the first of such calls shall be 
made within ten days after the expiration of the said six months ; 
and any failure on the part of any shareholder Jiable to such call 
to pay the same when due, shall operate a forfeiture by such share- 
holder of all claim in or to any part of the assets of the Bank, 
such call and any further call thereafter being nevertheless recov- 
erable from him as if no such forfeiture had been incurred. Pro- 
vided always, that nothing in this section contained shall be con- 
strued to alter or diminish the additional liabilities of the Directors 
hereinbefore mentioned and declared: Provided, also, that if the 
Bank be en convmandite and the principal partuers are personally 
liable, then, in case of any such suspension such lability shall at 
once accrue and may be enforced against such principal partners, 
without waiting for any sale or discussion of the property or 
assets of the Bank, er other preliminary proceedings whatever, 
and the provision respecting calls shali not apply to such 
Bank. 


59. Persens, who havimg been shareholders in the Bank, have 
only transferred their shares or any of them to others or registered 
the transfer thereof within one month before the commencement 
of the suspension of payment by the Bank, shall be lable to calls 
on such shares under the next preceding section, as if they 
had not transferred them, saving their recourse against 
those to whom they were transferred; and any assignee or other 
officer or person appointed to wind up the affairs of the Bank, in 


_ ease of its insolvency, shall have the powers of the Directors with 


respect to such calls. Provided that if the Bank he en com- 
mandite, the lability of the principal partners and of the com- 
manditaires shall continue for such time after their ceasing to be 
such as may be provided m the Charter of the Bank, and the 
foregoing provisions with respect to the transfer of shares or calls 
shall not apply to such Bank. 


OFFENCES AND PENALTIES. 


60. If any Cashier, Assistant Cashier, Manager, Clerk or Ser- 
vant of the Bank secretes, embezzles or absconds with any Bond, 
Obligation, Bill obligatory or of credit or other Bill or Note, or 
any security for money, or any moncy or effects entrusted to him 
as such ,Cashier, Assistant Cashier, Manager, Clerk or Servant, 
whether the same belong to the said Bank or belong to any person 
or persons, body or bodies, politic or corporate, or institution or 
institutions and be lodged with the said Bank, the said Cashier, 
Assistant Cashier, Manager, Clerk or Servant so offending and 
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being thereof convicted in due form of law, shall be deemed guilty 
of felony, and shall be punished by- imprisonment at hard labor in 
the Penitentiary for any term not less than two years, or by im-_ 
prisonment in ary Gaol or place of confinement for any term less 
than two years, in the discreticn of the Court. 


61. If any President, Vice-President, Director, Principal Part- 
ner en commandite, Manager, Cashier or other officer of the Bank 
wilfully gives-or concurs in giving any creditor of the Bank any 
fraudulent, undue or unfair preference over other creditors, by 
giving security to such creditor or by changing the nature of his 
claim or otherwise howsoever, he shall be guilty of misdemeanor, 
and shall further be responsible for all damages sustained by any 
party by such preference. 


62. The making of any wilfully false or deceptive statement in 
any account, statement, return, report or other document respect- 
ing the affairs of the Bank, shall, unless it amounts to a higher 
offence, be a misdemeanor, and any and every President, Vice-Presi- 
dent, Director, Principal Partner en commandite, Auditor, Manager, 
Cashier, or other officer of the Bank preparing, signing, approving 
or concurring in such statement, return, report or document or 
using the same with intent to deceive or mislead any party, 
shall be held to have wilfully made such false statement, and 
shall further be responsible for all damages sustained by such 
party in consequence thereof. a 

63. Any Director refusing to make or enforce, or to concur in 
making or enforcing any call under the fifty-eighth Section of this 
Act, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
personally responsible for any damages suffered by such 
default. 


64. If any Miller, Warehouseman, Master of a vessel, For- 
warder, Carrier, Wharfinger, Keeper of a Cove, Yard, Harbor or 
other place for storing timber, deals, staves, boards or other lum- 
ber, curer or packer of pork, or dealer in wool, Factor, 
Agent or other person, or any clerk or person in his 
employ, knowingly and wilfully gives to any person any writing 
purporting to be a receipt for, or an acknowledgement of any 
cereal grain, timber, deals, staves, boards or other lumber, or other 
goods, wares, merchandize or property, as having been received in 
his Warehouse, Vessel, Cove, Wharf or other place, or in any such 
place about which he is employed, or as having been in any other 
manner received by him or the person in or about whose business 
he is employed, before the goods or property named in such _ re- 
ceipt, acknowledgment or writing have been actually so received 
by or delivered to him or his employer, with the intent to mislead, 
deceive, injure or defraud any person or persons whomsoever, al- 
though such person or persons may be then to him unknown ; or 
if any person knowingly and wilfully accepts or transmits or uses 
any such false receipt, acknowledgment or writing, the person 
giving and the person accepting, transmitting or using such false 
receipt, acknowledgment or writing, shall severally be guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 


65. The wilfully making any false statement in any such 
receipt, acknowledgment or certificate as in the forty-sixth 
section of this Act mentioned, or the wilfully alienating or part- 
ing with, or not delivering to the holder or indorsee any cereal 
grain, goods, wares or merchandize mentioned in such receipt, 
acknowledgment or certificate, contrary to the undertaking there- 
in expressed or implied, shall be a misdemeanor. 


66. If any offence in either of the two next preceding sections 
mentioned be committed by the doing of anything in the name of 
any firm, company or copartnership of persons, the person by 
whom such thing is actually done, and any person who connives at 
the doing thereof, shall be deemed guilty of the offence, and not 
any other person. 
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67. Any person convicted of a misdemeanor under this Act 
shall, on conviction, be liable to be imprisoned in any gaol or place 
of confinement for any term not exceeding two years, in the dis- 
cretion of the Court before which the conviction shall be had. 

68. No private person or party, except a Chartered Bank, shall 
issue or re-issue, make, draw, or indorse, any bill, bond, note, 
check or other instrument, intended to circulate as money, or to 
be used as a substitute for money, for any amount whatever, 
under a penalty of four hundred dollars, to be recovered with 
costs, in any court having civil jurisdiction to the amount, by any 
party who willsueforthesame; andone halfof such sumshall belong 
to the party suing for the same, and the other half to Her 
Majesty, for the public uses of the Dominion: 

The intention to pass any such instrument as money, shall be 
presumed, if it be made for the payment of a less sum than twenty 
dollars, and be payable either in form or in fact to the bearer 
thereof, or at sight or on demand, or at less than thirty days 
thereafter, or be overdue, or be in any way calculated or designed 
for circulation, or as a substitute for money; unless such instru- 
ment bea cheek on some Chartered Bank, paid by the maker 
directly to his immediate creditor, or a promissory note, bill of 
exchange, bond or other undertaking, for the payment of money 
paid or delivered by the maker thereof to his immediate 
creditor, and be not designed to circulate as a substitute for 
money : 

Provided always, that the Halifax Banking Company may, until 
the end of the year 1874, continue to re-issue their notes now in 
circulation, but the whole of such notes shall, as far as practicable, 
be called in and withdrawn by the end of the said year. 


NOTICES. 


69. The several public notices by this Act required to be given, 
shall be given by advertisement in one or more of the newspapers 
published at the place where the Head Office of the Bank is situate, 
and in the Canada Gazette or such other Gazette as shall be gene- 
rally known and described as the Oficial Gazette for the publica- 
tion of official documents and notices emanating from the Civil 
Government of this Dominion. 


FUTURE LEGISLATION. 


70. The Bank shall be subject to such provisions of any general 
or special winding up Act to be passed by Parliament as may be 
declared to apply to Banks; and no special Act which Parliament 
may deem it right to pass for winding up the affairs of the Bank 
in case of its insolvency, shall be deemed an infringement of its 
rights or of the privileges conferred by its Charter. 


71. The Bank shall always be subject to any general provisions 
respecting Banks which Parliament may deem necessary for the 
public interest. 


SPECIAL PROVISIONS AS TO CERTAIN BANKS. 


72. The Bank of British North America, which, by the terms 
of its present Charter, is to be subiect to the general laws of the 
Dominion, with respect to Banks and Banking, shall not issue or 
re-issue in Canada, any note for a less sum than four dollars, and 
any such note of the said Bank outstanding shall be called in and 
redeemed as soon as practicable: and the provisions contained in 
the ninth, twelfth, thirteenth, fourteenth, sixteenth, forty-fifth, 
forty-sixth, forty-seventh, forty-eighth, forty-ninth, fiftieth, fifty- 
first, fifty-second, fifty-third, fifty-fourth, sixtieth, sixty-first, 
sixty-second, sixty-fourth, sixty-fifth, sixty-sixth, sixty-seventh, 
sixty-ninth, and seventy-first sections of this Act, shall apply 
to the said Bank; those contained in the other sections shall not 
apply to it. 


73. This Act shall not apply to any now existing Bank not 
mentioned in the schedule thereunto annexed (except the Bank 
of British North America to the extent aforesaid and La 
Banque du Peuple to the extent hereinafter mentioned) unless the 
Directors of such Bank shall, by special resolution, apply to the 
Treasury Board, that the provisions of this Act may be extended 
to such Bank, nor unless the Treasury Board allows such appli- 
cation, and upon publication in the Official Gazette of such resolu- 
tion, and of the minute of the Treasury Board thereon, allowing 
such application, such Bank shall come under the provisions of 
‘this Act. 

74. In pursuance’ of the application made by the Bank of Nova 
Scotia in that behalf, it shall be lawfu! for the shareholders of the 
said Bank, at any special general mecting called for the purpose, 
and by a by-law to be passed thereat, to reduce the capital and 
shares of the said Bank by an amount not exceeding thirteen per 
cent. thereof respectively, and the shares and capital shal! there- 
after be reckoned at the amount to which they shall be so reduced, 


78. Sections Four,—Thirty nine to Fifty four, both inclusive, 
Sixty, Sixty one and Sixty two, and Sixty four to Sixty cight, 
both inelusive, shall apply to La Banque du Peuple from and 
after the passing of this Act and all the other provisions of this 
Act except those contained in sections One, Two, Three, Five, Six, 
Seven, Twenty seven, Twenty nine, Thirty, Thirty one, Thirty 
two, Thirty three, Thirty five, Thirty six, Thirty seven, Pitty 
seven, Fifty eight, Fifty nine, Sixty three, Seventy, Seventy two, 
Seventy three, and Seventy four, and so much of secticn Twenty 
eight,.as is declared not to apply to Banks en commandite shall 
apply from and after the first day of July next to La Banque du 
Peuple provided that wherever the word “Directors” is used ip 
any of the Sections which apply to the said Bank it shall be read 
and construed as meaning the principal partners or members of the 
Corporation of the said Bank ; and so much of the Act incorporat- 
ing the said Bank or of any act amending or continuing it as may 
be inconsistent with any section cf this Act applying to the said 
Bank or which makes any provision in any matter provided for by 
the said sections other than such as is hereby made is hereby re- 
pealed. 
REPEALING AND SAVING CLAUSES. 


76. The Act passed in the thirty-third year of Her Majesty's 
reign, chaptered eleven, and intituled, Ax Act respecting Banks 
and Banking, is hereby repealed, and the Act 
thirty-first year of Her Majesty’s Reign, and | 
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respecting Banks, is hereby repealed in so - 
to which this Act applies, including the Bank of British North 
America, and La Banque du Peuple shali cease to apply to them 
after the passing of this Act, (or after they respectively come 
under its provisions, if they are now existe Banks and 
not mentioned in the Schedule), except as 4 

tofore acquired under or offences committed against it, but 


shall remain in force as regards other Banks untilthe end of

77. Nothing in this Act contained shall affect any case pending 
when it shall come into force, but such case shall he decided as if 
this Act had not been passed.

An Act to provide additional facilities for depositing 
Savings at interest with the security of the Govern- 
ment, and for the issue and redemption of Dominion 
Notes. 


[ Assented to 14th April, 1871]. 


HEREAS, it is expedient to increase the facilitiesnow avail- 
able for depositing savings at interest with the security of 
the Government for the due repayment thereof, and to make 
further provision for the issue and redemption of Dominion Notes ; 
Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons ef Conada, enacts as follows :—

2. Every deposit received by any such Agent as aforesaid, shall

dence of the depositor’s claim to the repayment thereof, with 


_ pass-book to be furnished to the depositor; and the entry in such 
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interest thereon, upon demand made by him on such Agent or his 
successor in office, such demand being made at the place and dur- 
ing the hours open for such business, subject to the provisions 
hereinafter mentioned, that is to say — 

Each Agent shall report to the Minister of Finance, at such 
times and in such form as may be prescribed by the regulations to 
be made under this Act, all deposits received by him ;— 


At such times as may be prescribed by the regulations to be 
made under this Act, but not at less intervals than the beginning 
of each calendar month, the officer appointed thereto by the Min- 
ister of Finance shall send by mail to each depositor, to the address 
given by him, a notice stating the sums deposited by him since 
the statement of the same kind then last sent him (if any) and the 
total amount then at his credit, and the amount mentioned in 
such notice, and no more, shall be that for which the Govern- 
ment shall be liable, up to the last deposit therein mentioned, 
unless the depositor, within thirty days after the receipt of such 
notice, notifies the Minister of Finance in such manner as 
may be prescribed by the regulations then in force, that 
there is some error and what error, in the notice, in which case 
the true amount shall be ascertained, and the depositor notified 
accordingly, 


3. Every depositor, on making his or her first deposit, shall 
declare his or her name, residence, quality and occupation; but the 
persons engaged in the receipt or payment of deposits, shall not 
disclose the name of any depositor, or the amount deposited or 
withdrawn, except to the Minister of Finance, the Receiver 
General, or such of their officers respectively as may be appointed 
to assist in carrying into operation the provisions of this Act. 


4. Every Agent appointed as aforesaid to receive deposits, shall, 
at such times as may be prescribed by the Regulations then in 
force, pay in to the account of the Receiver General, at such Bank 
as he may be directed, all the moneys received by him on deposit, 
and he shall pay all withdrawals in such manner as by the said 
Regulations may be prescribed ; and he shall also at such times as 
may be so prescribed, transmit to the Minister of Finance in such 
form as he shall be directed, a detailed account of the business of 
his office during the time that has elapsed since the transmission 
of his immediately preceding account. 


%. The interest payable to the parties making such deposits, 
shall be at such rate, not less than of four per centum per annum, 
as the Governor in Council may from time to time appoint; but 
such interest shall not be calculated on any amount less than one 
dollar or other than a dollar or the multiple of a dollar, 


6. On the thirtieth day of June in every year the interest 
accrued on deposits shall be added to and become part of the 
principal money. 


7. It shall be lawful for the agents appointed to receive de- 
posits as aforesaid, to receive deposits from any person or persons 
whomsoever, whatever be his, her, or their age, status or condition 
in life, and whether such person or persons be qualified by law to 
enter into ordinary contracts or not; and from time to time to pay 
any or all of the principal thereof, and the whole or any part of the 
interest thereon, to such person or persons respectively, without 
the authority, aid, assistance, or intervention of any person or per- 
sons, Official or officials, bein, required, any law, usage, or custom 
to the contrary notwithstanding: Provided al ways, that if the 
person making any deposit, as aforesaid, co. ld not under the law 
of the Province where the deposit is made, deposit and withdraw 
moneyin and from a Bank, then and in that case the total amount 
of deposits to be received from such person shall not exceed the 
sum of five hundred dollars. 


8. No officer of the Government shall be bound to see to the 
execution of any trust, whether expressed, implied, or construc- 
tive, to which any deposit made under the authority of this Act 
may be subject ; and the receipt of the person in whose name any 
such deposit stands, or, if it stand in the name of more persons than 
one, the receipt of one of the persons shall be a sufficient dis- 
charge to all concerned for the payment of any money payable in 
respect of such deposit, notwithstanding any trust to which such 
deposit may then be subject, and whether or not the Agent sought 
to be charged with such trust, (and with whom the deposit may 
have been made), or his successor, had notice thereof; and no

9. Any payment made in good faith to any person or persons 
appearing prima facie, by the production of a declaration in writ- 
ing and documents in support thereof, made under the provisions 
of this Act, to be entitled to any interest or deposit, shall be valid 
and shall discharge the Agent with whom the deposit may have 
been made, and his successors and all who might otherwise have 
been liable, from all or any further claim by any person whomso- 
ever for such interest or deposit. 


10. The Governor in Council, shall have power to make, and 
from time to time, to add to, alter, or revoke, such Regulations as 
to him may seem meet, for prescribing the mode of keeping and 
examining, inspecting and checking, and reporting the accounts 
of depositors, and of withdrawing deposits and interest, and the 
issuing of deposit certificates; and also respecting the payment 
or transmission thereof in case of infancy, or of death, bank-

12. If any Agent appointed to receive deposits as aforesaid, or 
any officer, clerk, or servant employed under the provisions of 
this Act, defaces, alters, erases, or in any manneror way whatsoever 
changes the effect ofthe books of account that may be kept under 
the provisions of this Act, or any entry in the said books of account, 
for any fraudulent purpose; or if any such agent, officer, clerk, or 
servant secretes, appropriates, or embezzles any bond, obligation,

General to repert such excess to the Treasury Board, who shall 
es thereupon direct the Receiver General to purchase, to the extent 
of such excess, debentures of the late Dominion of Canada 
already issued, or debentures of the Province of Canada, cr of 
either of the Provinces of Nova Scotia or New Brunswick, issued 
before the first day of July, 1867, and such debentures shall then 
be cancelled, or may be held in reserve until there is authority to 
re-issue them. hes. 


‘22. All mgteys and interest paid to: depositors, and all 
expenses incurred in maintaining the Savings Banks to be estab- 
lished under this Act, or under The Post Ojjice Act, 1867, shall 
> paid out of the Consolidated Revenue Fund, and the moneys 
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received under this Act shall form part of the said fund ; and an 
account of the whole expenses incurred, of the amount of deposits 
received and paid, and of the total amount due at the close of the 
financial year, to all depositors, under the authority of this Act, or 
of The Post Office Act, 1867, shall be laid before both Houses of 
Parliament within ten days after the commencement of the next 
following Session thereof, 


23. As soon as possible after the end of each month, the Audi- 
tor General shall prepare and insert’ in the Canada Gazette a 
statement of all moneys under this Act received in deposit or 
withdrawn during the preceding month, and of the total amount 
on deposit at the end of the month, and the rate of interest 


payable on the same. 


24. Every person, Corporation or Institution, except Chartered 
Banks, receiving money in small sums, on deposit at interest as 
savings, shall be bound to make such returns as to such deposits, 
and the investment thereof, as the Governor in Council may from 
time to time require, and to register with the Minister of Finance, 
and notify in such manner as the Governor in Council may direct, 
the name of the Institution, and that of the officer or person on 
whom process may be served in any suit or proceeding, and any 
wilful refusal or neglect to obey any such Order in Council shall 
be a misdemeanor, 
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An Act respecting certain Savings Banks in the Provinces 
of Ontario and Quebec. 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


HEREAS it is expedient to repeal the Act first fhereinafter 
mentioned, under which no Savings Bank has been estab- 
lished, and to amend the laws respecting certain Savings Banks in 
the Provinces of Ontario and Quebec, acting under temporary Acts, 
or Acts providing that such Banks shall be subject to the operation 
of any general law for the better regulation and management of 
Savings Banks in the said Provinces, and more especially to provide 
that the depositors in any such Savings Bank shall be secured by 
a certain amount of capital to be held by such Bank; Therefore, 
Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


#1. The Act forming the fifty-sixth chapter of the Consolidated 
Statutes of Canada, intituled “An Act respecting Savings Banks,” 
is hereby repealed. 


2. The Act of the Legislature of the late Provinee of Canada, 
passed in the Session held in the fourth and fifth years of Her 
Majesty’s reign, and intituled, “An Act to encourage the establish- 
ment of, and to regulate Savings Banks in this Province ;” and the 
Act of the said Legislature passed in the twenty-seventh year of 
Her Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act to amend the Act of 1841, 
relating to Sayings Bank,” shall, as regards the Quebec Provident 
and Savings Bank,—the Northumberland and Durham Savings 
Bank, and the Toronto Savings Bank, and in go far asthe said Acts 
now apply to the said Institutions or any of them, remain in force 
and apply to the same Institutions respectively, until the end of the 
Session of Parhament commencing next after the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1872, and no longer, subject always to the special provisions 
hereinafter made; and this Act shall also extend and apply to the 
City and District Savings Bank of Montreal, incorporated by the 
Act of the Legislature of the late Province of Canada, passed in 
the twenty-fifth year of Her Majesty’s reign, and intituled “ An 
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“Act to extend and define the powers of the City and District 
“Savings Bank of Montreal,’—and to la Caisse d@ Economie de 
Notre Dame de Quebee, incorporated by the Act of the said Legis- 
lature, passed in the Session held in the twenty-ninth and thirtieth 
years of Her Majesty’s reign, and intituled “An Act to extend ’ 
“and define the powers of the Savings Bank, known under the 
“name of la Caisse d@Hcononue de Notre Dame de Québec ”— 
as to each of which Institutions it is provided by the said Act 
incorporating it, that it shall not be exempt from the operation of 
any general law thereafter to be enacted for the better regulation 
and management of Savings Banks,—and the said Institutions 
respectively shall be entitled to avail themselves of all the pro- 
visions of this Act; Provided always, that if the assets and 
liabilities of any one of the said Savings Banks, be under this 
Act transferred to Her Majesty, or to any existing Chartered 
Bank, or to any Savings Bank chartered under this Act, the rights 
and liabilities so transferred shall remain in force, and may be 
enforced by or against the party to whom they are so transferred ; 
but all the provisions of the said Acts or ofany of them, as to the 
organization of such Savings Banks, or in any wise inconsistent 
with this Act, shall ceasé to be in force from the time such 
transfer is completed ; and provided also, that any offender against 
the said Acts, may be prosecuted, tried, convicted and punished, 
as if the said Acts had not expired. 


3. At any time before the expiration of the Acts aforesaid, 
provision may be made for thetransfer or continuance of the business 
of any of the said Savings Banks, in any one of the following ways, 
at the option of the Trustees or Managing Directors of the Bank, 
or a majority of them, that is to say:— 

1. The assets and liabilities of the Bank may be transferred to 
the Dominion Government ; or 

2. They may be transferred to any chartered Bank, having its 
chief seat of business or a branch office at the place where the 
Savings Bank is established and chartered before the present 
Session of Parliament ; or 

3. The Governor General may grant a charter to the Savings 
Bank in the manner and on the conditions hereimafter mentioned. 


4.1. Ifthe Trustees or Managing Directors of the Bank, or a 
majority thereof, resolve that it is expedient to transfer the assets 
and liabilities thereof to the Dominion Government, they shall 
communicate such resolution to the Governor, and _ shall 
furnish him with such returns and information with respect to the 
business and atiairs of the Bank as he may think proper to require, 
and shall permit any person whom he may appoint for the purpose, 
to have free access to the books, papers, and other documents 
necessary for the purpose of verifying or extending suchinformation, 
and if the Governor be satisfied that it is expedient to give effect 
to the said resolution, an Order in Council may be made for that 
purpose. 

2. Upon, from, and after a day to be fixed by the Orderin Council, 
all the assets and property, estates and effects, real or personal, 
choses in action, claims, rights and eredits of the Bank, and all the 
powers of the Bank, or of the Trustees or Managing Directors with 
respect to the same, shall be by virtue of such Order in Council 
transferred to and vested in Her Majesty for the Dominion of 
Canada and the purposes of this Act; and the Dominion shall be 
charged with all the debts and liabilities of the Bank; and any 
suit, action or proceeding by or against the Bank, pending at the 
time of such transfer, with respect to any right or lability so 
transferred to Her Majesty or charged upon the Dominion, may be 
continued and completed in Her Majesty’s name upon suggestion 
of this Act and the said Order in Council. 


3. The business of the Bank may be continued at the same place, 
as a Branch Savings Bank, under the provisions of the Act of the 
resent Session, intituled, “An Act to provide additional facilities 
for the deposit of savings at interest, with the security of the 
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Government, and for the issue and redemption of Dominion Notes, 
and under the management of an Assistant to the Receiver General 


4, If it can be ascertained by estimate to the satisfaction of the 
- Governor in Council, by what amount the assets of the Bank exceed 
its liabilities, he may direct a like amount to be invested by the 
Receiver General in five per cent. Dominion Stock, and out of the 
interest thereof, if sufficient, a like sum shall be paid over to each 
of the several charitable institutions, among which the surplus 
profits of the Bank were distributed in the then last year, as each 
of them then received, or if the interest be insufficient to pay the 
like sum, then a proportionate pazt thereof shall be pad to each 
such institution,—and if there be a surplus after paying such like 
sum, then such surplus shall be paid over yearly to the Corporation 
of the Muuicipality in which the business of the Bank was carried 
on, to be distributed by such Corporation for charitable purposes; 
or if such estimate cannot be so satisfactorily made, or if the 
Governor in Council should deem it more expedient, he may direct 
that accounts be kept during five years, of the proceeds of such 
assets, and that the excess of the proceeds over the habilities 
assumed by the Government, as calculated from such accounts, be 
invested as aforesaid, and the interest distributed yearly for 
charitable purposes, in the manner and proportions aforesaid. 


5. 1. If the Trustees or Managing Directors of the Bank or a 
majority of them, resolve that it is expedient that the assets and 
liabilities of them be transferred to a Chartered Bank, they may 
enter into an agreement with the Directors of such Chartered 
Bank for that purpose, as to the terms and conditions of such 
transfer, subject to the confirmation of such agreement by the 
Stockholders of the Chartered Bank, to a generai meeting of 
whom the Directors shall submit such agreement accordingly, and 
if it is approved by the Stockholders at such mecting 1 shall 
be submitted to- the Governor in Council for approval, and if 
approved, an Order in Council may be made confirming it, and 
it shall then have force and effect, as if embodied in and confirmed 
by this Act: 

2. And at the time fixed for that purpose by such agreement, all 
the assets and property, estates and effects, real and personal, 
choses in action, claims, rights and credits of the Savings Bank 
party to such agreement, and all the powers of such Bank or of 
the Trustees or Managing Directors thereof with respect to the 
same, shall be by virtue of such agreement transferred to and 
vested in the Corporation of the Chartered Bank, party to such 
agreement, which shall be charged with all the debts and labili- 
ties of the Savings Bank, and any suit or proceeding by or against 
the Savings Bank pending ai the time ofsuch transfer with respect 
to any right or lability so transferred, may be continued and 
completed in the name of the Chartered Bank upon suggestion of 
this Act and of the said agreement : . 

3. The value of the assets and property so transferred by a 
Savings Bank to a Chartered Bank, and the amount of its labili- 
ties assumed by the Chartered Bank shall be ascertained and 
stated in the agreement (and the Governor may require. such 
estimate to be verified in any way he may think proper) and-the 
interest on any excess of the estimated value of such assets and 
property over that of such liabilities, shall be distributed yearly 
by the Chartered Bank among the several charitable imstitutions 
among which the surplus profits of the, Savings Bank were dis- 
tributed during the then last year, and in the like proportion. 


6. Ifthe Trustees or Managing Directors of the Savings Bank, 
er a majority of them, resolve that it is expedient that the busi- 
ness of the Bank be continued under a Charter, they shall deter- 
mine the amount of Stock which they consider it expedient that 
the Bank should have, which shall not be less than $200,000 nor 
‘more than $2,000,000, and the shares into which it shall be 
divided, which shall not be less than $400 each, and shall then 
communicate their said Resolution to the Governor by petition,

praying that a Charter be granted incorporating them and such 


others as may be thereafter associated with them, to carry on the 
business of the Bank under thisAct, and stating the amount of the 
stock and the shares into which it is divided, and any special 
provisions which they may desire with respect to those purposes 
for which it is hereby provided that provision may be made with- 
out prescribing what such provision shall be; and the Governor 
being satisfied that these requirements have been complied with, 
and that it is expedient that the Charter be cranted, may grant 
the same: The Trustees or Managers so incorporated, shall be 
Provisional Directors to open a Stock-Book, and to call the first 
general meeting of the Stockholders, and to do all such things as 
may be required prelimimary to such meeting :—And they shall 
open such Stock-Book accordingly, and receive the signatures of 
such of their number and other persons as shall be willing to 
become Stockholders in the Bank, and whom the said Provisional 
Directors may think proper to accept as such; but no such sub- 
scription shall be accepted or held to be made, unless the sub- 
sceriber at the time of subscribing’ pays to the Provisional Directors 
for the Bank, ten per ccntum on the amount subscribed for, or such 
other percentage as will amount in the whole to a sum not less 
than one hundred thousand dollars, which shall be forthwith 
invested by the Provisional Directors in Dominion Stock, or 
other Dominicn securities, or public securities of any of the Prov- 
inces of the Dominion, in trust for the Bank; and such payment 
and investment shall be certified to the Governor to his satisfac- 
tion; and when the whole stock shall have been subscribed for, 
and such percentage as aforesaid paid thereon, the Stock-Book 
shall be closed ; and if the whole stock be not subscribed for within 
one month after the granting of the Charter, the Stock-Book shall 
be closed, and the amount then subscribed for and in part paid 
as aforesaid, not being less than $200,000, shall be the Capital of 
the Bank, and when the Stock-Book is so closed the Provisional 
Directors shall call the first general meeting of the Stockholders 
for the election of Directors and other purposes, in the manner 
provided in the Charter ;— 

The Charter shall be grantedfor ten years; and shall make such 
provision on the following subjects as the petitioners may desire, 
and the Governor may deem expedient, that is to say :-— 

1. The name of the Bank, and the place at which its business 
is to be carried on : 

2. The ealling and holding of the first general meeting of the 
stockholders for the election of Directors; the number of Directors, 
which shall not be less than five nor more than ten, and their 

eneral powers ; the election of a President (and Vice-President if 
desired) the filling of vacancies in the office of Director occurring 
between the annual elections, the quorum of Directors and the 
mode of voting at their meetings, and who shall preside thereat, 
with or without a casting vote in case of equality of division ; and 
the payment or nen-payment of the President, Vice-President or 
other Directors : 

3. The making, altering or repealing by the Stockholders at 
their yeneral mectings, of by-laws, rules and regulations not being 
inconsistent, with this Act or the Charter, for the management of 
the affairs of the Bank, including the mode of transferring and 


disposing of the stock and profits thereof, and any matter not pro-" 


vided for by this Act or by the Charter : 

4. The general yearly meetings and special general meetings of 
the stockholders, the powers thereof, and the proceedings thereat ; 

5. The appointment of officers, and the security to be given by 
them :— 

6. The making of dividends to the Stockholders on the profit 
of the Bank; but no dividend shall be made to impair the paid 
up Capital of the Bank ; 

7. The inspection of the books, papers, and correspondence, as 
respects the right of the Directors and Stockholders respectively to 
make such inspection ; 

8. The limiting of leans to, or on the security of any Director 
of the Bank ;—_ 
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9, The’returns to be made by the Bank to the Government or to 
Parliament, including certified lists of the Stockholders, the 
periods at which they shall be made, and what they shall shew, 
the verification of such returns, and the right of the Governor to 
require further information if he deems it expedient ;— 

10. The holding of real estate by the bank for its own oceapa- 
tion and use, and the value of the real estate to be so held = 

11. Such other matters and subjects not specially provided for 
in this Act, as may be deemed necessary for the management of 
the affairs and business of the Bank and of the nature of those 
usual in Bank Charters : 

12. And all provisions made in such Charter on any of the 
subjects and matters aforesaid, not being inconsistent with this 
Act or with the law of Canada, shall have force and effect as if 
herein enacted; and the following provisions of this Act shall apply 
to such Bank without being inserted in its Charter. 


7. The qualification of a Director shall be the holding of twenty- 
five shares of Stock, and the Directors shall be elected an- 
nually at a general meeting of the Shareholders, and shall be 
eligible for re-election: and each stockholder shall, on all occa- 
sions on which the votes of the shareholders are to be taken, 
have one vote for each share held by him for at least three 
months before the time of voting: Stockholders may vote by 
proxy, but no person but a stockholder shall vote or act as such 
proxy: And no Cashier, Bank Clerk or other officer of the Bank 
shall vote either in person or by proxy or hold a proxy for that 
purpose. 


S. So soon asthe first general meeting of the Stockholders, for 
the election of Directors and other purposes, has been held and the 
Directors elected, all the assets and property, estates and effects, 
real or personal, choses in action, claims, rights and credits of the 
Savings Bank to be continued under such Charter, and all the 
powers of such Savings Bank or of the Trustees or Managing 
Directors thereof, with respect to the same, shall be, 7pso facto, and 
by virtue of the said Charter and of this Act, transferred to and 
vested in the corporation of the chartered Bank, and the Directors 
thereof, and such chartered Bank shall be charged with and hable 
for all the debts and liabilities of the Savings Bank; and any suit 
or proceeding by or against the Savings Bank, or the Trustees 
or Managing Directors thereof, pending at the time of such 
transfer, with respect to any right or liability so transferred, 
may be continued and completed in the name of the chartered Bank, 
upon suggestion of this Act and the said Charter. 


9%. The Directors of the chartered Bank may call up the stock 
subscribed for and remaining unpaid, by calls not exceeding five per 
cent. and at intervals of not less than three months, whenever it 
shall in their opinion be necessary or expedient to make such calls ; 
but it shall be their duty to call up five per cent. of the stock, or 
such other percentage thereof as will in the whole amount to not 
less than $100,800, every twelve months after the first election of 
Directors, until twenty-five per cent. of the whole stock, or 
$200,000 if the capital be not more than $800,000, shall have 
been paid up, and all stock when paid up shall be invested in 
Dominion Stock, or other Dominion securities, or public securities 
of any of the Provinces of the Dominion: Provided that the limi- 
tation of the amount of any call, or of the intervals at which calls 
may be made, shall not apply to the case of deficiency of the funds 
of the Bank to meet the claims of depositors and other liabilities, 
which case is provided for in the eleventh section. 


10. The amount of every such call if not paid when due, may be 
recovered with interest by the Directors in the name of the Bank, 
in any Court having jurisdiction to the amount; and in any action 
for the recovery thereof, it shall be sufficient to allege and prove 
the Charter, and that the calls were made under this Act, and that 
the defendant is the holder of a share or shares in respect of which 


ee 


the amount is due, without alleging or proving any other matter 
or thing whatever, and the evidence of any officer of the Bank, 
cognizant of any fact required to be proved, shall be sufficient 
proof thereof, and any copy of the Charter, purporting to be cer- 
tified as a true copy thereof by the Secretary of State of Canada, 
shall be deemed authentic and shall be primd facie evidence of the 
Charter and of the contents thereof. 


12. The stockholders of the Bank shall, in the event of its funds 
in money and assets immediately convertible into money becoming 
insufficient to satisfy its debts and liabilities, be liable for the deti- 
ciency, so far as that each stockholder shall be liable to an 
amount equal to the amount (if any) not paid up of their shares 
respectively, and no more ; and the Directors may and shall make 
calls on the unpaid-up Stock to the full amount not paid up, or to 
such less amount as they may deem necessary to pay all such claims 
and other liabilities, without waiting for the collection of any debts 
dueto the Bank, or the sale of any of its assetsor property; such calls 
shall be made at intervals of thirty days, and upon notice to be 
given thirty days at least prior to the day on which the call shall 
be payable; any such call shall not exceed twenty per cent. on 
each share, and payment thereof may be enforced in the manner 
hereinbefore provided as to calls on unpaid up stock ; and the first 
of such calls shall be made within ten days after such deficiency 
as aforesaid shall be ascertained, and the failure on the part of 
any Stockholder liable to such call to pay the same when due, 
shall operate a forfeiture by such Stockholder of all claim in or 
to any part of the assets of the Bank, such call and any further 
call thereafter being nevertheless recoverable from him as if no 
such forfeiture had been incurred. 


12. Persons who having been Shareholders in the Bank, have 
only transferred their shares or any of them to others or registered 
the transfer thereof, within one month before the commencement 
of the failure of the Bank to meet the claims of its depositors on 
demand, shall be liable to calls on such shares under the next 
preceding section, as if they had not transferred them, saving 
their recourse against those to whom they were transferred ; and 
any Director refusing to make or enforce, or to concur in making 
or enforcing any such call, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and shall be personally responsible for any damages suf- 
fered by reason of such default ; and any assignee or other officer 
or person appointed to wind up the affairs of the Bank, in case of 
its insolvency, shall have the powers of the Directors with respect 
to such calls. 


13. The shares in the Bank shall be personal property, and 
transferable in the manner provided by the By-laws and regula- 
tions to be made as aforesaid; and the transferee shall have the 
rights and be subject to the liabilities of the original holder, but 
no share shall be divided, and if any shares be held by several 
persons jointly, one of them shall be appointed by the others to 
vote thereon, to receive dividends and to do all things that may 
require to be done in respect thereof, and his power to that effect 
shall be lodged with the Bank. 


14. Ii shall be lawful for the Bank to receive deposits of money 
for the. benefit of persons depositing the same, and to invest the 
same as hereinafter provided, and to accumulate the revenues and 
profits which shall be derived from the investment of so much 
thereof as shall not be required to meet ordinary demands by tne 
depositors, and out of such accumulation to allow and pay to 
the depositors thereof such rate of interest on such deposits as 
shall from time to time be fixed by the Governor in Council, 
such ratg, not being less than four nor more than five per cent. 
per annum. . 

15. Every depositor, whether male or female, on making his or 
her first deposit in the said Bank, shall disclose and declare his or 
her name, residence, quality and occupation. (4) 
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16. It shall be lawful for the Bank to receive deposits from any 
person or persons whomsoever, whatever be his, her or their status 
or condition of life, and whether such person or persons be qualified 
by law to enter into ordinary contracts or not; and to pay any 
part of or all the principal thereof, and the whole or any part of 
the interest thereon, to such person or persons respectively, without 
the authority, aid, assistance or intervention of any person or per- 
sons, official or officials being required, any law, usage or custom to 
the contrary notwithstanding : Provided always, that if the person 
making any deposit in the Bank be not, by the existing laws of 
the Province where the Bank is established, authorized to do so, 
then the total amount of deposits made by such person shall not 
exceed the sum of two thousand dollars. 


17. It shall be lawful for the Bank to invest any moneys depo- 
sited therewith, to an amount not exceeding in any case its sub- 
scribed capital, in any stock or public securities of the Dominion, 
or of any of the Provinces of the Dominion, or in any Municipal 
Debentures, or in the manner provided in the two next following 
sections, and not otherwise, except only in the manner herein- 
after provided as to deposits in excess of the amount of the 
capital of the Bank: Provided, that the Bank may continue to 
hold any stock of any now existing chartered Bank, held by it 
before it becomes chartered under this Act, and may sell and 
dispose of such stock. 


18. It shall also be lawful for the Bank to loan such moneys to 
the amount of its subscribed capital, and no more, oper the per- 
sonal security of individuals, or to any corporate bodies, provided 
that collateral securities of the nature mentioned in the next 
preceding section, or British or Foreign Public securities, or stock 
of some chartered bank in Canada or any stock in incorporated 
Building Societies, or in bonds or debentures or stock of any 
incorporated Institution or Company, be taken in addition 
to such personal or corporate security, with authority to sell such 
securities if the loan be not paid; but the Bank shall not make 
any loan directly or indirectly upon the security of real estate, or 
with any reference to the security of real estate, except that 
nothing herein contained shall prevent the Bank from taking 
security upon real estate in addition to such collateral securities, 
subsequently to the making of the loan, and subsidiary to the security 
originally taken therefor. 


19. In the event of the Bank making any loan under the two 
next preceding sections, upon personal securities with collateral 
security, other than real property, for the repayment thereof, if 
the repayment is not made within thirty days after such loan 
becomes due or payable, the Bank may sell the same after 
notice shall have been given to the borrower or party depositing 
such collateral security, by addressing and mailing to the last 
known place of his residence, a letter containing such notice ; 
and such sale may be so made, of whatever nature such collateral, 
securities may be, whether consisting of stocks, bonds, deben- 
tures or negociable paper; and the President or Viee-President 
Manager, Cashier, or other Officer of the Bank, thereunto autho- 
rised by the Directors, may transfer and convey any security so sold 
tothe purchaser,in whom the property in such security shall become 
vested by such conveyance or transfer, but without any warranty 
from the Bank, or from any officer thereof; and the Bank shall only 
be bound to account to the person or persons indebted to 
it in the amount of such loan, for the actual net proceeds of 
the sale of such collateral securities, after deduction of all costs and 
charges thereon ; Provided always, that nothing herein contained 
shall prevent the Bank from collecting or realizing such debt, or 
any balance which may be due thereon, on such col&teral secu- 
rities, in any way that may have been agreed on with the bor- 
rower depositing the same, or in any other lawful way that the 
Directors may deem for the interest of the Bank,

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_ 20. The Bank may purchase any lands or real estate offered 


for sale under execution at the suit of the Bank, or exposed to 


sale by the Bank under a power of sale given to it for that pur- 


pose, in cases where, under similar circumstances, an individual 
could so purchase, without any restriction as to the value of the 
lands which it may so purchase, and may require a title thereto 
as any individual purchasing at Sheriff's sale or under a power of 
sale, in like circumstances, could do, and may take, have, hold 
and dispose of the same at pleasure, 
é 
21. The Bank may acquire and hold an absolute title in or to 


land mortgaged to it as security for a debt due or owing to it 


either by obtaining a release of the equity of redemption in the 
mortgaged property, or by procuring a foreclosure in any Court of 
Chancery or of Equity, or by other means whereby, as between 
individuals, an equity of redemption can by law be barred, or may 
purchase and acquire any prior mortgage or charge on such land. 


22. Nothing in any Act or law shall be construed as having 
prevented or as preventing the Bank from acquiring and holding 
an absolute title to and in amy such mortgaged lands, whatever 
the value thereof may be, or from exercising or acting upon 
any power of sale contained in any mortgage given to it or 
held by it, authorizing or enabling it to sell or convey away 
any lands so mortgaged. 


2%. Beyond the amount of its subscribed capital stock, the 
Bank shall make no investment of moneys deposited therewith, 
except only in Debentures of the late Province of Canada, or Deben- 
tures secured by the Government of Canada, or Debentures of any 
of the Provinces constituting the Dominion of Canada, or in Do- 
minion Stock bearing interest at'a rate greater by one per cent. 
per annum, than that which at the time of such investment the 
Bank.is directed by the Governor in Council to pay to depositors ; 
and such Stock the Receiver General may issue to the Bank at 
par in sums not less than $1,000, on payment by the Bank of 
the nominal amount of such stock, which shall not be transferable, 
but shall be issued and redeemed, and the interest paid thereon, 
in such manner, and at such times, on such notice, in such sums, 
and shall in all respects be subject to such regulations, as may 
from time to time be prescribed by the Treasury Board and 
approved by the Governor in Council, the interest on such stock 
while unredeemed being paid to the Bank. 


24. Nothing in the four next preceding sections shall prevent 
the Bank from depositing money in any of the chartered Banks 
carrying on the general business of banking in the same place, 
such money being so deposited on call, to be withdrawn at any 
time without notice, and whether with or without interest. 


25. Within three months after the election of Directors of any 
Savings Bank chartered under this Act, the Directors shall make 
out a statement of the affairs of the Bank, showing the value of 
its assets, (including any reserve fund), at par, and during two 
years from the date of such statement they may realize such 


assets at their market value, keeping an account of the proceeds 
thereof; and during such two years they shall distribute yearly 
to charitable institutions the average amount per annum which 


the Trustees or Managing Directors of the Savings Bank for 
which such chartered Bank is substituted, so distributed during 
the three years next preceding the granting of the charter; and 
atethe end of such two years the amount ascertained to have 
been realized for such assets (and such reserved fund) over 
and above their nominal value at par, shall be invested in 
Dominion Stock by the Directors, and the interest thereof shali 
be distributed yearly by the Directors among charitable institu- 


tions. : 
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26. No failure to elect Directors of any such Chartered Sav- 
ings Bank shall operate any dissolution of the Corporation ; but 
in case of such failure to elect, the required election shall be 
made as soon thereafter as may be, at a special meeting of the 
Stockholders, which the Directors are hereby authorized to call 
for that purpose; and until such subsequent election shall be 
made, the official acts of the Directors holding office shall be 
valid. 


27. Any Director of anysuch Bank who shall become openly and 
notoriously insolvent, or shall have assigned his estate and effects 
for the benefit of his creditors, or shall absext himself without 
the caasent of the Board for twelve consecutive months from the 
meetings of the Directors, or shall have been convicted of any 
felony, shall thereupon, ipso facto, cease to be a Director, and 
the vacancy so created shall forthwith be filled up in the manner 
provided by the Charter. 


28. If the interest in any deposit or share in any such Bank 
becomes transmitted in consequence of the death or bankruptcy 
of any depositor or shareholder, or in consequence of the marriage 
of a female depositor or shareholder, or by any other Jawful 
means than by a transfer upon the books of the Bank, or by deed 
signified upon the Bank, such transmission shall be authenticated 
by a declaration in writing, which declaration shall distinctly 
state the manner in which and the party to whom such deposit 
shall have been transmitted, and shall be, by such party, made 
and signed; and every such declaration shall be, by the party 
making and signing the same, sworn to before a Judge or Justice 
of a Court of Record or Chief Magistrate of a City, Town, Borough 
or other place, or before a Public Notary, where the same shall 
be made and signed; and every such declaration so signed and 
sworn to, shall be left with the manager or other officer or agent 
of the Bank, who shall thereupon enter the name of the party so 
entitled to the same under such transmission, in the Books of 
the Bank, as proprietor of such deposit or share; and until such 
transmission shall have been so authenticated, no party or person 
claiming, by virtue of any such transmission, shall be entitled to 
receive such deposit or share or any part thereof or of any interest 
or dividend thereon ; Provided always that every such declara- 
tion and instrument as by this and the following section of 
this Act is required to perfect the transmission of a deposit or 
share in the Bank, which shall be made in any other country 
than this or some other of the British Colonies in North America, 
or in the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland, shall be 
further authenticated by the British Consul or Vice-Consul, or 
other accredited representative of the British Government 
in the country where the declaration shall be made, or shall be 
made directly before such British Consul or Vice-Consul or other 
accredited representative ; And provided also, that nothing in 
this Act contained, shall be held to debar the Directors, Manager 
or other officer or agent of the Bank from requiring corrobora- 
tive evidence of any fact or facts alleged in any such declaration E 
and that if payment be made to any depositor of any deposit or 
of any interest thereon, or of any dividend or any share after 
transmission thereof by any of the means mentioned in this 
section, but before such declaration is made and authenticated 
as aforesaid, such payment shall be valid and shall discharge. the 
said Bank. . 


29. If the transmission of any deposit or share be by virtue of 
the marriage of a female depositor, the declaration shall be -ac- 
companied by a copy of the register of such marriage, and shall 
declare the identity of the wite with the holder of such deposit 
or share ; and if the transmission have taken place by virtue of 
any testamentary instrument or by intestacy, or by the va- 
cancy of the estate of a deceased depositor or shareholder, the 
probate of the will, or, if it be notarial, an authentic copy 


—~ 
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thereof or the letters of administration or act of tutorship, or 
curatorship, or authentic certificates of birth, as the ease may be, 
shall, together with such declaration, be produced and left with 
the Manager or other officer or agent of the Bank, who shall 
thereupon enter the name of the party entitled under such 
transmission in the books of the Bank. 


30. The Bank shall not be bound to «ee to the exeeution of 
any trust, whether expressed, implied, or constructive, to which 
any of the deposits or shares therein may be subject; and the 
receipt of the party in whose name any such deposit or share 
shall stand in the books of the Bank, or if it stands in the name 


of more parties than one, the receipt of one of the parties shall 


be a sufficient discharge to the Bank for such deposit or 
share, interest or dividend thereon, or for any other sum of money 
payable in respect of such deposit or share, unless express notice 
to the contrary has been given to the Bank, or such deposit 
be made upon express conditions as to the person or persons to 
whom such deposit shall be paid, in which case such deposit 
shall be governed by such conditions; the whole notwithstand- 
ing any trust to which such deposit may then be subject, 
and whether or not the said Bank have had notice of such 
trust ; and the said Bank shall not be bound to see to the appli- 
eation of the money paid on such receipt, whether given by one 
of such parties or all of them. 


31. Any payment of interest or dividend, or of the whole o1 
any part of any deposit, made in good faith to any person o1 
persons appearing primd facie to be entitled to such interest, 
dividend, or deposit, by the production of a declaration in writing, 
and of the documents in support thereof hereinbefore mentioned, 
shall be valid ; and the discharge of such person ov persons shall 
be sufficient, and shall discharge the Bank from all or any 
further claim by any person whomsoever for such interest, 
dividend or deposit. 


32. If any officer, clerk, or servant employed under the pro- 
visions of this Act, defaces, alters, erases, or in any manner or 
way whatsoever changes the effect of the books cf account that 
may be kept under the provisions of this Act, or any entry in the 
said books of account, for any fraudulent purpose; or if any such 
officer, clerk, or servant secretes, appropriates, or embezzles any 
bond, obligation, bill or note, or any security for money, or any 
money or effects, entrusted to him, or in his custody, or to which 
he has obtained access as such agent, officer, clerk or servant, to 
whomsoever the said property may belong, the person so offending 
is guilty of felony, and on conviction thereof shall be liable to be 
punished by imprisonment for any term not less than two years in 
the Provincial Penitentiary, or by imprisonment in any other gaol 
or place of confinement, for any time less than two years, in the 
discretion of the Court before whom he may be convicted ; 
Provided always, that nothing herein contained, nor the conviction 
or punishment of the offender, shall prevent, lessen, or impair any 
remedy which Her Majesty, or the Receiver General, or any other 
person or party would otherwise have against any other person or 
party whatsoever. 


33. Any person who falsely pretends to be the owner of any 
deposit made under this Act, or of the interest upon such depesit, 
or of any part or portion of such deposit or interest,and not being 
such owner, with intent to defraud, demands or claims from the 
Bank with which such deposit has been made, or from any 
party employed under this Act, the payment of such deposit or 
interest, or of any portion thereof, as the case may be, and whether 
he does or does not thereby obtain any part of such deposit or 
interest, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall on conviction be 
punishable accordingly ; Provided, that any offender against the 


_ provisions of this or the next preceeding section, may be indicted 
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and punished either under this Act or the Act respecting larceny 
and other similar offences, if his offence be one punishable under 
that Act, but he shall not be more than once punished for the 
same offence. 


34. The making of any wilfully false, or deceptive statement 
in any account, return, report, or other document respecting the 
affairs of the Bank, shall, unless it amounts to a higher offence, be 
a misdemeanor; and any President, Vice-President, Director, 
Auditor, Cashier, or other officer of the Bank, preparing, signing, 
approving or concurring in such statement, return, report or docu- 
ment, or using the same with intent to deceive or mislead any 
party, shall be held to have wilfully made such false statement, 
and shall further be responsible for all damages sustained by such 
party in consequence thereof, 


35. No Savings Bank chartered under this Act shall issue any 
Bank note, or note intended to circulate as money or as a substitute 
for money, or be deemed a Bank within the meaning of the Act 
respecting Banks and Banking. 


36. This Act shall be subject to any general provisions which 
Parliament may deem it advisable to make for protecting the 
interest of depositors in any Savings Bank or of the public; 
and to those of any general winding up Act which may be 
declared to apply to Savings Banks acting under this Act; 
and no such provision, or any provision that may be made for 
carrying out the true mtent and objects of this Act shall be 
deemed an infringement of the privileges of any Savings Bank or 
Bank acting as such under this Act. 


3%. Certified Lists ofthe shareholders of Landed Credit Com- 
panies, with their additions and residences, the number of shares 
they respectively hold and the amount paid thereon, shall be laid 
before Parliament every year within fifteen days of the opening of 
the session, E 


CAP. IX: 
An Vct toamend the Act respecting Insurance Companies. 
[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


ER Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada enacts as follows : 


1. In this Act and the Act hereby amended, the expression 
“Canadian Policy,” or “Policies in Canada,” means all policies 
issued by any Company licenced to transact the business of 
Insurance in Canada, in favour of any person or party resident 
in Canada at the time when such policies were issued, and also 
as regards Fire Insurance, any policy of Insurance on any property 
in Canada. 


2. The seventh section of the Act respecting Insurance Com- 
panies, passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty's reign, 
and chaptered forty-eight, is hereby repealed, and the following 
section is substituted therefor, and shall hereafter be read as the 
seventh section of the said Act :— 

“7, All such deposits may be inade by any Company in securities 
of the Dominion of Canada, or in securities issued by amy of the 
Provinces in the Dominion of Canada, and by any Company 
incorporated in Great Britain, in securities of the United 
Kingdom, and by any Company incorporated in the United 
States, in securities of the United States; and the value of 
such securities shall be estimated at their market value at 
the time when they are so deposited; if any securities other 
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than those above named are offered as a deposit, they may 
be accepted, at such valuation and on such conditions as 
the Treasury Board may direct; and if the market value of 
any of the securities which have been deposited by any Com- 
pany shall decline below that at which they were deposited, 
the Treasury Board may call upon the Company to make a further 
deposit, so that the market value of all the securities deposited by 
any Company shall be equal to the amount which they are re- 
quired to deposit by this Act.” 

And wherever it is provided in the aforesaid Act that a Com- 
pany shall deposit any amount in money with the Receiver 
General, it shall be held to imply that the Company shall deposit 
securities with the Receiver General equivalent in value to such 
amount: and wherever it is provided that the Receiver General 
shall invest in Dominion Stock the interest accrued on any 
securities deposited by a Company, it shall be held to imply that 
he shall pay such interest to the Company upon its depositing 
with him securities of equivalent value. P 


3. If any Company shall have made a deposit in cash, as pro- 
vided by the seventh section of the Act 31 Victoria, chapter 48, and 
such deposit has been invested in trust for the Company in Dominion 
Stock at par, such Stock shall for the purposes of the next pre- 
ceding section be reckoned at par; and if such Company shall 
thereafter withdraw from business in Canada, or become insolvent, 
the amount so invested in Dominion Stock shall be repaid to the 
Company, or applied in liquidation of the claims against it, 
at par. 


4. Upon the insolvency of any company, the court having 
jurisdiction in the Province (or sitting in the District if sueh 
Province be the Province of uebec), where the chief agency in 
Canada of such company is situated, shall appoint an Assignee 
or Assignees, who shall forthwith call upon the Company to 
furnish a statement of all its outstanding policies in Canada, and 
upon all policy holders to file their claims; and upon the filing of 
the claims before the Assignees, the parties interested shall have 
the same right of contestation, and the Assignees shall have the 
same powers in respect thereof, subject to the same right of 
appealing from their decision to the same tribunals, as is provided 
for in similar cases by the Insolvent Act of 1869; and in case of 
any Fire Insurance Company becoming insolvent, the parties 
insured shall be entitled to claim for a part of the premium paid 
pro»nortionate to the unexpired period of their policies respectively, 
and such return premium shall rank with judgments obtained 
and claims accrued, in the distribution of the assets; and in the case 
of a Life Insurance Company the Assignee or Assignees may insure 
all outstanding Canadian policies with some Company licenced to 
transact business in Canada, advertising for tenders to that effect ; 
and if the amount of the deposit be not enough so to re-insure 
all policies to the full amount, and to meet all judgments against 
the Company, and claims accrued, the Assignees may insure 
them for such a percentage of the risks as the amount at their dis- 
posal may admit of, such re-insurance ranking pro raté with judg- 
ments and claims accrued; and the court having jurisdiction, as 
above provided, may order a sufficient amount of the securities to 
be sold to meet such re-insurance. If the Assignees are unable to 
re-insure in full or in part all outstanding Canadian policies as a 
_whole,they shall appoint a competent Actuary, and shall! ascertain 
the re-insurance value of each policy according to the tables which 
on the report of the Treasury Board may be sanctioned by the 
Governor in Council for that purpose; and upon the completion of 
the ‘schedule to be prepared by the Assignees, of all judgments 
against the ‘Company and of all claims for re-insurance or for 
surrender of the policy as aforesaid, the court having jurisdiction, 
as above’ provided, shall cause the securities held by the Receiver 
General for such Company, or any part of them, to be sold in such 
manner and after such notice and formalities as the court may 
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appoint, and the proceeds thereof, after paying the expenses 
incurred, shall be distributed pro raté amongst the claimants 
aecording to such schedule, and the balance, if any, shall ’e surren- 
dered to the Company. But if any loss shall be sustained or any 
claim shall arise after the statement of outstanding policies has 
been obtained from the Company, as hereinbefore provided, and 
before the final order of the Court for the distribution of the 
proceeds of the securities, or if the proceeds of the securities shall 
not be sufficient to cover in full all claims recorded in the schedule, 
the policy holder shall not be barred from any recourse they 
may have either in law or equity against the Company issuing 
the policy, other than that for a share in the distribution of the 
proceeds of the securities held for such Company by the Receiver- 
General. 


&. When any Company has ceased to transact business in 
Canada and has given the notice required by this Act to that 
effect, before its securities can be given up to it, it must insure on 
behalf of its Canadian policy holders, all outstanding risks in 
some Company or Companies licenced in Canada, or obtain the 
surrender of the policies. Upon making application for its 
securities, the Company must file with the Minister of Finance a 
list of all Canadian policy holders who have not been so 
insured or have not surrendered their policies, and it must at 
the same time publish in the Canada Gazette a notice that it 
has applied to Government for the release of its securities on a 
certain day, not less than thirty days after the date of the 
notice, and calling upon its Canadian policy holders opposing 
such release to file their opposition with the Minister of Finance 
on or before the day so named ; and after that day, if the Treasury 
Board is satisfied that the Company has ample assets to meet its 
liabilities, all the securities may be released to it by an Order of the 
Governor in Council, or a sufficie:t amountof them may be retained 
to cover the value of all risks respecting which opposition has 
been filed, and the remainder may be released, and thereafter, from 
time to time, as such opposing risks may lapse or proof may be 
adduced that they have been satisfied, further releases may. be 
made on the authority aforesaid; and after a Company has ceased 
to transact business in Canada after the notice hereby required, 
and its licence has in consequence been withdrawn, such Company 
may nevertheless continue to receive the premiums coming due on 
policies not re-insured or surrendered, and may pay the losses 
arising thereon, as if such licence had not been withdrawn. 


G. This Act shall come into force on the Ist day of July in the 
present year 1871; and the provisions of this Act shall apply to 
all Insurance Companies which may have become insolvent within 
the twelve months prior to the date of the passing of this Act.

An Act to amend the Acts relating to Duties of 
Customs. 


[Assented to 14th April, RS | 


JN amendment of the Acts relating to Duties of Customs, Her 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate 
and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :-— 

1. The eleventh seetion of the Act passed in the thirty-third 
year of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled, “An Act to amend thé 
Acts respecting Customs and Inland Revenue, and to make 
certain provisions respecting Vessels navigating the Inland Waters 
of Canada above Montreal,” is hereby repealed, and such repeal 
shall be held to have taken effect on and after the sixteenth day 
of March in the present year, 187]. 


2. So much of the said Act as imposes any duty of Customs 
on any of the following articles, namely—Coal, Coke, Wheat, 
Flour, Salt, Peas and Beans, Barley, Rye, Oats, Indian Corn, 
Buckwheat, and all other grain, Indian Meal, Oatmeal, and Flour 
or Meal of any other grain, is hereby repealed, and the said 
articles may be imported into Canada, or taken out of warehouse 
for consumption therein, without payment of any duty of Customs 
thereon; and such repeal shall be held to have taken effeet on 
and after the first day of April in the present year, 1871. 


3%. The Governor in Council may, from time to time, transfer to 
the list of goods which may be imported into Canada free of 
duty, any or all articles, (whether natural products or products 
of manufactures,) used as materials in Canadian manufactures ; 
and any such materials mentioned in any Order in Council in 
that behalf, shall be free of Duties of Customs from the time 
therein appointed for that purpose. 


4. The Governor in Council may authorize the admission, free 
of duty, of any machinery to be used ineny Canadian manufactory, 
on satisfactory evidence that like machinery is not then manu- 
factured in Canada. 


5. The same duties of Customs which, under the twenty- 
seventh section of the Act passed in the thirty-third year of Her 
Majesty’s Reign, intituled, “An Act to amend and continue the 
Act 32 and 33 Victoria, Chapter, and to establish and provide 
for the Government of the Province of Manitoba,” are chargeable 
in the Province of Manitoba, shall be chargeable on goods 
imported into any part of the North Western Territory. 


6. This Act shall be construed as forming one Act with the 
other Acts relating to Duties of Customs, and all words and ex- 
pressions therein shall have the same meaning as in the said 
Acts.

An Act for the prevention of corrupt practices in relation 
to the Collection of the Revenue. 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


HEREAS it is expedient to make more stringent enact- 
ments in relation to the criminal lability of public officers 
and other persons guilty of corrupt practices in relation to the 
Collection and Management of the Revenue; Therefore, Her 
Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows: 


1. Section forty-five of the Act passed in the thirty-first year of 
Her Majesty’s reign, chapter five, intituled “An Act respecting 
the Collection. and Management of the Revenue, the auditing of 
Public Accounts, and the hability of Public Accountants,” is 
repealed, and the Act cited shall from the date of the passing of 
this Act be construed as if the sections hereinafter contained 
formed part thereof, and all the provisions of the said Act shall 
apply to this Act, which shall be read and construed hereafter as 
forming but one and the same Act therewith. 


2. Any officer, or any person acting in any office or employ- 
ment connected with the collection or management of the revenue, 
who 


1. Shall receive any cornpensation or reward for the perfor- 
mance of any oflicial duty, except as by law preseribed; or — 

2. Shall conspire or collude with any other person to defraud 
the Crown, ov shall make opportunity for any person to defraud 
the Crown ; or ; 

3. Shall designedly permit any violation of the law by any 
other person; or . 

4. Shall wilfully make or sign any false entry in any book, 
or wilfully make or sign any false certificate or return in any case, 
in which he is by law or regulation required ‘to make any entry, 
certificate or return ; or 


5. Having knowledge or information of the violation of any 
revenue law by any person, or of trand committed by any person 
against the Crown, under any revenue law of Canada, shall fail to 
report, in writing, such knowledge or information to his next 
superior officer ; or 


6. Shall demand or accept, or attempt to collect,. directly or 
indirectly, as payment, or gift, or otherwise, any sum of money, or 
other thing of value, for the compromise, adjustment, or settle- 
ment of any charge or complaint for any violation, or alleged 
violation of law, except as expressly authorized by law, or by the 
authority of the Department of which he is an officer, to do,— 

Shall be dismissed from office, and shall be held to be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, and shall, on conviction, be liable to a fine not 

exceeding five hundred dollars, and to imprisonment for any term 
not exceeding one year. : 


3%. If any person, directly or indirectly, promises, offers, or 
gives, or causes or procures to be promised, offered, or given, any 
money, goods, right in action, bribe, present, or reward, or any 
promise, contract, undertaking, obligation or security for the pay- 
ment or delivery of any money, goods, right in action, bribe, 
present, or reward, or any other valuable thing whatever, to any 
officer, or any person acting in any office or employment connected 
with the collection or management of the revenue, with intent— 

1. To influence his decision or action on any question or matter 
which may then be pending, or may by law be brought before 
him in his official capacity ; or 

2. To influence such officer or person to commit, or aid or abet 
in committing any fraud on the revenue, or to connive at, collude 
in, or allow or permit aly opportunity for the commission of any 
such fraud,— 

Such person, and any officer or person, who shall in anywise 
aecept or receive any such moneys, goods, right in action, bribe, 
present, or reward, or any promise, contract, undertaking, obliga- 
tion, or security for the payment or delivery thereof, or any other 
valuable thing whatever, or any part of the same respectively, shall 
be guilty of misdemeanor, and be liable, on conviction, to a fine not 
exceeding three times the amount so offered or accepted, and to 
imprisonment for any term not exceeding one year; and an 
officer or person convicted under this section shall forfeit his 
office or place ; and any person convicted under this section shall 
be for ever disqualified to hold any office of trust, honor or profit, 
under the Crown. 


4, Any officer, or any person acting in any office or employment 
connected with the collection of the revenue, who becomes, di- 
rectly or indirectly, interested in the manufacture or production 
of any article subject to Excise, or who trades in any article subject 
to Excise duties, shall incur a penalty not exceeding five hundred 
dollars nor less than fifty dollars, which shail be recoverable in any 
Court having jurisdiction in civil cases, to the amount thereof : 
and any such officer or person interested in any such manufacture 
at'the time this Act takes effect, who fails to divest himself of 
such interest within sixty days thereafter, shall be held to have 
become so interested after this Act takes effect. ,; 
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An Act to make provision for validating certain Premium 

Notes taken or held by Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
panies, Wty 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871] 
i / HEREAS certain promissory notes given for premiums of 
insurance by members of Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
panies, which may require to be stamped, have not been stamped, 
and it is expedient to make provision for relief in the premises ; 
2 Therefore Her Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of 
the Senate and House of Commons of Canada enacts as follows — 
¢ ~ 
1. Promissory Notes for the sum of twenty-five dollars or 
7 other certain sum of money in excess of twenty-tive dollars, made 
and given since the passing of the Act of the Dominion of Canada, 
; imposing duties on Promissory Notes and Bills of Exchange, or 
a hereafter to be made and given for Premiums of Insurance by any 
Member of a Mutual Fire Insurance Company to any such Com- 
pany or to some officer thereof, for a Premium or Premiums of 
Insurance, which have not been stamped, and which require to be 
stamped under the said Act, may be rendered valid to all intents 
and purposes, if the President, Vice-President Manager or Secretary 
of such Company shall, within three months after the passing 
of this Act, pay double duty on such notes by affixing to the

[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


: HEREAS, it is expedient to make certain provisions 
\ \ respecting the force and effect of the Acts of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada, in and in relation to the Province of 
Manitoba, and the Colony of British Columbia when it becomes 
a Province in the Dominion of Canada; Therefore Her Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


MANITOBA. 


4. Subject to the exceptions and limitations in the following 
sections of this Act, or in the Schedule hereunto annexed, all the 
enactments and provisions contained in the Acts of the Parliament 
of Canada, passed in first, second and third sessions thereof, helérc- 
spectively in the thirty-first, the thirty-second and thirty-third, anc 
the thirty-third years of Her Majesty’s Reign, and applying equally 
to the whole Deminion of Canada as then constituted, and not 
limited to any particular Province or Provinces thereof, or to any 
territorial division im any one or more of them, shall have the 
same force and esfect in and in relation to the Province of Manitoba, 
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from and after the passing of this Act, as they then have in and 
in relation to all the other Provinces of Canada. 


2. In the seven next following sections of this Act the words 
“the said Acts” mean the Acts passed in the said first, second, and 
third sessions of the Parliament of the Dominion of Canada, 
which are not mentioned in the Schedule to this Act as being 
declared wholly inapplicable to the Province of Manitoba. 


3. In construing the said Acts, the words “Canada,” “the 
Dominion,” “the Dominion of Canada,” “ the Provinces of Canada ” 
or other like expressions wherever they occur therein, shall, from 
and after the passing of this Act, be held to include the Province 
ef Manitoba, provided the subject matter and the context will 
fairly admit of their being so construed, in order to carry out the 
intent of this Act. 


4. Nothing in this Act shall be construed as a declaration that 
any of the said Acts, or any part thereof, had not or has not or 
would not have, without the passing of this Act, force or effect 
in and in relation to the Province of Manitoba. 


5. In case any of the said Acts, or any enactment or provision 
therein has force or effect in relation to one or more of the 
Provinces composing the Dominion at the time of its passing, 
in a sense peculiar to such Province or Provinces, and different 
from the sense in which it has force and effect in relation to 
all the said Provinces as a whole, such Act, enactment or provision 
shall have force and effect within and in relation to the Province 
of Manitoba in the last mentioned sense only. 

6. Nothing in this Act shall be construed go as to give a retro- 
active effect to any of the said Acts, or to any enactment or pro- 
vision therein. 


7%. Nor shall anything in this Act be construed as relating to or 
in any way affecting the Act passed in the thirty-third year of Her 
Majesty’s reign, chapter three,“ to amend and continue the Aét 
“32 and 38 and 33 Victoria, chapter 3, and to establish and pro- 
“anvde for the government of the Province of Manitoba,” but the 
said Act shall have and continue to have the same force and effect, 
within and in relation to the Province of Manitoba as if this 
Act had not been passed : Provided that in construing the twenty- 
seventh section of the said Act, the Customs duties thereby con- 
tinued shall be deemed to be duties imposed by the Parliament of 
Canada, for the purposes of the Act 33 Vict., chapter eight, 
(respecting the remission of duties and penalties in certain cases), 
and other Acts relating to the Customs and Revenue.

Civil Service of the Dominion, the Legislature and Legislation, the 
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Senate and House of Commons, and the proceedings therein, the 
independence of Parliament, and the qualification or disqualifica- 
tion of Members of the last mentioned House, the vacating of 
seats therein and the filling of vacancies, the Public works of 
the Dominion, and the Postal service, shall, in so far as they may 
not be inconsistent with the provisions of any Order of the Queen 
in Council, made under the authority of the 146th section of the 
British North America Act, 1867, have the same force and effect 
in and in relation to the Colony of British Columbia after its 
admission into the Union under such Order in Council, as they 
then have in and in relation to all the other Provinces of Canada. 


11. Such provisions of the Customs Laws of Canada (other than 
such as prescribe the rates of duty), as may be from time to time 
declared by the Governor in Council applicable to the Province 
of British Columbia, after its admission into the Union as afore- 
said, shall apply thereto, and be in force therein accordingly. 


12. Such provisions of the laws of Canada respecting the Inland 
Revenue, other than those fixing the amount of duties, as may be 
from time to time declared by the Governor in Council applicable 
to the Province of British Columbia, after its admission into the 
Union as aforesaid, shall apply thereto and be in force therein 
accordingly. 


13. Anything in this Act, or in any Act of the Parliament of 
Canada hereby extended to British Columbia, which may be 
inconsistent with the Order of the Queen in Council for the 
admission of British Columbia into the Union, shall be void and 
of no effect.

Victoria, Chapter 3, and to establish and provide for the Govern- 
ment of the Province of Manitoba ;” Her Majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate and House of Commons of 
Canada, enacts as follows :— 


1. The following proviso shall be added to the seventh section 
of the Act first cited in the preamble to this Act. 

* Parafine wax in a solid state, grease for lubricating purposes 
and being fluid, lubricating oil made from crude petroleum without 
being subjected to any process of distillation, tar and other refuse 
removed from the still without passing through the worm or con- 
denser, and any article produced from such tar or refuse without 
further process of distillation, shall be exempt from any duty of 
excise,” 


2. The eleventh section of the said Act is hereby amended, by 
substituting the words, “one hundred and five degrees,’—for the 
words “one hundred and fifteen degrees,’—as the fire test for 
refined petroleum. . 


3. Notwithstanding anything contained in the nineteenth 
section of the Act thirty-first Victoria, chapter fifty, the Governor

An Act to make further provision for the government of 
the North West Territories. 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


HEREAS, the Act passed in the Session held in the Thirty- 
second and Thirty-third years of Her Majesty’s Reign, 
Chapter Three, entitled, “An Act for the temporary government 
“of Rupert’s Land and the North Western Territory when united 
“with Canada,” as re-enacted, amended, extended and continued in 
force, with respect to such portion of the said Land and Territory 
as is not included in the Province of Manitoba by the Act passed 
in the Thirty-third year of Her Majesty’s Reign, Chapter 8, entitled 
“ An Act to amend and continue the Act 32 and 53 Victoria, Chapter 
“3, and to establish and provide for the government of the Province 
“of Manitoba,” will expire at the end of the present Session of Par- 
liament; and, whereas, it is expedient to make provision for the 
government,after the expiration of the Act first above mentioned, 
of the North West Territories, that being the name given by the 
thirty-fifth section of the Act secondly above mentioned to such 
portion of Rupert's Land and the North Western Territory as is 
not included in the Province of Manitoba; Therefore, Her Majesty 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


i. It shall be lawful for the Governor, by any Order or Orders, 
to be by him from time to time made, with the advice of the Privy 
Council, (and subject to such conditions and restrictions as to him 
shall seem meet) to authorize and empower such officer as he 
may from time to time appoint as the Lieutenant-Governor of 
the North West Territories, to make provision for the admin-

2. The Lieutenant-Governor shall administer the Government

4, All the Laws in force in the North West Territories at the

HEREAS, it is expedient to extend the Act passed in the 

Thirty-first year of Her Majesty’s reign, intituled “ An 

Act respecting the Militia and Defence of the Dominion of 

Canada,’ as hereinafter mentioned ; Therefore, Her Majesty, by 

and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


t. The Act mentioned in the Preamble to this Act, shall be 
and is hereby extended, and shall apply to the Province of 
Manitoba, and shall also extend and apply te British Columbia, 
whenever that Colony shall become part of the Dominion of 
Canada. 


2. The Province of Manitoba, and British Columbia whenever 
it forms part of the Dominion of Canada, shall each respectively 
form a Military District for the purposes of the said Act, as if they 
had been mentioned as such in section Twelve of the said Act, 
and as if the word “eleven” had been used in the said section 
and elsewhere in the said Act, instead of the word “nine,” as the 
number of Military Districts. 


3%. Sub-sections two and three of section thirty-three of the 
said Act are hereby so amended as to allow Her Majesty, when- 
ever in her opinion the efficiency of the service requires it, to 
appoint Colonels and other officers of superior rank in the Militia, 
but in no case to exceed that of Major-General. 


4. The Forty-fourth section of the said Act is hereby amended, 
by substituting “ Forty-five Thousand” for “ Forty Thousand,” as 
the number of Active Militiamen who may in time of peace be 
trained and drilled as in the said section mentioned; but any 
increase above the number of Forty Thousand, shall be authorized 
and regulated from time to time, by order of the Governor in 
Council. 

5. This Act and the Act hereby amended may be cited together 
as “The Militia and Defence Acts, 1868 and 1871,” which shall be 
a sufficient citation of both Acts. 
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An Act to make temporary provision for the Klection of 
Members to serve in the House of Commons of Canada 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


HEREAS, it is expedient to make temporary provision for 

the election of members to serve in the House of Commons 

of Canada :—Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice and 

consent of the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows : 


4. This Act shall be in force during two years from the time of 
the passing thereof and no longer; And may be cited as “The 
Interim Parliamentary Elections Act, 1871, 


2. The laws in force in the several Provinces of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, and New Brunswick at the time of the Union, on the first 
day of July, 1867, relative to the following matters, that is to 
say :—The qualifications and disquaiifications of persons to be 
elected or to sit or vote as Members of the Legislative Assembly 
or House of Assembly in the said several Provinces respectively, 
the voters at Elections of such Members, the oaths to be taken 
by voters, the powers and duties of Returning Officers, and 
generally the proceedings at and incident to such elections shall, 
as provided by the British North America Act, 1867, coutinue to 
apply respectively to Elections of Members to serve in the House 
of Commons for the Provinces of Ontario, Quebec, Nova Scotia, 
and New. Brunswick, subject to the following exceptions and 
provisions, that is to say :— 

1. The polling at any election of a Member to set¥e in the 
House of Commons, for any Electoral District, in either of the 
Provinces of Quebec or Ontario, shall continue for one day. only, 
and the Poll shall be opened at nine o’clock in the morning and 
closed at five o’clock in the afternoon of such day. 

2. In the Province of Ontario, the qualification of voters at 
Elections for Members of the House of Commons, shall be that es- 
tablished by the laws in force in that Province on the twenty- 
third day of January, 1869, as the qualification of voters at Elec- 
tions for Members of the Legislative Assembly, and the voters’ 
lists to be“used at elections of Members of the House of Commons 
shall be the same as if such elections were of members of the Le- 
gislative Assembly on the basis of the qualification aforesaid. 

3. If in the Province of Quebec, the Returning Officer for any 
Electoral District finds by the Voters’ list for any polling District, 
or Sub-division thereof, that the number of voters therein exceeds 
two hundred, he shall proceed to divide the same in the most con- 
venient manner, and so that there shall not be more than two 
hundred voters in each Sub-division, and shall provide a polling 
place for each such Sub-division, and shall furnish for each polling 
place a copy of the Voters’ list or so much thereof as is required 
for the Sub-division, and any provisions of the law in the srid 
Province with respect to the voting or the right to vote at the 
polling place in any. polling district or Sub-division thereof, shall 
apply to any polling Sub-division to be established under this 
section; Provided always, that at any time after the passing of 
this Act, the Municipal Council of the City, Town, or other Local 

. Municipality having jurisdiction over) the locality, may divide 
such City, Town or Local Municipality into Electoral Sub-divisions . 
so shat there shall not be more than two hundred voters in each 
such Sub-division, and such power shall be exercised under the 
provisions of section two, of the Act of the Legislature of the late 
‘Province of Canada, passed in the Session held in the 29th and 

30th years of Her Majesty’s reign, chapter 18, and the power 
given by this Act to the Returning Officer to make such Sub- 

_ division shall be exercised only in case the Municipal Council shall

stead of the limitation of distance between the polling places 
prescribed by the fourth section of the said Act, the distance be- 
tween polling places in Cities, Towns and Incorporated Villages 
shall not be less than one hundred yards, ‘nor in other Local 
Municipalities less than one mile. 

4. The Polling Sub-divisions or Wards in the Province of 
Ontario shall be the same as those used at the last preceding elec- 
tion of Members of the Legislative Assembly, and the Returning 
Officer shall provide a polling place for each of such Sub-divisions 
or Wards, in the most central and convenient place for the electors 
of such Sub-divisions or Wards. 


3. In. the Province of Quebec :— 

1. Any copy of the Voters list certified as beingatrue copy thereof, 
by the Clerk, Treasurer, or Secretary Treasurer, having made or 
having the custody of the original, shall be held to be a “ dupli- 
cate” of such Voters’ list for all the purposes of the Act of the 
Legislature of the late Province of Canada, 27 Victoria, chapter 8, 
as respects elections for Members to serve in the House of Com 
mons of Canada :— 

2. Any Registrar who shall deliver to a Deputy Returning 
officer, any list of Voters which shall not be conformable to the 
duplicate or certified copy of a Voters’ list deposited in the office 
of such Registrar, at least one month before the date of the writ 
of election shall incur a penalty of four hundred dollars for each 
copy so delivered. 

3. Any Clerk, Treasurer, or Secretary Treasurer, of any City or 

unicipality, who shall deliver to any Registrar any duplicate or 

rtified copy of a list of Voters which shall not be conformable to 

hat remaining of record in the office of such Clerk, Treasurer, or 
Secretary-Treasurer, as made from the assessment rolls, shall, for 
each list so delivered, incur a penalty of four hundred dollars. 

4. The penalties hereby imposed shall be recoverable and 
appropriated in the manner provided by the sixth chapter of the 
consolidated statutes of the late Province of Canada with respect 
to penalties of like amount imposed by that chapter. 

5. The foregoimg provisions of this section shall apply only to 
elections for the House of Commons of Canada, and to. Voters’ 
lists to be used at such elections. 

6. Notwithstanding anything to the contrary in sub-section 
three of section eleven, of chapter six of the Consolidated Statutes 
of Canada, the Clerk, Treasurer or Secretary-Treasurer may certify 
the correctness of the list or lists of Voters made out by him, 
before one Justice of the Peace, instead of two, as required by the 
said sub-section. 


4. All persons nominated as Revisors, under chapter twenty- 
eight of the Acts of the Legislature of Nova Scotia, passed in the 
year 1863, intituled “An Act to regulate the Election of Members 
to the serve in the General Assembly,” shall, in the present year 
1871, within three months after the passing of this Act, and in any 
future year at the time of their preparing the annual list of 
Electors qualified to vote at elections of Members of the General 
Assembly, prepare also, and fill with the Clerk of the Peace a like 
alphabetical list of Electors qualfied to vote at elections of 
Members to serve in the House of Commons of Canada, by 
adding to the lists of Voters for Members of the General Assembly 
the names of all officials and employees of the Dominion Govern- 
ment qualified to vote at elections of Members of the General 
Assembly under the laws in force in Nova Scotia on the first day 
of Juiy, 1867, but who may have been disqualified by any Act of 
the Legislature of that Province passed after the said day. The 
lists first made shall form the register of Electors of Members of 
the House of Commons until the next year’s lists shall be made and 
perfected, and the provisions of sections twenty-five, twenty-six, 
and twenty-seven respectively of the said chapter shall be held 
applicable to such future lists. For any neglect or wilful breach 


of duty under this section the Revisors shall be subject to the like 
penalities as prescribed in section twenty-five ofthe said chapter. 


%. In the Province of Manitoba, and in the Province of British 
Columbia when it becomes part of the Dominion of Canada, the 
laws in force at the time of any election of a Member or Members 
to serve in the House of Commons for any Electoral District in 
either of the said Provinces, relative to the following matters or 
any of them, namely, the qualifications or disqualifications of per- 
sons to be elected or to sit or vote as Members of the Legislative 
Assembly of Manitoba or of the Legislative Council of British Col- 
umbia, (as the case may be), the voters at elections of such Mem- 
bers, the oaths to be taken by voters, the powers and duties of 
Returning Officers, the proceedings at elections, the trial of con- 
troverted elections and proceedings incident thereto, the vacating 
the seats of members, and the issue and execution of new writs in 
case of seats vacated otherwise than by dissolution, shall apply 
respectively to elections of Members to serve in the House of 
Commons for the same Province. 


6. In the Provinces of Manitoba and British Columbia respee- 
tively, the polls at any election of a Member to serve in the 
House of Commons, shall be held only on one day, and shall open 
at nine o’clock in the morning and close at tive oclock in the 
alternoon of the same day; and the Returning Officer at any 
election, in either of the said Provinces, of a Member to serve in 
the House of Commons, shall have the like powers for dividing 
any polling district as are vested in Returning Officers in Quebec 
by sub-section three, of section two, which shall apply to Manitoba 
and British Columbia. 


7. For the purposes of Elections of Members to serve in the 
House of Commons, the Governor General shall cause writs to 
be issued by such person, in such form, and addressed to such 
Returning Officer as he thinks fit: the persons issuing writs under 
this section shall have the like powers as were possessed at the 
Union by the officers charged with the issuing of writs for the 
Klection of Members to serve in the respective Legislative 
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Assembly or House of Assembly of the Province of Canada, Nova 
Scotia, or New Brunswick, or as may be possessed by any such 
officer in Manitoba or British Columbia respectively, immediately 
before such election; and the Returning Officer to whom writs are 
directed under this section shall have the like powers as were 
possessed at the time of the Union in the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, Nova Scotia, or New Brunswick, or in the Province of 
Manitoba or British Columbia, immediately before such Election, 
by the officers charged with the returning of writs for the Election 
otf Members to serve in the same respective Legislative Assembly, 
House of Assembly or Legislative Council, subject to the provisions 
of this Act. 


§. The Governor in Council may make a taritl of fees, costs 
and expenses, to be paid and allowed by the Dominion Government 
to the Returning Officers and other officers and persons employed 
at or with respect to elections of Members to serve in the House of 
Commons of Canada, and such tariff shall be substituted for any 
provision in any Statute now in force in the Provinces of Ontario, 
Quebec, Nova Scotia and New Brunswick respecting such fees, 
costs and expenses, and shall apply also to elections in the 
Province of Manitoba, and in British Columbia, when it becomes 
a Province of Canada. 


9. No Candidate at any Election shall directly or indirectly, 
employ any means of corruption by giving any sum of money, 
office, place, employment, oratuity, reward, or any bond, bill or 
note, or conveyance of land, or any promise of the same, nor shall 
he, either by himself, or his authorized agent for that purpose, 
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threaten any Elector with losing any office, salary, income, or 
advantage, with the intent to corrupt or bribe any Elector, to vote 
for such candidate, or to keep back any Elector from voting for 
any other Candidate, nor shall he open and support or cause to be 
opened and supported at his costs and charges, any house of public 
entertainment for the accommodation of the Klectors; and if any 
representative returned to the House of Commons, is proved guilty 
before the proper Tribunal, of using any of the above means to 
procure his Hlection, his Election shall be thereby declared void 
and he shall be incapable of being a Candidate, or being elected, or 
returned during that Parliament.

An Act to amend the Act 3lst Victoria, chapter 66, 
respecting Aliens and Naturalization. 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


N amendment of the Act passed in the thirty-first year of Her 
| Majesty’s Reign, chaptered sixty-six, and intituled: “ An Act 
“yespecting Aliens and Naturalization,’ Her Majesty, by and with 
the advice and consent of the Senate and House of Commons of 
Canada, enacts as follows :— 


4. Every person who, being by birth an Alien, did, prior to the 
first day of January, 1868, take the oaths of residence and alle- 
giance required by the Naturalization Laws then in force in that 
one of the Provinces now forming the Dominion of Canada, in 
which he then resided, shall be admitted to all the rights and 
privileges of a natural-born British subject conferred upon 
naturalized persons by the Act of Parhament ot Canada respecting 
Aliens and Naturalization, passed in the thirty-first year of Her 
Majesty’s reign, and the certificate of the Judge, Magistrate, or 
other person before whom such oaths were taken and subscribed, 
shall be evidence of his having taken them; or he may take and 
subscribe the following oath before some judge, justice, or person 
authorized to administer the oaths of residence and allegiance 
under the Act hereby amended, in the County or District in which 
he resides : 

“T, A. B., do (swear or affirm) that, on or about the 
day of , at in the 
(County) of . in the Province of 
(or in the late Province of Canada), I did take and subscribe 
before (a Judge, Magistrate, or other proper person, naming 
him,) the (oaths) of residence and allegiance required by the Laws 
respecting the Naturalization of Aliens then in force in the said 
Province ; So help me God.” 


&. Aj] Aliens who had their settled place of abode in either of 
the late Provinces of Upper Canada, or Lower Canada, or in Nova 
Scotia, or New Brunswick, on or before the first day of July, A.D. 
1867, and who are still residents in the Province of Ontario or of 
Quebec, or in either of the Provinces of Nova Scotia or New 
Brunswick, shall be deemed, adjudged, and taken to be, 
and to have been entitled to all the privileges of British birth, as 
if they had been natural born subjects of Her Majesty, subject to 
the following provision, that is to say:—That no such person 
(being a male), shail be entitled to the benefit of this Act, unless 
nor until he shall take the oath or affirmation of allegiance in the 
form prescribed by the Act hereby amended, together with the 
oath of residence hereinafter prescribed, before some Justice of the 
Peace, or other person authorized to administer oaths under the 
said Act. 


2. Such Alien shall take and subscribe the following oath of 
residence, that is to say :— 
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“J, A.B, do swear (or affirm) that I had a settled place of . 
“abode in the Dominion of Canada on the first day of J uly, 1867, 


“and resided therein, with intent to settle therein, and have 
“continuously since resided therein : So help me God.” 


3. Every affidavit or affirmation taken under this Act shall be 
filed, if the person making it resides in the Provinee of Ontario, 
with the Clerk of the Peace of the County in which he resides,— 
if he resides in the Province of Quebec, with the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court of the Circuit within which he resides,—if he resides 
in Nova Scotia, with the Clerk of the Supreme Court,—and if he 
resides in New Brunswick with the Clerk of the Superior Court of 
Judicature; and such clerk shall file the same of record in his 
Court, and upon its being so filed, the person making it shall be 
entitled to the benefit of this Act and the privileges of British 
birth, and shall also, upon payment of a fee of twenty-five cents 
to such clerk, be entitled to a certificate from him, in the form or 
to the effect prescribed in section six of the Act hereby amended, 
and the production of such certificate shall be prima facie evidence 
of his naturalization under this Act, and that he is entitled to and 
enjoys all the rights and privileges of a British subject. 


4. In this Act the word “oath” includes an “affirmation” in 
every case where the person taking it is one of those who are 
allowed by the Laws of the Province in which he resides to affirm 
in judicial eases, and the forms herein given shall, in such cases, be 
worded accordingly. 


Oot A 1 TT. 


An Act further to amend the Act respecting fishing by 
foreign vessels. 


ER Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Senate and House of Commons of Canada, enacts as 
follows :— 


[Assented to Apri 14th, 1871.] 


1. The fifth section of the Act respecting fishing by foreign 
vessels, passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
ehapter sixty-one, is hereby repealed, and the following section is 
hereby enacted in its stead. 

“ §. Goods, ships, vessels and boats, and the tackle, rigging, 
“ apparel, furniture, stores and cargo seized as liable to forfeiture 
“ under this Act, shall be forthwith delivered into the custody of 
“such fishery officer, or customs officer, or other person as the 
“ Minister of Marine and Fisheries may from time to time direct, 
“ or retained by the officer making the seizure in his own custody if 
“so directed by the Minister, in either case to be secured and kept 
“ as other goods, ships, vessels and boats, and the tackle, rigging, 
“ apparel, furniture, stores and cargo seized are directed by the 
“ Jaws in force in the Province, in which the seizure is made, to be 
“ secured and kept.” 


2. The sixth section of the said Act is hereby repealed, and the 
following section is hereby enacted in its stead. 

“6, All goods, vessels and boats, and the tackle, rigging, apparel, 
“ furniture, stores and cargo condemned as forfeited under this Act, 
“shall be sold by public auction, by direction of the officer having 
“the custody thereof, under the provisions of the next preceding 
“section of this Act, and under regulations to be from time to 
“time made by the Governor in Council, and the proceeds of every 
“ such sale shall be subject to the control of the Mimister of Marine 
“ and Fisheries, who shall first pay therefrom all necessary costs and 
“expenses of custody and sale, and the Governor in Council may 
“from time to time apportion three-fourths, or less, of the net 
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“ remainder, among the officers and crew of any Queen’s ship, or 
“ Canadian Government vessel, from on board of which the seizure 
“was made, as they may think right, reserving for the Govern- 
“ ment, and paying over to the Receiver General, at least one-fourth 
“of such net remainder, to form part of the Consolidated 
“ Revenue Fund of Canada; but the Governor in Council may, 
“nevertheless, direct that any goods, vessel, or boat, and the 
“ tackle, rigging, apparel, furniture, stores and cargo, seized and 
“ forfeited shall be destroyed, or be reserved for the public service. 


3. This Act shall be construed as one with the Act hereby 
amended; and the sixth section of the said Act, as contained in the 
second section of this Act, shall apply to all goods, vessels, and 
boats, and the tackle, rigging, apparel, furnitures, stores and cargo, 
eondemned under the said Act before the passing of this Act, and 
to the proceeds of the sale thereof, remaining to be applied and 
paid at the time of the passing of this Act. 


CEN Pe. XkiVe 
An Act to amend the Insolvent Act of 1869. 


HEREAS, it is expedient to amend “The Insolvent Act of | 

1869 ;” Therefore, Her Majesty, by and with the advice 
and censent of the Senate and House of Commons of Canada, | 
enacts as follows :— 


[Assented to 14th April 1871.] 


1. The first section of the said Act is hereby amended by add- 
ing thereto the following words:—*“ And persons shall be held to 
be traders, who having been traders and having incurred debts as 
such, which have not been bai.ed by the Statutes of limitations or 
prescribed, have since ceased to trade; but no proceedings m com- 
pulsory liquidation shall be taken against any such person based | 
upon any debt or debts contracted after he has so ceased to trade.” 


2. The Board of Trade or Judge having authority to appoint 
Official Assignees may make an order from time to time either 
fixing the place for the first meeting of creditors, or allowing the 
Interim Assignee to use his discretion as to the place where he will 
call such meeting, provided, however, that the place of such meet- 
ing shall always be within the County or district wherein the 
Insolvent had his chief place of business. 


3. Notwithstanding anything contained inthe fifty second Section 
of the said Act, if the remuneration of the Interim Assignee be not 
fixed at the first meeting of the Creditors of the Insolvent, his 
bill shall be taxed (after notice to the Assignee) by the Judge, at 
such sum as he shall deem reasonable if there be no tariff there- 
for: and the amount fixed as the remuneration of the Interim 
Assignee shall constitute a first privileged lien on the estate, and 
the payment thereof out of the first moneys received by the 
assignee from the proceeds of the estate may be enforced by the 
Judge on a summary petition prior to all other charges. 


4. Alloaths to be administered under the said Act, either to 
the Insolvent or to any other person to be examined touching his 
estate and effects, or to any witness upon any proceedings in 
Insolvency before the Judge or befere the Court, may be adminis- 
tered by the Prothonotary or Clerk of the Court in like manner as 
by the Judge. 


5. In addition to the Officials named in Sections one hundred and 
twenty two and one hundred and twenty three of the said 
Act, the Interim Assignee or Guardian in any proceedings 
in Insolvency, or any Justice of the Peace, may administer the 
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oath to any Claimant or to any person desirous of making an 
affidavit to be used in Insolvency. 


6. Section one hundred and forty five of the said Act is 
hereby amended by adding to the first sub-section thereof after 
the word “negligence, ” the following words, viz., “or if the debtor 
is confined in a, County or district in which the Judge doesnot reside, 
the Judge instead of ordering the debtor to be brought before him 
for examination, may if he sees fit, make an order authorising and 
directing the Clerk of the Court for the County or district in which 
the debtor is confined, to take such examination, and it shall be the 
duty of the Clerk to take down such examination fully in writing 
and transmit the same under his hand forthwith to the Judge, 
and such Clerk shall be entitled to a fee of ten cents each folio of 
one hundred words of such evidence.” 


7. In case of the sickness, or temporary absence from the 
County or District of the Interim Assignee, or Assignee, he shall, 
with the approval of the Judge, appoint a Deputy who shall act in 
his stead in all matters merely ministerial, with the same power or 
authority during such sickness or temporary absence, and for 
whose conduct in the discharge of his duty as such Interim 
Assignee, or Assignee, and his sureties shall be responsible. 


8. Whenever security has been taken in the name ofthe President 
of the Board of Trade or judge, as provided by section thirty-two 
of the said Act, such President or Judge, after the expiration of one 
year from the termination of the duties in respect of which such 
security has been given, may discharge such security, after notice 
has been given by the insertion of advertisements in the manner 
provided by section one hundred and seventeen of the said Act, of 
of the intention of the person giving such security, to apply for 
such discharge. 


9. The Judge, or the Assignee, as the case may be, shall be 
disqualified by relationship by blood or marriage within the degree 
of cousin-german to any litigant before him; in like manner as by 
the other causes mentioned in section one hundred and thirty- 
seven of the said Act ; and such disqualification may be enforced, 
and the matter in dispute tried as provided by the said section. 


10. Notwithstanding any restriction as to time, mentioned in 
section thirty-one of the said Act, the Board of Trade at any place, 
or the Council thereof, may at any time or times, and whether a 
vacancy has occurred or not, name one or more persons to be 
official assignees. 


11. All parts of the Insolvent Act of 1869, incompatible with 
the provisions of this Act, are hereby repealed.

An Act for more effectually preventing the desertion of 
Seamen in the Port of Quebec. 


[Assented to 14th April, 1871.] 


ae order to provide more effectually for the prevention of the 

desertion of Seamen in the Port of Quebec ; Her Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate and House of 
Commons vf Canada, enacts as follows -— 


1. Any person convicted of any offence under either the first 
or the second section of the Act forming chapter forty-three of the 
Consolidated Statutes of Canada, entitled: “An Act for more effectu- 
ally preventing the desertion of Seamen,” may be imprisened with 
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or without hard labor for any period not exceeding six months nor 
less than three months in lieu of any penalty incurred by such 
offence under such section. 


2. The penalty and imprisonment mentioned in the third section 
of the said Act shall be incurred by any person found loitering A 
near any vessel in the port of Quebec, and not giving a satisfactory 
account of his business there, whether such person be or be not 
at the time in a boat or other water craft. 


3. Any person convicted of any offence under the fifth section 
of the above mentioned Act, may be imprisoned with or without | 
hard labor for any period not exceeding sixty days nor less than ; 
thirty days, in lieu of any penalty incurred by such offence under 
such section.

SETTLEMENT OF CROWN LANDS. 


The provisions hereinafter contained shall only apply to lands which shall have been 
surveyed. 


d Unappropriated public lands shall, until further directions, be open for sale at the 
rate of one dollar an acre, but no sale of more than a section shall be made to any one 
person. 


Payments for lands, whether purchased in virtue of pre-emption rights or in the 
ordinary manner, shall be made in cash. 


Pre-emption Rights. 


Any person being the head of a family, ora single man above the age of twenty-one 
years, who has made or shall hereafter make a settlement in person on the public lands, 
and who has inhabited and improved the same, and who has erected or shall erect a 
dwelling thereon, may have himself entered with the land officer of the Division in which

such land is, for any number of acres not exceediug 160 or a quarter section of land, to 
include the residence of the claimant; and, being a subject of Her Majesty by birth or 
naturalization, may obtain a patent therefor, upon paying to the Crown the price of such 
lands. 


When two or more persons have settled on the same quarter section of\land, the right 
of pre-emption shall be in him who made the first settlement. 


Questions as to the right of pre-emption arising between different settlers, shall be 
settled by the Land Officer of the;Division in which the land is situated. 


Before the right of pre-emption may be exercised, proof of settlement and improvement 
shell be made to the Land Officer by the affidavit of the claimant and the testimony of two 
credible witnesses. 


All assionments and transfers of pre-emption rights prior to the issuing of the patent

are null and void. 


Before any person shall be allowed to be entered for lands and obtain the right of 
pre-emption in respect thereof, he shall make oath before the Land Odicer of the Division 
in which the land lies that he has never had the benefit of any right of pre-emption under 
these regulations—that he has not settled on and improved the lands with a view to selling 
them on speculation, but in good faith for his own use and benefit. 


The person who receives the oath shall file a certificate thereof in the Land Office for 
the Division, which shall be evidence that such oath was duly administered. In case a 
person entitled to claim pre-emption rights, dies before giving effect to his claim, the 
representatives of the deceased person may complete the same. But the entry in such case

shall be made in favor of “ the Heirs” of the deceased person, and the patent shall issue, 
and the title shall enure to the heirs as if their names had been specially mentioned. 


Homestead Rights. 


1. Any person who is the head of a family, or has attained the age of twenty-one 
years, shall, after the first day of May, 1871, be entitled to be entered for one quarter 
section, or a less quantity of unappropriaied public lands, for the purpose of securing 
a homestead right in respect thereof. 


Each officer and man who is or has been in the first or Ontario, or in the second or 
Quebec Battalion of rifles, now stationed in Manitoba (whether in the service or depot 
companies, and who has not been dismissed therefrom), shal! be entitled to a free grant, 
without actual residence, of one quarter section. 


No other person shall be entitled to more than one homestead right, 
Persons owning and occupying lands may be entered for other land lying contiguous 


tu their lands, but the whole extent of land, including that previously owned and occupied, 
must not exceed 160 acres. eas

A person applying for leave to be entered for lands with a view of securing a home- 
stead right therein, shall make affidavit that he is over 21 years of age, that he is a British 
subject by birth or naturalization, and that the application is made for his exclusive use 
and benefit, and that the entry is made.for the purpose of actual settlement. 


Upon making this affidavit, and filing it with the land officer, and on payment to him 
of $10 (for which he shall receive a receipt from the officer), he shall be permitted to enter 
the land specified in the appheation. 


In entries of contiguous lands, the settler must describe in his affidavit the tract he 
owns and is settled upon as his original farm. Actual residence on the contiguous land 
entered is not required, but bona fide improvement and cultivation of it must be shewn for 
the period required by these regulations. 


No patent shall be granted for the land until the expiration of three years from the 
time of entering into possession of it. 


At the expiration of three years, or within two years thereafter, the settler or his 
widow, her heirs or devisees, upon proof, to the satisfaction of the land officer, that he or 
they have resided upon or cultivated the land for the three years next after the filing of the 
affidavit for entry, and upon his or their affidavit that no part of the land has been 
alienated, the settler, or his representatives, shall be entitled to a patent for the land. 
Provided such patentee is then a subject of Her Majesty by birth or naturalization. 


When both parents die, leaving a child or children under age, the executors or 
guardians may sell the lands for the benefit of the infant child or children, but for no other 
purpose. 


The purchaser, in such case, shall acquire the absolute title by the purchase, and be 
entitled to obtain a patent for the land from the Crown upon payment of the office fees, &c. 


The title to lands to be acquired under the above provisions, remains in the Crown 
until the issue of the patent therefor, and such lands are not therefore liable to be taken 
in execution before the issue of the patent. 


In case it is proved to the satisfaction of the land officer that the settler has abandoned 
the land entered by him, for more than six months at any time, then the land shall revert 
to the Crown. 


Any person who has availed himself of the foregoing provisions may at any time, 
before the expiration of the three years obtain a patent for the land entered upon by him on 
paying the pre-emption price thereof, and making proof of settlement and cultivation from 
the date of entry to the time of payment. 


Proof of actual settlement and cultivation is made by the affidavit of the claimant, 
made before the proper Land Officer, corroborated by the testimony of two credible 
witnesses. 


All assignments and transfers of homestead rights prior to the issuing of the patent are 
null and void, but will be deemed prima facie evidence of abandonment and give cause for 
the cancellation of the claim. 


A settler relinquishing or abandoning his claim cannot thereafter make a second entry. 


A person who has settled on a tract, and filed his application for pre-emption right may 
at any time substitute therefor an application for a homestead right. 


Exemption of Certain Lands. 


The following lands shall not be the subjects of pre-emption or homestead rights, nor 
of ordinary sales under these regulations :— 


Lands allotted to the Hudson’s Bay Company under the terms of the transfer of the 
North-West Territory to Canada. 


Lands reserved for schools. 


Wood lands set apart as such for supplying settlers with building materials, fuel and 
fencing, and pine lands. 


Portions of the public lands selected as the sites of towns or villages. 
Lands actually settled and occupied for the purposes of trade. 
Mineral lands. 

Mill ites.

At any time after the first day of May, A.D. 1874, the Governor in Council may,

An Act to establish one Uniform Currency for the 
Dominion of Canada. 


(Assented to 14th April, 1871.) 


HEREAS, it is expedient to establish one Uniform Currency 

for the whole Dominion of Canada; Therefore, Her 

Majesty, by and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows :— 


1. On and after the first day of July, in the present year ofour 
Lord one thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, the currency 
of the Province of Nova Scotia shall be the same as that of 
the Provinces of Quebec, Ontario and New Brunswick, in all of 
which one currency, of the uniform value hereinafter mentioned, 
has been and is now used. 


2. The denominations of money in the currency of Canada, 
shall be dollars, cents, and mills, the cent beimg one hundredth 
part of a dollar, and the mill one tenth part of a cent. 


3. On and after the said first day of July, 1871, the currency of 
Canada shall be such, that the British sovereign of the weight and 
fineness now prescribed by the Laws ofthe United Kingdom, shall 
be equal to and shall pass current for four dollars eighty-six cents 
and two thirds of a cent of the currency of Canada, and the half 
sovereign of proportionate weight and like fineness, for one half 
the said sum ; and all public accounts throughout Canada shall be 
kept in such currency ; and in any statement as to money or money 
Value, in any indictment or legal proceeding, on or after the said 
day, the same shall be stated in such currency : and in all private 
accounts and agreements rendered or entered into on or after the 
said day, all sums mentioned shall be understood to be in such 
currency, unless some other is clearly expressed, or must, from the 
circumstances of the case, have been intended by the parties. 


4. All sums of money payable on and after the said day to Her 
Majesty, or to any party, under any Act or law in force in Nova 
Scotia, passed before the said day, or under any bill, note, contract, 
agreement, or other document or instrument, made before the said

day in and with reference to that Province, or made after the said 
day out of Nova Scotia and with reference thereto, and which 
were intended to be, and if such alteration of the currency as 
aforesaid had not been made, would have been payable in the 
present currency of Nova Scotia, shall, on and after the same day, 
be represented and payable, respectively, by equivalent sums in 
the currency of Canada, that is to say, for every seventy-five cents 
of Nova Scotia currency, by seventy-three cents of Canada currency, 
and so in proportion for any greater or less sum; and if in any 
such sum there be a fraction of a cent in the equivalent in Canada 
currency, the nearest whole cent shall be taken. : 


®. On and after the said day, no Dominion note or bank note 
payable in any other currency than the currency of Canada, shall 
be issued or re-issued by the Government of Canada, or by any 
bank, and all sueh notes issued before the said day, shall, as soon 
as practicable, be called in and redeemed, or notes payable in the | 
currency of Canada shall be substituted or exchanged for them. 


6. On and after the said day, any gold coins which Her Majesty 
may cause to be struck for cireulation in Canada, of the standard 
of fineness prescribed by law for the gold coins of the United 
Kingdom, and bearing the same proportion in weight to that of 
the British sovereign, which five dollars bear to four dollars eighty- 
six cents and two thirds of a cent, shall pass current and be a legal 
tender in Canada for five dollars, and any multiples or divisions 
of such coin, which Her Majesty may cause to be struck for like 
purposes, shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada at 
rates proportionate to their intrinsic value respectively ; and any 
such coins shall pass by such names as Her Majesty may assign to 
them in her proclamation declaring them a legal tender, and 
shall be subject to the like allowance for remedy as British coin. 


7%. The silver, copper or bronze coins which Her Majesty has 
caused to be struck for circulation in the Provinces of Quebec, 
Ontario, and New Brunswick, under the Acts now in force in the 
said Provinces respectively, shall continue to be current and a 
legal tender therein, and shall, on and after the said day, be 
current and a legal tender in the Province of Nova Scotia, at 
the rates in the said currency of Canada now assigned to them 
respectively, by the said Acts, and under the like conditions 
and provisions ; and such other silver, copper, or bronze coins 
as Her Majesty may cause to be struck for circulation in Canada, 
shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada, at the 
rates to be assigned to them respectively by Her Majesty’s 
Royal Proclamation, suck silver coins beimg of the fineness 
now fixed by the laws of the United Kingdom, and of weights 
bearing respectively the same proportion to the value to 
be assigned to them, which the weights ot the silver coins of the 
United Kingdom bear to their nominal value ; and all such silver 
coins aforesaid, shall be a legal tender to the amount of ten 
dollars, and such copper or bronze coins to the amount of twenty- 
five cents, In any one payment, and the holder of the notes of any 
person or corporation to the amount of more than ten-dollars, shall 
not be bound to receive more than that amount in such silver coins 
in payment of such notes if presented for payment at one time, 
although each or any of such notes be for a less sum. 


8. No other silver, copper, or bronze coins than those which 
Her Majesty shall have caused to be struck for circulation in 
Canada, or in some Province thereof, shall be a legal tender in 
Canada.

9%. Her Majesty may, by Proclamation, from time to time, fix the 
rates at which any foreign gold coins of the description, date, 
weight and fineness, mentioned in such Proclamation, shall pass 
current. and be a legal tender in Canada ; provided that unless and © 
until it is otherwise ordered by any such Proclamation, the gold 
Eagle of the United States of America, coined after the finst day 


of July, 1834, and before the first day of January, 1852, or after 
the said day, but while the standard of fineness for gold coins 
then fixed by the laws of the said United States remains un- 
changed, and weighing ten pennyweights, eighteen grains, Troy 
weight, shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada for ten 
dollars, and the gold coins of the said United States being mul- 
tiples and halves of the said Fagle, and of like date and propor- 
tionate weights, shall pass current and be a legal tender in Canada, 
for proportionate sums. 


40. The stamp of the year on any foreign coin made current by 
this Act, or any Proclamation issued under it, shall establish pruma 
facie the fact of its having been coined in that year, and the 
stamp of the country shall establish prima facie the facts of its 
being of the coinage of such country. 


ii. The first, second, sixth, and seventh sections, of chapter 
eighty-three, of the Revised Statutes of Nova Scotia, third series, 
and so much of any other part of the said chapter as may be in- 
consistant with this Act—the fifteenth chapter of the Consolidated 
Statutes of the late Provinee of Canada,—the Act-of the Legisla- 
ture of the Province of New Brunswick passed in the fifteenth 
‘year of Her Majesty’s reign, chapter eighty-five, the Act of the 
said Legislature passed in the sixteenth year of Her Majesty’s 
reign, chapter thirty-three, the Act of the said Legislature passed 
in the twenty-third year of Her Majesty’s reign, chapter forty- 
eight, except section two,—and the Act of the Parliament of 
Canada passed in the thirty-first year of Her Majesty’s reign, 
chapter forty-five, except section two,—shall be repealed on and 
after the said first day of July, 1871, as shall also all other Acts 


and parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act.

VICTORIA, R. 

WHEREAS by an Order in Council bearing date 
the fourtheenth day of January, one thousand eight 
hundred and seventy-one, We have thought fit to 
order that the designs for gold coins to be coined at 
the Sydney Branch of Our Royal Mint, pursuant to 
Our Order in Council of the nineteenth day of August, 
one thousand eight hundred and fifty three, establish- 
ing the said Branch of Our Royal Mint at Sydney, 
should be the like designs as now are and from 
hencetorth may be from time to time approved by 
Us, and in force for the corresponding coins of the 
currency of this Realm, and of the designs aforesaid, 
shall be made at the said Sydney Branch of our Royal 
Mint: And whereas pieces of money of the above 
description will be coined at the said Branch of Our 
Royal Mint, in pursuance of Orders issued and to be 
issued’by Us; We have, therefore, by and with the

SYSTEM OF SURVEY. 
1 Ihe system shall be rectangular. 


2. [he Townships shall consist of 36 Sections of one mile square each, and road 
allowances, in all cases 14 chains in width, shall be set out and allowed between all Town- 
g ips and Sections. Sections shall be numbered as shown in the following diagram :

3. The International boundary shall form the base for Townships 1 and 2.

5. The meridian line run in the Autumn of 1869 for some 90 miles north from the 
International boundary, and known as the “ Winnipeg Meridian,” shall be adopted and 
continued as the meridian from which the ranges of Townships shall number Mast and 
West in the Province. 


6. The “jog” resulting from convergence of meridians shall be allowed and set out

SETTLEMENT OF CROWN LANDS. 


The provisions hereinafter contained shall only apply to lands which shall have been 
surveyed. if 


Unappropriated public lands shall, until further directions, be open for sale at the 
rate of one dollar an acre, but no sale of more than a section shall be made to any one 
person, 


Payments for lands, whether purchased in virtue of pre-emption rights or in the 
ordinary manner, shall be made in cash. 


Pre-emption Rights. 


Any person being the head of a family, ora single man above the age of twenty-one 
years, who has made or shall hereafter make a settlement in person on the public lands, 
and who has inhabited and improved the same, and who has erected or shall erect a 
dwelling thereon, may have himself entered with the land officer of the Division in which 
such land is, for any number of acres not exceediug 160 cr a quarter scction of land, to 
include the residence of the claimant; and, being a subject cf Her Majesty by birth or 
naturalization, may obtain a patent therefor, upon paying to the Crown the price of such 
lands, 


When two or more persons have settled on the same quarter section of land, the right 
of pre-emption shall be in him who made the first settlement, 


Questions as to the right of pre-emption arising between different settlers, shall_be 
settled by the Land Officer of the Division in which the land is situated, 


Befcre the right of pre-emption may be exercised, preof of settlement and improvement 
sLall be made to the Land Officer by the affidavit of the claimant and the testimony of two 


erelible witnesses. 


All assignments and transfers of pre-emption rights prior to the issuing of the patent 
are null and void. 


Before any person shall be allowed to be entered for Jands and obtain the right of 
pre-cmpticn in respect thereof, he shall make oath before the Land Officer of the Division 
in which the land hes that he has never had the benefit of an, right of pre-emption under 
these regulations—that he has not settled on and improved the lands with a view to selling 
them on speculation, but in good faith for his own use and benefit. 


The person who receives the oath shall file a certificate thereof in the Land Office for 
the Division, which shall be evidence that such oath was duly administered. In case a

‘person entitled to claim pre-emption rights, dies beforo giving effect to his claim, the 


representatives of the deceased person may complete the same. But the entry in such case 
shall be mace in favor of “the Heirs” of the deceased person, and the patent shall issue,

Liomestead Rights. 


1, Any person who is the head of a family, or has attained the age of twenty-one 
years, shall, after the first day of May, 1871, be entitled to be entered for one quarter 
section, or a less quantity of unappropriated public lands, for the purpose of securing 
a homestead right in respect thereof. 


Each officer and man who is or has been in the first or Ontario, or in the second or 
Quebec Battalion of rifles, now stationed in Manitoba (whether in the service or depot 
companies, and who has not been dismissed therefrom), shall be entitled to a free grant, 
without actual residence, of one quarter section. 


No other person shall be entitled to more than one homestead light. 


P ersons Owning and occupying lands may be entered for other land lying contiguous 
to their lands, but the whole extent of land, including that previously owned and oecupied, 
must not exceed 160 acres,

A person applying for leave to be entered for lands with a view of securing a home- 


stead right therein, shall make affidavit that he is over 21 years of age, and that the appli- 


eation is made for his exclusive use and benefit, and that the entry is made for the pur:

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Upon making this affidavit, and filing it with the land officer, and on payment to him 
of $10 (for which he shall receive a receipt from the ofticer), he shall be permitted to enter 
the land specified in the application. 


Tn entries of contiguous lands, the settler must describe in his affidavit the tract he 
owns and is settled upon as his original farm. Actual residence on the contiguous land 
entered is not required, but dona fide improvement and cultivation of it must be shewn for 
the period required by these regulations. 


No patent shall be granted for the land until the expiration of three years from the 
time of entering into possession of it. 


At the expiration of three years, or within two years thereafter, the settler or his 
widow, her heirs or devisees, upon proof, to the satisfaction of the land officer, that he or 
they have resided upon or cultivated the land for the three years next after the filing of the 
affidavit for entry, and upon his or their affidavit that no part of the land has been 
alienated, the settler, or his representatives, shall be entitled to a patent for the land. 
Provided such patentee is then a subject of Her Majesty by birth or naturalization. 


When both parents die, leaving a child or children under age, the executors or 
guardians may sell the lands for the benefit of the infant child or children, but for no other 
purpose. 


The purchaser, in such case, shall acquire the absolute title by the purchase, and be 
entitled to obtain a patent for the land from the Crown upon payment of the office fees, &c. 


The title to lands to be acquired under the above provisions, remains in the Crown 
until the issue of the patent therefor, and such lands ave not therefore liable to be taken 
in execution before the issue of the patent. 


In case it is proved to the satisfaction of the land officer that the settler has abandoned 
the land entered by him, for more than six months at any time, then the land shall revert 
to the Crown. 


Any person who has availed himself of the foregoing provisions may at any time, 
before the expiration of the three years obtain a patent for the land entered upon by him on 
paying the pre-emption price thereof, and making proof of settlement and cultivation from 
the date of entry to the time of payment. 


Proof of actual settlement and cultivation is made by the affidavit of the claimant, 
made before the proper Land Officer, corroborated by the testimony of two credible 
witnesses. 

All assignments and transfers of homestead rights prior to the issuing of the patent ar® 
null and void, but will be deemed prima facie evidence of abandonment and give cause for 
the cancellation of the claim. 


A settler relinqaishing or abandoning his claim cannot thereafter make a second entry. 
A person who has settled on a tract, and filed his application for pre-emption right may 
at any time substitute therefor an application for a homestead right. 
Exemption of Certain Lands. 


The following lands shall not be the subjects of pre-emption or homestead rights, nor 
of ordinary sales under these regulations :— 


Lands allotted to the Hudson’s Bay Company under the terms of the transfer of the 
North-West Territory to Canada. 


Lands reserved for schools. 


Wood lands set apart as such for supplying settlers with building materials, fuel and 
fencing, and pine lands. 


Portions of the public lands selected as the sites of towns or villages. 
Lands actually settled and occupied for the purposes of trade. 
Mineral lands. 

Mill sites. ; 


Reservation for Inter-Oceanic Railway. 


At any time after the first day of May, A.D. 1874, the Governor in Council may, 
subject to then existing rights, withdraw from the operation of the above system land to the 
width of three full townships on each side of the line finally sanctioned for the Inter-Oceanic 
Railway, and may also terminate after the same day the free homestead system above

DEVOIRS DANS LE CAMP. 

Les devoirs ordinaires de routine & remplir dans 
ces camps d’exercices seront, a part les modifications 
exigées par les circonstances, les mémes que ceux 
remplis par les troupes en service actif suivant la 
tenure des réglements. 

Au point du jour un coup de canon sera tiré par

Tl y aura un officier supérieur, et un officier 
de santé du jour de nommés chaque jour dans 
les ordres de brigade, et avec Jlofficier pour- 
voyeur ils formeront le bureau dinspection pour 
lexamen des provisions fournies par les contrac- 
teurs pour l’usage des troupes.

troupes, compagnies et corps, de fournir aux 
quartiers-maitres des corps, le rapport de rations de 
chaque jour, sur lequel les quartiers-maitres base- 
ront le rapport général de rations qui doit tre passé 
4 Pofficier pourvoyeur. 

Tl sera du devoir des majors de brigade de garder 
un régistre de tous devoirs de la brigade, et de donner 
chaque jour, aux adjudants des corps, les ordres 
pour le jour suivant, et les adjudants devront se 
présenter 4 la tente du major de brigade 4 l'heure 
fixée pour recevoir ces ordres.

DisciPLine. 

1. A moins d’une stricte discipline, il est impos-

1. With a view to promote greater efficiency in the 
Active Militia of the Dominion, by affording toa 
considerable portion of the Force a longer period for 
Military training at the Annual Drill for 1871-72, in 
combined bodies, an increase in the amount of 
appropriation for Annual Drill, and camp purposes 
has been voted by Parliament, sufficient to provide 
for the training of a considerable number of men in 
Brigade Camps of Exercise for sixteen days continuous 
Drill the Officers, Non-Commissioned Officers, and 
men attending such camps being paid, practised, 
and maintained, as if on Active Service. 

2. As the number of men attending Brigade 
Camps of Exercise organized ‘for sixteen days 
continuous Drill must be limited to the amount of 
money available for this purpose, the strength of

6. Tents, Blankets, Fuel for cooking, and straw for 
Bedding, will also be issued free of cost to all corps 
attending Brigade Camps organized for Sixteen days 
drill. 

7. Seventy five cents per day will be allowed to 
mounted officers of infantry, as well as to officers, non- 
commissioned officers and men of mounted corps for 
one horse each, also for every horse attached to Field 
Batteries of Artillery, but this allowance will only 


Drills at any such Camp—forage also free of cost will 
be issued in kind on the following scale, viz : 10 lbs. 
oats. 14 lbs. hay, and 4 lbs. straw for each horse so 
certified to. 

8. Every Troop, Company or Corps, attending 
Brigade Camps will bring with them their own Camp 
kettles, Tins or cooking utensils, and in consideration 
thereof a special allowance of $6 per Troop or 
Company who actually perform the Drillin Camp 
will be allowed, and may be charged at the end of 
the Acquittance Rolls, on a certificate from the 
Commanding Officer at the end of the Roll, that they 
have been provided by the Treop, Company or 
Corps, and on the breaking up of the encampment 
the camp kettles will be taken in charge of the 
Quarter Masters of Battalions, or Officers Command- 
ing Corps.

10. Camp equipage will be issued under the 
superintendence of Brigade Majors, assisted by the 
Camp Quarter Master, to the Quarter Masters of 
Corps, and taken over by them from all Corps on 
the breaking up of the eneampment, and all dam- 
ages to, or loss of Camp equipage, will be deducted 
from the men’s pay, and be assessed by Brigade 
Majors before the corps leave Camp. Officers 
commending Companies and corps will be careful 
to make this known to all under their command. 

11. Hourteen clear days will be spent in camp,—- 
one day will be allowed to proceed to, and one day 
to return from the camp—a period of sixteen days 
in all—during which period all officers being then 
on duty will be governed by military rules, and 
subject to the Queen’s Regulations and articles of 


War.

12. Arrangements for the transport ef all Corps 
proceeding to and from Brigade camps by Rail or 
Steamboat will be made by the Deputy Adjutants 
General commanding Districts under special agree 
ments to be made prior to the day of encampment 
provided Deputy Adjutants General can makesatis- 
factory arrangements with Railway or steamboat 
companies for economical Transport. 


13. When Railway or water comiunication is 
not available for the whole journey, an allowance 
in lieu of transport for such portion of the distance 
necessarily travelled over ordinary roads by waggon 
at the rate of twelve cents per mile for each officer, 
and six cents per mile for each non-commissioned 
officer and man, whose corps or company Head 
Quarters are distant more than three miles from 
the place of encampment, will be allowed—this rate 
to cover the journey both ways, and the amount is 
to be added to the company pay-lists and paid to 
the Captain before leaving camp. 

14. Officers Commandingcompanies or corps will 
require each man to provide himself, before leaving 
home, with a suflicient quantity of cooked rations 
for the day or days proceeding to camp, and for 
the day or days on which they may be travell- 
ing, they will be paid for such number of rations 
as they would have been entitled to in camp, at the 
same rate as paid to the contractor—and forage re- 
quired whilst travelling will be paid for in like 
manner. 

15. Deputy Adjutants General will, previous to 
the formation of these Brigade Camps, nominate 
four officers belonging tothe Active Militia within 
their respective Districts 1o assist them during such 
period as these camps of exercise may be in 
operation, in carrying out the numerous important 
matters of detail connected therewith.

17. The Camp Quarter Master will assist 
Brigade Majors in issuing to, and taking over 
from, the various corps, all articles of camp equip- 
age. He will issue Daily the Ball ammunition 
required for Target practice by the Companies and 
Corps detailed, also Blank ammunition when 
required for Field Days, and he will exercise a 
general supervision over the cleanliness of the camp. 
One Tent will be allowed for every tenmen, and 
one N. C., officer will be placedin charge of such 
men. One Tentwill be allowed to every Regimental 
Field Officer, and one Tent for the Company officérs, 
one Tent to each Surgeon and another Tent as the 
Regimental Hospital Tent, one Tent as Commis- 
sariat Store when no better place for Storage can 
be obtained, one Guard Tent to every Battalion 
and one Tent will be allowed to each of the Staff 
Officers.

will be the referee and sole umpire in all cases of 
dispute as to accurracy of marking, &e. ; he will be 
responsible for the target practice returns, which, » 
on the conclusion of each day’s firing, he wi'l 
carefully collect and record, initialing the whole 
for purposes of verification, handing in the same to 
the various Brigade Majors in accordance with 
such instructions as may be issued ; he will also 
carry out any further orders connected with 
Musketry Instruction which may be issued by tie 
Officer Commanding the Camp. 

19. The Orderly Officer will perform such duties 
as the Deputy Adjutant General or the Officer 
Commanding the Brigade may direct. He will 
receive no extra pay but only the net rate of pay 
of his Regimental rank and should be a Subaltern 
Officer. 

20. Canteens for the supply of such extra 
provisions or articles as may be required, will be 
allowed at the discretion of the Officer Command- 
ing the Camp, but under no circumstances will 
spirituous liquors of any kind be allowed into™ 
Camp ; and it will be a special duty of the Field 
Officer of the day to visit frequently all Canteens, 
and to take care that this order is strictly observed. 
Tn the event of any Sutler selling or bringing 
spirituous liquor into Camp, hes to be turned out 
and not re-admitted. 

21. The necessary forms of marching in, and 
marching out states, ration and musketry returns 
&e., required for these Brigade Camps, will be 
furnished from Head Quarters to Deputy Adjutants 
General Commanding Districts for distribution to 
Corps attending Camps, but officers Commanding 
Battelions and Corps will be required to furnish 
the necessary regimental stationery, Daily Parade 
States, Guard and Sick Reports—as heretofore— 
and all Corps will bring with them their Regimental 
and Company Order and Defaulter Books. 

22. Each non-commissioned officer and man 
proceeding to camp to be fully equipped, including 
Knapsack or Great Coat Straps, Great Coat, 
Haversack, Water Bottle, Drinking Mug, Tin 
Plate, Knife, Fork and Spoon, Towel and Soap, 
Combs and Brushes, and an extra pair of Socks. 
Shakos or Busbies need not be brought, Forage 
Caps only being required, officers will wear their 
undress uniform only, and white covers for Forage 
Caps may be worn by both officers and men, at the 
discretion of Commanding officers of Corps, provided 
uniformity in every Corps is observed. 


Pay REGULATIONS FOR THE GUIDANCE OF BATTALION 
PAYMASTERS. 


1. Every Battalion and Provisional Battalion, 
will be provided with a regularly appointed pay- 
master. who will be responsible for the correct and 
punctual fulfilment of the duties prescribed. 

2. Immediately on the assembling of the Active 
Militia in camp, Battalion Paymasters will draw 
up an accurate Nominal and Numerical Roll of the 
officers, non-commissioned officers, and privates of 
their Corps, with a column of remarks shewing 
when any man becomes non-effective, a copy of 
which Roll with an abstract, shewing the actual 
strength of the Corps or Battalion in camp must be 
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forwarded through the Commanding Officer, to the 
District Paymaster, accompanied by an estimate on 
form to be furnished, of the amount of pay required 
for the period of drill. 

3. It will also be the duty of Battalion Pay- 
masters to collect from the Captains of Companies 
the Acquittance Rolls after being duly signed, and 
which must bear the genuine signature of each 
Active Militia man, and pay only will be issued to 
the officers, non-commissioned officers, and men of 
the Active Militia for the day or days they are 
actually present in duty with their Corps in Camp. 

4. Commanding officers of Corps and Paymasters 
will be held responsible that the Acquittance Rolls 
are completed, together with accounts for camp 
kettles and the special Transport allowance, author- 
ized, properly signed, and examined, at least two 
days before the Camp breaks up. 

5. The Annual Drill Pay will be issued to Cap- 
tains of Companies in the usual manner by the 
District Paymaster who will be present in Camp 
with the pay, at least one day previous to the 
breaking up of the Camp, by which means the men 
can be paid before they are dismissed to their 
homes. 

6. The whole of the officers, non-commissioned 
officers, and men, ‘will be paid before leaving camp, 
and those non-commissioned officers, and men win- 
ners of Government money Shooting Prizes, will 
likewise be paid at the same time, on the certificate 
of the Brigade Musketry Instructor, countersigned 
by the commanding officer of the Corps and ap- 
proved by the officer commanding the Camp. 

7. No Regimental or Staff Officer can under any 
circumstances receive pay unless he has been regu- 
larly appointed to the Corps, Battalion, or Provi- 
sional Battalion. 

8. No pay can be granted for Brevet Rank of 
any kind. 

9. No expenditure connected with the Camps 
other than for the services herein provided for will 
be sanctioned, unless authority for the samé has 
been previouslygobtained. 


SUPPLY REGULATIONS. 


When the formation of a Brigade Camp is auth- 
orized at any place under the above regulations, 
the Deputy Adjutant General of the District 
within which such Brigade Camp may be formed 
will call for tenders from tradesmen in the locality 
by advertisement in some local newspaper, and by 
causing handbills to be posted at least a month 
prior to date of assembly in camp, for supplies of 
food, fuel wood, forage, and straw required for 
issue during the continuance of the camp. Tenders, 
for approval of the Minister of Militia and Defence 
to be sent in on blank forms, with printed condi- 
tions. thereon, as supplied by the Department 
——and some known person residing in the locality 
of the proposed camp should be named in the ad- 
vertisement and handbills, from whom persons 
desirous of tendering for supplies may obtain the 
necessary blank forms to enable them to do so. 

Previous to theassembly of the corps in camp a 
supply officer will be named, who will be under the 
immediate direction of the officers commanding the 
camp, and whose duty will be to receive supplies 
from the several contractors, see that they are 
strictly in accordance with contract, and, when 
approved, to issue the same on ration returns, or 
requisitions to the several corps in camp entitled to 
receive them. It will also be his duty, immedi- 
ately after the breaking up of camp, to make up 


his accounts of receipts and issues, and certify the 
accounts of contractors in accordance therewith,— 
also to send through Officer Commanding Camp 
for District Paymaster an abstract of receipts and 
issues, with the original Ration Returns and requi- 
sitions, as vouchers for the accounts to be paid. 

Rations will be drawn for use by the several 
Corps upon daily Ration Returns. The necessary 
printed forms will be supplied by the Department. 
As cooked rations are to be provided by the 
several Corps before leaving their homes or Com- 
pany headquarters for use while travelling to the 
Camp, the first issue of rations will be made on 
the morning following the day of arrival of each 
Corps in Camp. 

The commanding officer of any corps is only 
allowed to draw rations for the actual number of 
officers, non-commissioned officers and men of his 
corps present in camp for the day such rations are 
required. 

The officer commanding the camp will make 
requisition upon the supply officer, for such rations 
as may be required for the Brigade Staff doing 
duty in camp. 

The daily supply of rations for battalions to be 
asked for and received from issuing officer in bulk 
—the distribution to companies therein will be 
made by the battalion quarter master. 

The same form to be used by troops, batteries 
and companies, and the Ration Returns, when re- 
ceived by the quarter master from the several 
companies in battalion, will form the basis for his 
demand upon the issuing officer for the rations in 
bulk required for the day for his battalion. 

The description of supplies and conditions for 
their receipt In camp, inspection, issue, and pay- 
ment will be as under :— 


Meat. 

1. The beef shall be ox or heifer ; the mutton 
shall be wether or ewe. Both to be of the best 
quality, properly fed, and to be well slaughtered, 
at least 12 hours before the time of issue. The 
beef to consist of equal proportions of fore and 
hind-quarters ; the heads, necks, offal, and the 
shank for four inches above the knee, ana upper 
hock joint, to be excluded, and none of the suet 
to be withdrawn. The quarter of beef to weigh 
not less than 100 Ibs. The mutton to be issued in 
whole carcasses, and the heads, offal, and shanks 
below the knee and hock-joints to be excluded, and 
none of the suet or kidneys to be removed. The 
carcasses of mutton to weigh not less than 32 Ibs. 

2. The contractor shall deliver the beef or 
mutton aforesaid at his own expense, into the camp 
issuing store for inspection, at hours to be ap- 
pointed by, and on the orders of, the proper officer. 
The issues to be made in the proportion of five 
days beef and two days mutton in each week. 

3. The contractor must, as directed, cut the 
meat in pieces of such size as may be reqnired for 
issue ; and also provide, without charge, suitable 
weighing scales, for use in camp by the officer ap- 
pointed to receive and issue rations. 

4. As only the number of pounds of meat aciu- 
ally required for issue to the force in camp will be 
paid for, the charge ef any surplus which may have 
been delivered by the contractor on any day in 
excess of the actual quantity required for issue that 
day, must be assumed by such contractor. 


BREAD. 
1. The bread shall be sweet and wholesome ; to 
be made of inspected strong superfine fall wheat 
flour of the best quality, with sound hop and malt 
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yeast ; to be baked on tiles or bricks, without pans 
or shapes, in loaves of 2 lbs weight each. To be 
12 hours drawn from the oven before delivery, and 
to keep sweet and good for 24 hours afterwards. 

2. The contractor shall deliver the bread afore- 
said at his own expense, at the camp store at 
hours to be appointed by, and on the orders of the 
supply officer. 

PoratorEs. 

The potatoes to be of good size, sound and free 

from decay. and to weigh 60lbs. per bushel. 
COFFEE. 

The Coffee to be pure, browned and ground, ac- 
cording to sample submitted by the contraetor with 
his tender for the supply, and to be delivered at 
the Camp issuing stores in packvges of such weight 
as may be directed by the Supply Officer. 

TEA. 

The Tea to be good and similar in quality to 
sample submitted by the contractor with his tender 
for the supply, and to be delivered at the Camp 
issuing stores in packages of such weight as may be 


directed by the supply Officer. 


SuGAr. 

The sugar to be bright muscovado of good quality, 
aecording to sample submitted, and fres from adul- 
teration, to be delivered in packages under same 
regulations as provided for Coffee and Tea. _ 


SauT AND PEPPER 

The salt to be the ordinary coarse table salt. 
The pepper to be black, to be free from adulteration, 
and to be ground. Both salt and pepper to be de- 
livered in packages as provided for coffee, tea and 
sugar. 

Fur, Woop. 

1. The Fuel wood shall be of good quality, sound, 
seasoned and sufficiently split, and shall be cut in 
the winter preceding the first delivery. Logs of a 
large size with projecting knots, or crooked, raft or 
drift wood, or wood which appears to have been in 
the water, shall not be accepted. 

2. The Contractors shall deliver the wood at the 
Camp at the time appointed, and shall stack it one 
cord high for examination and measurement. 

3. The Ration of Fuel wood for issue will be one 
inch Running Measure. Officers Mess, consisting 
of 8 or more Officers, 12 Rations daily. Officers 
Mess, of not less than 8 officers, 1} rations each 
daily. Non-Commissionedofficersandmen. Cook- 
ing allowance each of + of a ration, or 1 ration to 7 
men. 

ForaGE 

1. The forage shall be of the best quality, good, 
sweet, dry and clean. The Oats to weigh not less 
than 36lbs per minot, or 34 Ibs per bushel. The 
Hay and straw to be sweet and clean, and free from 


weeds and thistles ; the latter to be oaten, wheaten, ; 


or rye. 

2. The contractor shall deliver the forage at his 
own expense at the camp forage store at the time 
appointed by the supply Officer, and maintain 
therein a reserve equal to one week’s supply for the 
horses in camp. He shall also keep an agent at the 
camp storeto issue the forage as it is required, upon 
the cheques or orders of the supply officer. 

3. The forage to be calculated and issved in 
rations, consisting of 10lbs oats, 14lbs. hay, and 4 
Ibs straw. Extra Forage, which may b3 required 
in addition to the rations, shall be calculated at per 
1T00lbs. Each ration of hay and ration of straw to 
be tied up in separate bundles when issued by con- 
tractor. 

4. The contractor shall furnish, when required 


by the sipply officer, bran in lieu of oats, in the 

proportion of 14lbs. bran for a ration of oats; but 

not beyond oneration of bran to each horse per week 

except for sick horses, for which rations of bran shall 

be supplied daily by the Contractor when required. 
STRAW FOR MEN. 

1. The Straw shall be oaten, clean, dry and free 
from thistles and weeds. To be delivered in bundles 
of 151bs. each at the camp store in such quantities 
and at such times as may be required. 

2. The issue of straw to corps when under canvas 
will be contingent upon the officer commanding the 
camp certifying to the issue being necessary. 

3. When straw is so required to be issued the 
scale will be as follows, and is not to be exceeded :— 
15Ibs. per man, which is considered sufficient for 
the whole period of the encampment, whether used 
in the shape of loose straw, or converted into mats. 

4, No straw will be allowed for those tents for 
which tent flooring is supplied, and tent flooring 
will not be issued to corps under canvas except when 
they are encamped in the vicinity ofa District store, 
and there is a supply available for issue. 

5. Paillasses will not be supplied to corps under 
canvas. 

CONDITIONS TO BE OBSERVED. 

If any contractor shall fail to deliver at the time 
and place appointed any of the supplies cont.acted 
for and required in camp, the supply officer shall, 
under direction of the commanding officer, forthwith 
pvxchase the-supplies which may be deficient, and 
the extra cost, if any, of the articles purchased, 
shall be deducted from any sums which may become 
due to such contractor. 

The officer commanding may, whenever he deems 
fit, appoint a board to inspect any supply offered 
by any contractor for issue, and if the board be of 
opinion that the supply offered is not of the quality 
specified in the contract, it shall be rejected, and the 
supply officer, under direction of the commanding 
officer, shall, without further appeal, purchase the 
necessary supply in place of that rejected, to be paid 
for as provided in the proceeding clause. 

The value of the several supplies furnished under 
contract will be paid by the Department of Milua 
and Defence through the District Paymaster on final 
completion of contract. Accounts in duplicate must 
be prepared on the prescribed form, and the receipts 
of the receiving officer must be attached as vouchers 

Payment will only be made to contractors for the 
actual quantity issued as rations to Corps in camp 
of such supplies as are contracted for.

MepicaL REGULATIONS. 

1. The medical arrangements for every battalion 
and corps will be carried out regimentally under 
the direction of the medical officer of each battalion 
and corps. A portable medicine chest, with the 
requisite supply of medicine, é&c., will be furnished 
by Government to every battalion of infantry, 
field battery of artillery, and squadron of cavalry ; 
and on the breaking up of camp these medicine 
chests will be retained in charge of commanding 
officers of corps, and such medicines, &c., as may 
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have been expended replaced on application to ]|admitted as to quality. This Board will assemble 


head quarters, in order that they may be at all 
times available for active service. 

2. One medical officer will be detailed daily for 
duty in the camp, as brigade medical officer of the 
day. This officer will remain in the camp during 
his tour of duty ; and a medical officer wil] be de- 
tailed daily for duty at the rifle range, and attend 
during the rifle practice. With the exception of 
those detailed for the above duties, all medical offi- 
cers will attend and accompany their corps upon 
the occasion of brigade and other field days. 

3. Such wine or spirituous liquor, as may be 
prescribed for use in cases of iliness must if procur- 
ed be paid for by the person requiring same. The 
attention of medical officers of corps is specially 
called to paragraphs 138, 140 and 141 of the 
Orders and Regulatiens of the Active Militia. 

No expense to be incurred by medical officers on 
account of Government without previous authority 
for such being obtained. 

Medical officers will, from day to day, keep a 
list of the names of all men and officers to whom 
medicines or medical advice may be given during 
the 16 days’ drill,—according to Form A, page 54, 

Regulations for the Active Militia,—stating the 
medicines given in each case, and transmit a copy 
to head quarters on the breaking up of camp, to- 
gether with a list of such medicines as are expend- 
ed out of chest and which requive replenishing. 

In all cases of serious accident, the medical 
officer shall, in conjunction with the commanding 
officer of the corps, make such immediate arrange- 
ments as may be necessary, and make a minute re- 
port to head quarters of all circumstances at once ; 
and the medical officer in charge will make a week- 
ly report of the state of his patients, through the 
commanding officer, to head quarters. 

The medical officer of the day will inspect the 
camp vicinity, the guard tents, cooking kitchens, 
and latrines, and will report any dirty or un- 
healthy condition he may find to the command- 
ing officer. 


Duties in Camp. 


The ordinary routine duties to be observed in 
these camps of exercise will be such, modified by 
circumstances, as would be observed by troops on 
active service, as laid down by Regwlations. 

One gun will be fired by the field battery at day- 
break, immediately after which the Reveille will be 
played by bands or corps of drums and fifes belong 
ing to battalions appointed daily for this duty in 
succession ; and at sunset another gun will be fired, 
when the Retreat will be sounded in the same man- 
ner as detailed above. The breakfast hour will be 
at 8 a.m., dinner at 1 p.m., and the evening meal 
at 6 p.m. Tattoo will be sounded at half-past 
nine, wher the reports will be collected and handed 
to the field officer of the day by orderly officers of 
battalions and corps ; and at ter o'clock the bugle 
will sound for lights to be extinguished; atter 
which no one will be allowed out of camp except 
passed by authority, and all officers and men must 
sleep in Camp. 

There will bea field officer and medical officer of 
the day appointed daily in Brigade Orders, and in 
addition to the supply officer, they will form the 
Board of Inspection and Examination as to the 
quality of the provisions supplied by the contractors 
for issue to the troops. The decision of the officers 
composing this Boatd will be final as to the rejec- 
tion or otherwise of the daily rations; and when 
such are passed, no complaints will afterwards be 


at the time of the delivery of the Provisions in 
Camp. : 


DistRisuTIoN OF RATIONS. 

Simultaneously with the assembly of the above 
Board of Examination, the Quarter Masters, and 
Quarter Master Sergeants of Corps, acecompanied 
by the Orderly Corporals of Troops, Companies or, 
Corps, and one Orderly from each of the Troop and 
Company Messes, will attend at the place appointed 
for the receipt and issue of Rations, and after 
Quarter Masters have received over from the Sup- 
ply Officer, in bull, the quantity of provisions their 
respective Corps is entitled to, they will distribute 
to the Orderly Corporals of Troops, Companies and 
Corps, the quantities such Corps have to receive, 
when the same will be sub-divided into the proper 
proportion for each Mess by the Orderly Corporals. 

Tt will be the duty of the Orderly Sergeants of 
Troops, Companies, and Corps, to furnish the 
Quarter Masters of Corps with the daily Ration 
Return of such, upon which Quarter Masters will 
base the general Ration Return for the Supply 
Officer. 

It will be the duty of Brigade Majors to keep 
the roster of all Brigade duties and to issue daily 
to the Adjutants of Corps the Orders for the follow- 
ing day, and Adjutants are to attend at the Brigade 
Major’s tent at the hour appointed to receive such 
orders. 

Tt will be the duty of 
Officers’ roster of duty for 
and to promulgate under instructions from; their 
Commanding Officers the necessary orders, the 
Sergeant Major, will give out the orders to 
Orderly Sergeants of Troops, Companies and Corps 
and keep the N. C. Officers duty roster. 

There will be an Inlying Piquet told off daily 
from every Corps in Camp, whose duty it will be, 
under the Officer Commanding the Brigade and 
Field Officer of the day, to patrol in the vicinity of 
the Camp or in such other places as may be direct- 
ed, for the purpose of checking any irregularities 
on the part of any men belonging to their own 
Corps,and bringing back any unauthorized absentees 
to Camp, but except under urgent and unavoidabla 
circumstances, the piquet of one Corps will not in- 
terfere with men of another. 

Officers Commanding Brigade Camps will take 
care that the number of men detailed daily for 
Guard and Sentries, also for Regimental duties, do 
not exceed the usual number authorised by the 
Queen’s Regulations and the customs observed in 
the Regular Army. i 

A Field Officer of the day, taken in succession 
according to Seniority from all Regimental Lieut.- 
Colonels and Majors, will be detailed daily in Bri. 
gade Orders. ~ 

The Deputy Adjutant General Commanding will 
appoint from the Field Officers present a Board for 
the examination of officers, as contemplated by 
paragraph 51 of the ‘“ Regulations and Orders” and 
appoint such days for the assembling thereof as he 
may think most convenient. The printed questions 
for the written examination will be supplied from 
Head Quarters, and special questions will be fur- 
nished for Cavalry and Artillery. 


Adjutants to keep the 
their respective Corps, 


DISCIPLINE. : 

1. Unless strict discipline be observed men 
cannot be formed into an effective and formidable 
military body—good discipline is acquired by a 
constant and habitual obedience to orders withont 


murniur and without question—and the officers, 
non-commissioned officers and men of all corps are 
reminded of this, , 

2. Commanding officers of corps in dealing with 
any cases of irregularity which may occur, are in 
all first offences not of a serious or aggravated 
nature to have recourse to admonition, but on 
repetition of offence the minor punishment author- 
ized should be enforced according to the nature and 
degree of the offence, every repetition of an act of 
drunkenness will be visited by the stoppage of one 
days pay, and the confinement to Camp of the 
Offenders at the discretion of the Commanding 
Officer, and with a view to the prevention of 
irregularities, every effort should be made by 
Commanding, and all other officers, to stop the 
introduction of all spirituous and intoxicating 
liquors into Camp, for it may generally be relied 
on that when drunkenness can be prevented there 
will be no crime. 

3. In the event of any man being found with 
spirituous liquor in his possession while in Camp, 
or bringing the same into Camp, the liquor is to 
be immediately thrown away, and the man should 
be punished by his Commanding officer. 

The minor punishments that may be awarded by 
.Cammanding Officers are confinement to the Camp 
for any period not exceeding 14 days, and stoppage 
of pay accompanied by confinement to camp for 
repeated drunkenness. Men awarded punlshment of 
confinement to Camp by their Commanding 
-Officers will not be allowed beyond the precincts 
of the Camp (except on duty,) during the period of 
confinement to Camp awarded, and they will in 
addition to taking their own share of Brigade and 
Regimental duty, be employed as an extra duty, 
under the direction of the Camp Quarter Master, 
in preserving the cleanliness of the Camp. 

4, Should any grave offence, or breach of disci- 
pline, occur (during the annual training) which 
might seem to require cognizance by Court Martial, 
the case will be recorded with full particulars to 
the Adjutant General at Head Quarters, and no 
action taken (beyond placing the offender in 
confinement) pending instructions. 


TARGET PRACTICE REGULATIONS. 


1. The non-commissioned officers and men of all 
corps armed with the Snider Rifle will fire five 
rounds at 200 yards, five rounds at 400 yards, and 
flve rounds at 600 yards, and money prizes with 
badges will be given by Government to the best 
shot in every Company, Corps, Battalion and 
Military District, who perform the prescribed 
course of Target Practice at the annual drill, as 
follows, viz— 

To the best shot in every Company or Corps 
$5, with badge. 'To the best shot in every Battalion, 
$10, with badge. To the best shot in every Dis- 
trict, $15, with badge ; and the Adjutant General 
of Militia will give a prize of $50, with a silver 
medal, to the best shot with the Snider Rifle in the 
Active Militia of the Dominion for the year 1871. 


9. The annual target practice of all Brigades, 
and Batteries of artillery, whenever practicable, 
will be carried out with Field Guns, or guns of 
position at their disposal, under special instructions 
from the Inspector of Artillery—and money prizes, 
with Artillery badges will be given by Government : 
To the best shot in every brigade or Field Battery 
of Artillery, $10 with badge. fo the best shot in 
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every Garrison Battery, $5, with badge. Troops of 
cavalry, or other corps armed with the Spencer 
Carbine, will fire five rounds at 200 and five at 
400 yards, the best shot in such corps will receive 
a prize of $5, with badge—and where troops of 
cavalry are formed into a regiment, a prize of $10, 

with badge, in addition to the troop prizes, to the 

best shotin such Regiment The Grand Trunk 
Brigade will carry out its annual target practice at 
such times during the season as may be directed by 
the Commandant, and will be entitled to receive 
the prizes before mentioned, and this brigade will 
also be entitled to receive the district prize of $15. 
To entitle a company or corps to compete for and 
receive the above prizes, not less than 2 of its es- 
tablishment or authorized strength must be present 
at the time and perform the prescribed annual drill 
and target practice (and the men to be bona fide 
enrolled members of the same aceording to the 
Militia Act (their names being duly registered in 
the company target returns. To entitle a battalion 
or brigade of artillery to receive the battalion 
prize, all its companies or batteries must have 
been exercised, and have established a figure of 
merit, as laid down, and with the strength as men- 
tioned above, at the prescribed course of target 
praetice at theannual drill. The above prizes for 
good shooting will only be open to the non-com- 

missioned officers and men of tha Active Militia, 
and officers are not to practise during the annual 

course prescribed for the non-commissioned officers 
andmen. It is directed that the target shall be 
4 feet wide at 200 yards, bulls-eye 8 inches square, 
and two feet centre ; at 400 and 600 yards, 6 feet 
wide, with a bulls-eye 2 feet square anda centre 4 
feet square. Bulls-eye to count 4. Centre 3, and 
an Outer 2, at all ranges. Position when firing 
shall be, standing at 200 and kneeling at 400, and 
any position at 600 yards, but without artificial 
rests. 

7. The figures of merit for a company, battalion 
or district, will be obtained by dividing the total 
number of points obtained at the three ranges,— 
200, 400 and G00 yards-—-by the number of men 
actually firing and carrying out the quotient to 
two places of decimals. 


8. The best shot in the company, battalion, dis- 
trict and Dominion, will be that man who obtains 
the greatest number of points at the thre distances, 


viz: 200, 400 and 600 yards. 


9. Ties would be decided by the greatest number 
of points obtained at 600 yards ; if stilla tie, by 
the greatest number at 400 yards ; if stilla tie, by 
the greatest number at 200 yards ; if stilla tie, by 
the inverse order of shots counting backwards from 
600 yards. 

10. The prescribed course of Target Practice will 
be performed by the different Companies, under the 
command of the Captains, who will keep and sign 
the register of each man’s performance, certifying 
the same as correct. 

11. At the conclusion of the training the Regis- 
ter, of Target Practice will be sent by the Brigade 
Musketry Instructor to Brigade Majors, who will 
make out District Returns from the Company 
Returns and forward them to the Deputy Adje- 
tants General, for transmission to Head Quarters. 

12. The greatest possible accuracy must be ob- 
served in keeping the Registers, as on these depend 
the selection of Individuals for the Annual Phizes. 

13. As a general rule, there should. be two 
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markers in each butt, oneN. C. O., and one man of 
a different Company to the one firing—and a Bugler 
at the firing point. 

14, Themusketry Instructor will beon the ground 
during the time each Company is firing its course, 
to see that the course is conducted according to 
Regulation. 


FIELD EXERCISE AND EVOLUTIONS. 


As a general rule, when not otherwise directed 
by officers commanding brigades, there will be 
three daily parades for drill for all companies and 
corps of infantry, not engaged at target practice, at 
the following hours, viz. :— 

At 6 a.m., for company drill under captains or 
officers commanding companies, superintended by 
the field officers; at 10 a. m., for battalion drill 
under commanding officers of battalions ; and, at 3 
or 4 p. m., the whole brigade will parade under the 
Deputy Adjutant General, or senior officer com- 
manding, for brigade drill and exercise. 

At the morning parades for company drill, under 
captains or officers commanding companies, the 
movements and exercises contained in part II. of 
the Infantry Field Exercise Book (latest edition), 
will be practised from pages 58 to 101; and especial 
care will be taken to instruct each company in the 
mode of skirmishing as laid down at page 91 to 
101, every company officer will also be practised 
at these morning parades in the mode of sizing, 
forming and telling off a company, also in the 
proper. mode of inspecting a company, and in the 
manual and platoon exercise ; the men will be in- 
structed in the manual exercise prescribed for the 
short rifle, except as regards the mode of fixing 
and unfixing bayonets, in which instance the direct 
tions laid down for the long rifle will be followed. 
All orders contained in the Field Exercise for the 
guidance of troops carrying the short rifle, are 
applicable to men although armed with the long 
rifle, and whilst performing the platoon exercise, 
both officers and men are to be instructed in posi- 
tion and aiming drill, as laid down in the book of 
Rifle Exercises and Musketry Instruction at page 
176 to 185. Officers and men will also be 
practised in the mode of mounting and relieving 
guard, in marching reliefs, in posting and relieving 
sentries, in challenging at night, im receiving grand 
or visiting rounds, and in paying the proper com- 
pliments, and the non-commissioned otlicers and 
men will be instructed in the mode of saluting, as 
laid down in section 6, part I., page 14, of the 
Field Exercise. It is not necessary that the men 
should be instructed in the slow step. 

At the parades for battalion drill, the Field 
Officers and Adjutants will be mounted, and the 
companies equalized. The strength of each com- 
pany to be not less than twenty files, if possible. 
Battalions will be practised in the mode of firing, 
prescribed at page 106 of the Infantry Field Exer- 
cise Book, when the battalion is in line at close 
order, in forming advanced and rear guards, and 
in skirmishing as directed at page 205 to 224 ; 
they will also be practised in the following move- 
ments when at close order, viz.:—advancing and 
retiring in line, taking ground to a flank in fours, 
and in column of companies, advancing and retir- 
ing from line in direct echellon of companies, 
charging front in line on a flank company forward 
by the echellon” movement, and in the usual 
column formations, and deployments from columns. 

Whenever the brigades parade for field man- 
eeuvres, the whole of the corps will attend (the 


necessary guards and one cook per troop or com- 
pany only being left in camp). At these parades 
the troops will be drawn up in such manner as the 
officer commanding the brigade may direct, and 
will then move off a short distance from camp in 
column of route, throwing out advanced, flank 
and rear guards, moving always as if in the 
close vicinity or actual presence of an enemy, de- 
ploying from time to time as circumstances and 
the nature of the ground may suggest into a line 
of battle, posting each arm of the service so as to 
afford mutual support. The usual pesition for 
field artillery is laid down at page 278 of the 
Field Exercise Book, and the principles upon 
which these manceuvres should be conducted in 
contradistinction to mere drill, is explained at page 
279, but the officer commanding the brigade will 
exercise his own judgment in placing artillery, 
taking care never te detach Jess than two guns, 
and on all occasions to have them protected by in- 
fantry supports. ‘Lhe brigades should be praetised 
in iaking up positions for defence, or forming for 
purposes of attack, in the mode of attaeking and 
carrying positions, and in retiring as if in presence 
of a superior force, in regular military order, from 
one position to another, the various arms support- 
img, covering and relieving one another in retreat 
where time and circumstances will admit. When- 
ever circumstances will admit the troops should 
be exercised, whilst taking up positions for 
defence, in creating artificial, where no natural 
cover is advailable, by constructing — shelter 
trenches, for the infantry in the manner laid down 
in the Field Exercise Book, and in throwing up 
bresstworks to protect the field batteries. Very 
valuable practice may also be afforded on these 
field days by dividing brigades into two forces, 
under commanders previously named in brigade 
orders, one side to act on the offensive and the 
other on the defensive. The troops on these occa- 
sions being supplied with blank ammunition. By 
carrying out properly this system of practical field 
days, varied with sham battles, officers and men 
are best instructed in their duties, and their mili- 
tary intelligence becomes greatly developed. 

The drill for all troops of cavalry and mounted 
corps, when such are not required for brigade exer- 
cise, will be carried out regimentally by the officers 
commanding, and the mode of forming advanced 
and rear guards practised as laid down in the 
cavalry regulations ; also the mode of extending 
as mounted skirmishers. and in firing with blank 
ammunition when mounted, whenever circumstan- 
ces will admit. 


REGULATIONS FOR THE ANNUAL TRAINING OF FIELD 
BATTERIES IN CAMP WHEN NOT REQUIRED FOR 
BRIGADE EXERCISE. 


1. Whenever possible, the Annual Practice will 
be carried on during the time the Battery is in 
Camp ; if there is no available range, or if the firing 
of shell would be attended,with danger, the practice 
will be deferred till a suitable range can be ob- 
tained. 


2. The amount of ammunition for each Battery 
will be as follows, viz :

Requisitions for Ammunition and all other stores 
necessary to complete the equipment will be for- 
warded by Officers Commanding batteries prior to 
the commencement of the Drill Season. 

_ 3. No annual training of a Field Battery will be 
considered effective unless during that time at least 
one march of twenty (20) miles, or thereabouts, 
has been made, with limbers and waggons properly 
packed, all entrenching tools, camp equipage, 
small arms, &c., strapped in their places ; on these 
occasions officers commanding will mount their 
Detachments when the state of the roads admit of 
it, 

4, During the period alloted to ‘ Regimental 
Drill” in camp, officers commanding will select the 
most simple and useful of the movements laid 
down in the “ Manual of field artillery exercises.” 
The drivers will be instructed in riding, driving, 
eleaning harness, &c., the gunners in gun drill, dis- 
mounting and mounting guns, righting guns which 
have been upset, changing wheels, removing dis- 
abled field artillery, &e. 

Where facilities exist, officers commanding 
should practice those under their command in 
threwing up cover for guns in action, moving guns 
and horses over walls, ditches, ravines, small streams 
or other obstacles, and without adhering to strict 
rules, endeavour to stimulate the ingenuity and in- 
terest of all concerned. 

5. On the conclusion of the training and return 
of Field Batteries to their respective Head Quar- 
ters, all harness, saddlery, carriages, waggons and 
small stores will be replaced in the sheds in a_ per- 
fectly clean state and fit for immediate service ; 
the drivers cleaning the harness, the gunners the 
guns and waggons. Officers commanding field bat- 
teries will be held responsible at any time when 
their batteries are suddenly ordered out, that the 
service ammunition and other necessary stores are 
complete and in good order.

$8 each, and the Officers will receive $16 each. 


TRANSPORT. 


2. An allowance in lieu of Transport will be 
issued for all officers and men present in camp, whose 
company Head Quarters are distant more than 
three miles therefrom, at the rate of six cents per 
mile for each officer, and of three cents per mile for 
each non-commissioned officer and man, such allow- 
ance to cover transport to the camp and return 
home. 

3. Rural Companies, not in Battalion, and City

claimed. One of these Rolls is to be retained by 
the District Paymaster for reference, and the other 
is to be sent to the Department of Militia and 
Defence in support of his Account Current.

7. With the view of preventing any inconveni- 
ence to the Militia, in cases where the District 
Paymaster may not be at the camp, an advance, 
not exceeding two-thirds of the pay of the Company, 
is to be made to each Captain by the District 
Paymaster on receiving a Requisition—vide Form 
on the Acquittance Roll,—the balance to be paid 
on the production of the Acquittance Roll—duly 
completed as above.

means for improving the Harbours and Channels at

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Governor in Council, being satisfied that it is ex- 
pedient to raise funds for improving the Harbours 
and Channels and renderir g the navigation more 
easy and safe at several Ports in the several Provinces 
of Canada (and amongst others that of Cap deChatte 
in the District of Gaspé, in the Province of Quebec), 
may from time to time, by a Proclamation issued 
under an order in Council and inserted in “The 
Canada Gazette,” impose on each vessel entering any 
such Port, named for the purpose in such Proc!a- 
mation, such tonnage duty, not exceeding ten cents 
‘er ton of the registered measurement of such vessels 
is he may deem expedient ; and may from time to 
‘Ime, in like manner, increase or decrease, rey eal or 
€-impose, such duty within the limits aforesaid, 
‘ith respect to any such Port, and that any copy of 

Lhe Canada Gazette’ purporting 10 be printed by 
‘ne Queen’s Printer, shall be primdé facie evidence of 
‘uch Proclamation and of its being duly issued and 
published under an Order in Council made in pur- 
suance of the said Act ; Anp Furruer that any duty, 
so imposed as aforesaid, shall be collected by the 
Collector of Customs at any Port at which it is pay- 
able, at the time of the entry of the vessel, which 
shall contain on the face of it, the registered tonnage 
thereof ; and that no vessel shall be entered, or, if 
entered, shall be allowed to clear or to leave such 
Port without payment of such duty, and it may be de- 
tained by the Collector until it is paid ; but that such 
duty shall only be payable once in each fiscal year 
(commencing on the first day of July in each calendar 
year), on any vessel not exceeding one hundred tens 
register, and not more than twice in each fiscal year 
on any vessel exceeding one hundred tens, registered 
measurement, that is to say on any vessel not ex- 
ceeding one hundred tons register, the duty shall be 
payable on her first entry at such Port m any fiscal 
year, but not on any subsequent entry during the 
same; and on any vessel exceeding one hundred 
tons register, the duty shall be payable on her fist 
and on her second entry, in any fiscal year, but not 
on any subsequent entry during the same.

Third years of Our Reign, being Chapter Twenty- 
Four, and Intituled: ‘An Act for the better pre- 
servation of the Peace in the vicinity of Public 
Works,” it is amongst other things in effect enacted 
that Our Governor in Council may, as often as cc- 
casion requires, declare by Proclamation that upon 
and after a day therein named the said Act shall 
be in force in any place or places in Canada there- 
in designated within the limits or in the vicinity 
whereof any Railway, Canal or other Public Work 
is in progress of construction, or such places as are 
in the vicinity of any such Canal, or Rail 
way, or other work as aforesaid, within which he 
deems it necessary that the said Act should be in 
force ; and the said Act shall upon and after the 
day to be named in any such Proclamation, take 
effect within the places designated in such Pro- 
clamation ; and further, that Our Governor in 
Council may, in like manner from time to time 
deciare the said Act to be no longer in force in 
any of such place or places ; and may again from 
time to time declare the same to be in force 
therein.

An Act for the better preservation of the Peace in 
the vicinity of Public Works. 


[Assented to 22nd June, 1869.| 
= the preservation of the peace, and for the 
protection of the lives, persons and property of 
Her Majesty’s subjects, in the neighbourhood of 
Public Works on whieh: large bodies of labourers 
are congregated and employed. Her Majesty, by 
and with the advice and consent of the Senate and 

House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows : 

1. The Governor in Council may, as often as 
occasion requires, declare by Proclamation, that 
upon and after a day therein named, this Act shall 
be in force in any place. or places in Canada 
therein designated, within the limits of orin the 
vicinity whereof any Railway, Canal or other 
Public Work is in progress of construction, or such 
places as are in the vicinity of any such Canal or 
Railway or other work as aforesaid, within which 
he deems it necessary that this Act should be in 
force,—and this Act shall, upon and after the day 
to be named in any such Proclamation, take effect 
within the places designated in such Proclamation. 

2. The Governor in Council may, in like manner, 
from time to time, declare this Act to be no longer 
in force in any of such place or places; and 
may again from time to time declare the same to 
be in force therein. 

3. But no such Proclamation shall have effect 
within the limits of any city. 

2. Upon and after the day to be fixed for such 
purpose in such Proclamation, no person employed 
upon or about any such Canal, Railway or other 
work as aforesaid, within the place or places in 
which this Act is then in force, shall keep or have 
in his possession or under his care or control, 
within any such place, any gun or other fire-arm, or 
air-gun or any part thereof, or any sword, sword 
blade, bayonet, pike, pike-head, spear, spear-head, 
dirk, dagger or other instrument intended for 
cutting or stabbing, or any steel or metal knuckles 


or ot her deadly or dangerous weapon, under a 


penalty of not less than two dollars nor more 
than four dollars for every such weapon found in 
his possession. 

_ 3. On or before the day appointed as aforesaid 
in such Proclamation, every person employed on or 
about. the Canal, Railway, or other work to which 
the same relates, shall bring and deliver up to 
some Commissioner or Officer to be appointed for 
the purpose of this Act, every such weapon in his 
possession, and shall obtainfrom such Commissioner 
or Officer a receipt for the same. 

4. When this Act ceases to be in force within the 
place where any weapon has been delivered and 
detained in pursuance thereof, or when the owner 
or person lawfully entitled to any such weapon 
satisfies the Commissioner that he is about to 
remove immediately from the limits within this 
Act is at the time in force, the Commissioner may 
deliver up to the owner or person authorized to 
receive the same, any such weapon, on production 
of the receipt so given for it. 

5. Every such weapon found in the possession of 
any person employed as aforesaid, after the day 
named in any Proclamation as that on or before which 
such weapon ought to be delivered up, and within 
the limits designated in the Proclamation bringing 
this Act into force, may be seized by any Justice, 
Commissioner, Constable or other Peace Officer, and 
shall be forfeited to the use of Her Majesty. 

6. If any person, for the purpose of defeating this 
Act, receives or conceals, or aids in receiving or con- 
cealing, or procures to be receivedor concealed, with- 
in any place where this Act is at the time in force, 
and such weapon as aforesaid, belonging to or in the 
custody of any person employed on or about any 
such Railway, Canal or other work, such person 
shall forfeit a sum of not less than forty dollars nor 
more than ene hundred dollars ; one half to belong 
to the informer, and the other half to Her Majesty. 

7. Any Commissioner appointed under this Act, 
or any Justice of the Peace having authority within 
the place where this Act is at the time in force, 
upon the oath of a credible witness that he believes 
that any such weapon as aforesaid is in the posses- 
sion of any person or in any house or place con- 
trary to the provisions of this Act, may issue his 
warrant to any Constable or Peace Officer to search 
for and seize the same, and he, or any person in his 
aid, may search for and seize the same in the 
possession of any person, or in any such house or 
place. 

2. In ease admission to any such house or place be 
refusedafter demand, such Constable or Peace Officer, 
and any person in his aid, may enter the same by 
force by day or by night, and seize any such wea- 
pon and deliver it to such Commissioner ; and unless 
the party in whose possession or in whose house or 
premises the same has been found, do, within four 
days next after the seizure, prove to the satisfac- 
tion of such Commissioner or Justice that the 
weapon so seized was not in his possession or in his 
house or place contrary to the meaning of this Act, 
such weapon shall be forfeited to the use of Her 
Maiesty. : 

8. Any Commissioner or Justice, Constable or 
Peace Officer, er any person acting under a warrant, 
in aid of any Constable or Peace Officer, may ar- 
rest and detain any person employed on any such 
railway, canal, or other work, found carrying any 
such weapon as aforesaid, within any place where 
this Act is at the time in force, at such time and 
in such manner as in the judgment of such Com- 
missioner, Justice, Constable or Peace Officer or 
person acting under a warrant, affords just cause of 


« 
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suspicion that they are carried for purposes dan- 
gerous to the public peace; and the act of so 
carrying any such weapon by any person so em- 
ployed shall be a misdemeancr, and the Justice or 
Commissioner arresting such person, or before 
whom he is brought under such a warrant, may 
eommit him for trial for a misdemeanor, unless 
he gives sufficient bail for his appearance at the 
next term or sitting of the Court before which the 
offence can be tried, to answer to any indictment 
to be then preferred against him. 

9. Every Commissioner under this Act shall 
make a monthly return to the proper authority of 
all weapons delivered to him, and by him detained 
under this Act. 

10. All weapons declared forfeited under this 
Act shall be sold or destroyed under the direction 
of the Commissioner by whom or by whose autho- 
rity the same were seized, and the proceeds of such 
sale, after deducting necessary expenses, shall be 
received by such Commissioner and paid over by 
him to the Receiver General for the public uses of 

he Dominion. 

11. Upon and after the day to be fixed in such 
Proclamation, and during such period as the Pro- 
clamation may remain in force, no person shall at 
any place within the limits specified in such Pro- 
clamation barter, sell, exchange, or dispose of 
directly or indirectly to any other person, any 
alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented or other in- 
toxicating liquor, or any mixed liquor, a part of 
which is spirituous, or vinous, fermented or other- 
wise intoxicating, nor shall expose, keep or have 
in his possession for sale, barter or exchange, any 
intoxicating liquor. 

2. But this section shall not extend to any 
person selling intoxicating liquors by wholesale, 
and not retailing the same, if such person le a 
licensed distiller or brewer. 

12. Any persons who, in contravention of the 
next preceding section, by himself, his clerk, ser- 
vant or agent, exposes or keeps for sale or barters, 
or sells, disposes of, gives or exchanges for any 
other matter or thing, to any other person, any in- 
toxicating liquor, shall be lable to a fine of twenty 
dollars on the first conviction, forty dollars on the 
second, and on the third and every subsequent con- 
viction, to such last mentioned fine and imprison- 
ment for a period not more than six months. 

12. If any clerk, servant or agent, or other per- 
son in the employment or on the premises of an- 
other, sells, disposes of, or exchanges for any other 
matter or thing, or assists in selling, disposing of, 
or exchanging for any other matter or thing, any 
intoxicating liquor, in contravention of this Act, 
for the person in whose service or on whose prem- 
ises he is, he shall be held equally cuilty with the 
principal, and shall sufier the like penalty. 

14. If any three credible persons make oath or 
affirmation before any Commissioner, or Justice of 
the Peace, that they have reason to believe, and do 
believe that any intoxicating liquor intended for 
sale or barter in contravention of this Act, is kept 
or deposited in any steamboat or other vessel, or in 
any carriage or vehicle, or in any store, shop, 
warehouse, or other building or premises at any 
place within which such intoxicating liquor is by 
Proclamation under this Act prohibited to be sold, 
or bartered or kept for sale or barter, or on any 

river, lake or water adjoining such place, the Com- 
missioner or Justice shall issue his warrant of 
search to any Sheriff, Police Officer, Bailiff or Con- 
stable, who shall forthwith proceed to search the 


steamboat, vessel, premises, or place described in 
such warrant, and if any intoxicating liquor be 
found therein, he shall seize the same, and the bar-

2. The owner or keeper of the liquor seized as 
aforesaid, if he is known to the Officer seizing the 
came, shall be summoned forthwith before the 
Commissioner or Justice by whose warrant the 
liquor was seized, and if he fails to appear, and it 
appears to the satisfaction of such Commissioner or 
Justice, that the said liquor was kept or intended 
for sale or barter, in contravention of this Act, it 
shall be declared forfeited with any package in 
which it is contained, and shal] be destroyed by 
authority of the written order to that effect of the 
said Commissioner or Justice, and in his presence, 
or in the presence of some person appointed by 
by him to witness the destruction thereof, and who 
shall join with the officer by whom the said liquor 
has been destroyed, in attesting that fact upon the 
back of the order by authosity of which it was 
done ; And the owner or keeper of such liquor 
shall pay a fine of forty dollars and costs, or be 
committed to prison for three months in default 
thereof. 

15, If the owner, keeper or possessor of liquox 
seized under the next preceding section is 
unknown to the Officer seizing the same, it shal! 
not be conderaned and destroyed until the faet of 
such seizure has been advertised, with the number 
and description of the package as near as may be, 
for two weeks by posting up a written or printed 
notice and description thereof in at least three 
public places of the place where it was seized. 

2. Andifit is proved within sach two weeks, 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner or Justice 
by whose authority such liquor was seized, that it 
vas not intended for sale or bater in contravention 
of this Act, it shall not be destroyed, but shall be 
delivered to the owner, who shall give hisfreceipt 
therefor upon the back of the warrant, which shal! 
be returned to the said Commissioner or Justice 
who issued the same ; but if after auch advertise 
ment as aforesaid, it appears to such Commissioner, 
or Justice, that such liquor was intended for sale 
or barter, in contravention of this Act, then such 
liquor, with any package in which it is contained, 
shall be condemned, forfeited and destroyed. 

16. Any payment or compensation for liquor 
sold or bartered in contravention of this. Act, 
whether in money or securities for money, labor or 
property of any kind, shall be held to have been 
criminally received without consideration, and 
against. law, equity and good conscience, and the 
amount or value thereof may be recovered from 
the receiver by the party making, paying or furnish~ 
ing the same, and all sales, transfers, conveyances, 
liens, and securities of every kind which either in 
whole or in part have been given for or on account 
intoxicating liquor sold or bartered in contraven- 
tion of this Act, shall be null against all persons, 
and no right shall be acquired thereby, and no 
action of any kind shall be maintained either in 
whole or in part for or on account of imtoxicating 


liquor sold or bartered in contravention of this 


Act. : 


17. Any Commissioner or Justice of the Peace | 
may hear and determine in a summary manner any | 
ease arising within his jurisdiction under this 
Act; and every person making complaint against 
any other person for contravening this Act, or any 
part or portion thereof, before such Commissioner 
or Justice, may be admitted as a witness ; and if 
the Commissioner or Justice before whom the ex- 
amination or trial is had, so orders, as he may if 
he thinks there was probable cause for the prosecu- 
tion, the defendant shall not recover costs though 
the prosecution fails. 


duties of Justices of the Peace in relation to sum- 
mary convictions and orders, and to appeals from 
such convictions, and for the protection of Justices 
of the Peace when acting as such, or to facilitate 
proceedings by or before them, in matters relating 
to summary convictions and orders, shall in so far

or if the Plaintiff becomes nonsuit or discontinues 
after appearance is entered, or has judgment ren— 
dered on demurre:, the Defendant shall be cutitled 
to recover double costs. 


20. No action or other proceeding, Warrant? 
Judgment, Order or other instrument or writing, 
authorized by this Act, or necessary to carry out 
its provisions, shall be held void, or be allowed to 
fail for defect of form. 


21. In this Act the word “ Commissioner” means 
a Commissioner under this Act; the word “wea 
pon” includes every kind of weapon mentioned or 
included in the second section of this Act, and all 
ammunition which can be used with or for any 
such weapon, and any instrument or thing intend- 
ed to be used as a weapon; the expression ‘‘intoxi- 
cating liquor’ means and includes every kind of

Poe the preservation of the peace, and for the 
protection of the lives, persons and property of 
Her Majesty’s subjects, in the neighbourhood of 
Public Works on whieh large bodies of labourers 
are congregated and employed.

12. Any persons who, in contravention of the 
next preceding section, by himself, his clerk, ser- 
vant or agent, exposes or keeps for sale or barters, 
or sells, disposes of, gives or exchanges for any 
other matter or thing, to any other person, any in- 
toxicating liquor, shall be liable to a fine of twenty 
dollars on the first conviction, forty dollars on the 
second, and on the third and every subsequent con- 
viction, to such lass mentioned fine and imprison- 
ment for a period not more than six months. 

12. If any clerk, servant or agent, or other per- 
son in the employment or on the premises of an- 
other, sells, disposes of, or exchanges for any other 
matter or thing, or assists in selling, disposing of, 
or exchanging for any other matter or thing, any 
intoxicating liquor, in contravention of this Act, 
for the person in whose service or on whose prem- 
ises he is, he shall be held equally guilty with the 
principal, and shall suffer the like penalty. 

14. If any three credible persons make oath or 
affirmation before any Commissioner, or Justice of 
the Peace, that they have reason to believe, and do 
believe that any intoxicating liquor intended for 
sale or barter in contravention of this Act, is kept 
or deposited in any steamboat or other vessel, or in 
any carriage or vehicle, or in any store, shop, 
warehouse, or other building or premises at any 
place within which such intoxicating liquor is by 
Proclamation under this Act prohibited to be sold, 
or bartered or kept for sale or barter, or on any 
river, lake or water adjoining such place, the Com- 
missioner or Justice shall issue his warrant of 
search to any Sheriff, Police Officer, Bailiff or Con- 
stable, who shall forthwith proceed to search the 
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Steamboat, vessel, premises, or place described in 
such warrant, and if any intoxicating liquor be 
found therein, he shall seize the same, and the’ bar- 
rels, casks or other packages in which it is contain- 
ed, and convey them to some proper place of

which it is contained, and shall be destroyed by

notice and description thereof in at least three 
public places of the place where it was seized. 

2. And ifit is proved, within sach two weeks, 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner or Justice 
by whose authority such liquor was seized, that it 
was not intended for sale or bater in contravention 
of this Act, it shall not be destroyed, but shall be 
delivered to the owner, who shall give hisireceipt 
therefor upon the back of the warrant, which shall 
be returned to the said Commissioner or Justice 
who issued the same ; but if after auch advertise- 
ment as aforesaid, it appears to such Commissioner, 
or Justice, that such liquor was intended for sale 
or barter, in contravention of this Act, then such 
liquor, with any package in which it is contained, 
shall be condemned, forfeited and destroyed. 

16. Any payment or compensation for liquor 
sold or bartered in contravention of this Act, 
whether in money or securities for money, labor or 
property of any kind, shall be held to have been 
criminally received without consideration, and 
against law, equity and good conscience, and the 
amount or value thereof may be recovered from 
the receiver by the party making, paying or furnish- 
ing the same, and all sales, transfers, conveyances, 
liens, and securities of every kind which either in 
whole or in part have been given for or on account - 
intoxicating liquor sold or bartered in contraven- 
tion of this Act, shall be null against all persons, 
and no right shall be acquired thereby, and no 
action of any kind shall be maintained either in

i7. Any Commissioner or Justice of the Peace | 
may hear and determine in a summary manner any |

A PROCLAMATION. 


Gro. E. Cartier, 4 & 'HEREAS by an Act 
4 ¥ of the Parliament 


for the : 
Attorney General, of Canada, passed in the 
Canada. j Session thereof, held in 


the thirty-first year cf Our Reign, intituled ‘An Act, 
relating to Quarantine and Public Health,” 17 Is, 
amongst other things, in effect, Enacrep, that the 
Governor in Council may, from time to time, make 
such regulations as he thinks proper concerning, 


“amongst other matters, the entry or departure of 


boats or vessels at the different ports or places in 
Canada, and concerning the landing of passengers or 
dargoes from such boats or vessels, or the receiving 
of passengers or cargoes on board of the same, as 
may be thought best calculated to preserve the Pub- 
lic Health, and for ensuring the due performance of 
quarantine, by, and in respect of vessels, passengers, 
goods, or things, arriving at.any port within Canada, 
to wh ch he thinks it right for the preservation cf 
the Public Health that such regulations should 
apply, and for the thorough cleansing and disinfect- 
ing of such vessels, passengers, goods, or things, so 
as to prevent, as far as possible, the introduction or 
disemination of clisease into, or in Canada, and may 
appoint or remove such officers as he may deem 
necessary for so doing, and assign to them, respec- 
tively, such powers as he may think required for ear- 
rying out the provisions of such regulations, and 
may, from time to time, revoke or amend the same, 
or any of them, and make others in their stead, and 
may impose penalties, forfeitures and punishments 
for the breach thereof; which regulations shall be 
notified, by Proclamation, published in the Canada 
Gazette, at least twice, and the production of the 
copies of the Gazette, containing any such 
Proclamation, shall be evidence of the making, date, 
and contents of such regulations. AND FURTHER, that 
such regulations shall have the force of law during 
the time they respectively remain unrevoked, unless 
they be expressly limited to be in force only during 
a certain time, or at certain times or seasons, in 
which case they shall have the force of law during the 
time, and at the times and seasons during, or at, 
which they have been lmited to be in force; and 
that any person disobeying any such Regulation may 
be prosecuted for «~ misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, or both, as the Court may direct, or 
otherwise such person may be sued for the penalties 
contained in such regulation. 


Anp WarreEas, by certain Regulations, amongst 
others, made by Our Governor General of Canada in 
Council, under, and in pursuance of the authority of 
the Act hereinabove in part recited, duly notified by 
Our Royal Proclamation, bearing date on the twenty- 
third day of May, in the thirty-first year of Our Reign, 
and twice published in the CanapA GaAzeETTE, it was 
provided and declared,amongst other things, as follows: 
i'mst,—That all boats, ships, and other vessels, ex- 
cept the Canadiin Mail Steamers, which henceforth, 
and during the eight months next following the first 
day of April in «ach and every year, shall arrive in 
the Port of Quebec, from »ny port or ports, place or 
places, in Europe or elsewhere out of Canada, by way 
of that part of the River St. Lawrence which is below 
Grosse Isle, and which shall have, at the time of their 
said arrival, or shall have had during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, any 
person on board laboring under Asiatic Cholera, 
Fever, Small Pox, Scarlatina, or Measles, or; other 


infecticus and dangerous disease, or on board of 
which any person shall haye died during such pas- 
sage, or which, being of less tonnage than seven 
hundred tons measurement, shail have on board 
thirteen or more steerage passengers, or which, being 
of greater tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, shall have on board fifty or more steerage 
passengers, or which shall have come from some in- 
fected port, shall make their Quarantine at Grosse 
Isle, in the River St. Lawrence, and there remain 
and continue until such boats, ships, or vessels shall 
be discharged from such Quarantine, by such license 
or passport and discharge, given without fee or emo- 
lument of any kind, as shall be directed cr permitted 
by such order or orders as shall be made by the 
Governor, with the advice of the Privy Council, and 
until the said boats, ships and vessels shall respect 
ively have performed such Quarantine, and shall be 
discharged therefrom by such license or passport and 
discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods, cr merchan- 
dize which shall be on board such boats, ships, or 
vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, or go 
or be put on board of any other ship or vessel in 
Canada, except on Gros:e Isle aforesaid, when duly 
required, by competent authority. Srconp—That all 
boats, ships and vessels which henceforth, and during 
the eight months aforesaid, shall arrive at the Port 
of Quebec, from any port or ports in Europe, place 
or places, or elsewhere as aforesaid, of the class or 
description hereinbefore mentioned, as are liable and 
bound to make their Quarantine at Grosse Isle, do 
make their further Quarantine in the Harbour of Que- 
bee, according to the regulations thereinafter pro- 
vided. 


Anp Wuoreas, Our said Governor General in 
Council hath this day been pleased to make, under 
the authority, and in pursuance of the said above 
in part recited Act, a certain regulation in amend- 
ment ofthe said regulations above in part recited, 
which said regulation is in the words following, that 
is to say:— 


The exception from Quarantine in favor of the 
Canadian Mail Steamers coming up the River St. 
Lawrence, which is established by the regulations 
now in force, under the “Quarantine and Health Act 
of 1868,’ and promulgated by Proclamation of the 
twenty-third day of May, A. D., 1868. is hereby sus- 
pended, and shall be of no effect whatever from this 
date until the first day of December next, or such 
earlier day as may be limited by any future Procla- 
mation issued to that end: And all such steamers, 
from this date, until the first day of December next, 
or such earlier day, shall be held to be, and shall be, 
inall respects, subject to all the requirements and pro. 
visions of the said regulations, as though such excep- 
tion had not therein been made im their favor, save 
only in so for as the same are expressly derogated 
from or modified hereby, as follows, that is to say: 
All such steamers, whenever a medical officer shall 
have been appointed to discharge that duty, may be 
by him boarded at Father Point, and inspected while 
en route for Quebec; and thereupon, in case it Is 
found that they hvve not, and, during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, have 
not had, any person on board laboring under eny in- 
fectious and dangerous disease, tliey may pass on 
without stopping to their destination,—and, in case 
it is found that they have, or during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, 
have had, any person on board laboring under any 
infectious and dangerous disease, they shall make

OR the preservation of the peace, and for the 

protection of the lives, persons and property of 
Her Majesty’s subjects, in the neighbourhood of 
Public Works ou whieh large bodies of labourers 
are congregated and employed. Her Majesty, by 
and with the aivice and consent of the Senate and 
House of Commons of Canada, enacts as follows : 


1. The Governor in Council may, as often as 
occasion requires, declare by Proclamation, that 
upon and after 2 day therein named, this Act shall 
be in force in any place or places in Canada 
therein designated, within the limits of orin the 
vicinity whereof any Railway, Canal or other 
Public Work is in progress of construction, or such

places as are in the vicinity of any such Canal or 
Railway or other work as aforesaid, within which 
he deems it necessary that this Act should be in 
force,—and this Act shall, upon and after the day 
to be named in any such Proclamation, take effect 
within the places designated in such Proclamation. 


2. The Governor in Council may, in like manner, 
from time to time, declare this Act to be no longer 
in force in any of such place or places; and 
may again from time to time declare the same to 
be in force therein. 


3. But no such Proclamation shall have effect 
within the limits of any city. 

2. Upon and after the day to be fixed 
purpose in such Proclamation, no persen employed 
upon or about any such Canal, Railway or other 
work as aforesaid, within the place or places in 
which this Act is then in force, shall keep or have 
in his possession or under his care or control, 
within any such place, any gun or otner five-arm, or 
air-gun or any part thereof, or any sword, sword 
blade, bayonet, pike, pike-head, spear, spear-head, 
dirk, dagger or other instrument intended for 
cutting or stabbing, or any steel or metal knuckles 
or other deadly or dangerous weapon, under a 
penalty of not less than two dollars nor more 
than four dollars for every such weapon found in 
his possession.

3. On or before the day appointed as aforesaid 
in such Proclamation, every person employed on or 
about the Canal, Railway, or other work to which 
the same relates, shall bring and deliver up to 
some Commissioner or Officer to be appointed for 
the purpose of this Act, every such weapon in his 
possession, and shall obtain from such Commissioner 
or Officer a receipt for the same. 


4, When this Act ceases to be in force within the 
place where any weapon has been delivered and 
detained in pursuance thereof, or when the owner 
or person lawfully entitled to any such weapon 
satisfies the Commissioner that he is about to 
remove immediately from the limits within this 
Act is at the time in force, the Commissioner may 
deliver up to the owner or person authorized to 
receive the same, any such weapon, on production 
of the receipt so given for it. - 

5. Every such weapon found in the possession of 
any person employed as aforesaid, after the day 
named in any Proclamation asthaton or before which 
such weapon ought to be delivered up, and within 
the limits designated in the Proclamation bringing 
this Act into force, may be seized by any Justice, 
Commissioner, Constable or other Peace Officer, and 
shall be forfeited to the use of Her Majesty. 


6. If any person, for the purpose of defeating this 
Act, receives or conceals, or aids in receiving or con- 
cealing, or procures to be received or concealed, with- 
in any place where this Act is at the time in force, 
and such weapon as aforesaid, belonging to or in the 
custody of any person employed on or about any 
such Railway, Canal or other work, such person 
shall forfeit a sum of not less than forty dollars nor 
more than one hundred dollars ; one half to belong 
to the informer, and the other half to Her Majesty. 


7. Any Commissioner appointed under this Act, 
or any Justice of the Peace having authority within 
the place where this Act is at the time in force, 
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upon the oath of acredible witness that he believes 
that any such weapon as aforesaid is in the posses- 
sion of any person or in any house or place con- 
trary to the provisions of this Act, may issue his 
warrant to any Constable or Peace Officer to search 
for and seize the same, and he, or any person in his 
aid, may search for and seize the same in the 
possession of any person, or in any such house or 
place. 

2. In case admission to any such house or place be 
refusedafter demand, such Constable or Peace Officer, 
and any person in his aid, may enter the same by 
force by day or by night, and seize any such wea- 
pon and deliver it to such Commissioner ; and unless 
the party in whose possession or in whose house or 
premises the same-has been found, do, within four 
days next after the seizure, prove to the satisfae- 
tion of such Commissioner or Justice that the 
weapon so seized was not in his possession or in his 
house or place contrary to the meaning of this Act, 
such weapon shall be forfeited to the use of Her 


Majesty. 


8. Any Commissioner or Justice, Constable or 
Peace Officer, or any person acting under a warrant, 
in aid of any Constable or Peace Officer, may ar- 
rest and detain any person employed on any such 
railway, canal, or other work, found carrying any 
such weapon as aforesaid, within any place where 
this Act is at the time in force, at such time and 
in such manner as in the judgment of such Com- 
missioner, Justice, Constable or Peace Officer or 
person acting under a warrant, affords just cause of 
suspicion that they are carried for purposes dan- 
gerous to the public peace; and the act of so 
carrying any such weapon by any person so em- 
ployed shall be a misdemeanor, and the Justice or 
Commissioner arresting such person, or before 
whom he is brought under such a warrant, may 
commit him for trial for a misdemeanor, unless 
he gives sufficient bail for his appearance at the 
next term or sitting of the Court before which the 
offence can be tried, to answer to any indictment 
to be then preferred against him. 


9. Every Commissioner under this Act shall 
make a monthly return to the proper authority of 
all weapons delivered to him, and by him detained 
under this Act. 


10. All Weapons declared forfeited under this 
Act shall be sold or destroyed under the direction 
of the Commissioner by whom or by whose autho- 
rity the same were seized, and the proceeds of such 
sale, after deducting necessary expenses, shall be 
received by such Commissioner and paid over by 
him to the Receiver General for the public uses of 
the Dominion. 


11. Upon and after the day to be fixed in such 
Proclamation, and during such period as the Pro- 
clamation may remain in force, no person shall at 
any place within the limits specified in such Pro- 
clamation barter, sell, exchange, or dispose of 
directly or indirectly to any other person, any 
alcoholic, spirituous, vinous, fermented or other in- 
toxicating liquor, or any mixed liquor, a part of 
which is spirituous, or vinous, fermented or other- 
wise intoxicating, nor shall expose, keep or have 
in his possession for sale, barter or exchange, any 
intoxicating liquor. 

2. But this section shall not extend to any 
person selling intoxicating liquors by wholesale, 


and not retailing the same, if such person ke a 
licensed distiller or brewer. 


12. Any persons who, in contravention of the 
next preceding section, by himself, his clerk, ser- 
vant or agent, exposes or keeps for sale or barters, 
or sells, disposes of, gives or exchanges for any 
other matter or thing, to any other person, any 1n- 
toxicating liquor, shall be liable to a fine of twenty 
dollars on the first conviction, forty dollars on the 
second, and on the third and every subsequent con- 
viction, to such last mentioned fine and imprison- 
ment for a period not more than six months. 


13. If any clerk, servant or agent, or other per- 
son in the employment or on the premises of an- 
other, sells, disposes of, or exchanges for any other 
matter or thing, or assists in selling, disposing of, 
or exchanging for any other matter or thing, any 
intoxicating liquor, in contravention of this Act, 
for the person in whose service or on whose premn- 
ises he is, he shall be held equally guilty with the 
principal, and shall suffer the lke penalty. 

14. If any three eredible persons make oath or 
affirmation before any Commissioner, or Justice of 
the Peace, that they have reason to believe, and do 
believe that any intoxicating liquor intended for 
sale or barter in contravention of this Act, is kept 
or deposited in any steamboat or other vessel, or in 
any carriage or vehicle, or in any store, shop, 
warehouse, or other building or premises at any 
place within which sueh intoxicating liquor is by 
Proclamation under this Act prohibited to be sold, 
or bartered or kept for sale or barter, or on any 
river, lake or water adjoining such place, the Com- 
missioner or Justice shall issue his warrant of 
search to any Sheriff, Police Officer, Bailiff or Con- 
stable, who shall forthwith proceed to search the 
steamboat, vessel, premises, or place described in 
such warrant, and if any intoxicating liquor be 
found therein, he shall seize the same, and the bar- 
rels, casks or other packages in which it is contain- 
ed, and convey them to some proper place of 
security, and there keep them until final action is 
had thereon, but no dwelling house in which, or in 
part of which a shop or bar is not kept shall be 
searched, unless one at least of the said complain- 
ants testifies on oath to some act of sale of intoxi- 
cating liquor therein or therefrom, in contravention 
of this Act, within one month of the time of mak- 
ing the said complaint. 


2. The owner ov keeper of the liquor seized as 
aforesaid, if he is known to the Officer seizing the 
same, shall be summoned forthwith before the 
Commissioner or Justice by whose warrant the 
liquor was seized, and if he fails to appear, and it 
appears to the satisfaction of such Commissioner or 
Justice, that the said liquor was kept or intended 
for sale or barter, in contravention of this Act, it 
shall be declared forfeited with any package in 
which it is contained, and shall be destroyed by 
authority of the written order to that effect of the 
said Commissioner or Justice, and in his presence, 
or in the presence of some person appointed by 
by him to witness the destruction thereof, and who 
shall join with the officer by whom the said liquor 
has been destroyed, in attesting that fact upon the 
back of the order by authoaity of which it was 
done ; And the owner or keeper of such liquor 
shall pay a fine of forty dollars and costs, or be 
committed to prison for three months in default 
thereof, 


15, If the owner, keeper or possessor of liquor 
seized under the next preceding section 18 
unknown to the Officer seizing the same, it shall 
not be condemned and destroyed until the fact of 
such seizure has been advertised, with the number | 
and description of the package as near as may be, 
for two weeks by posting up a written or printed 
notice and description thereof in at least three 
public places of the place where it was seized. 


2. And ifit is proved within such two weeks, 
to the satisfaction of the Commissioner or Justice 
by whose authority such liquor was seized, that it 
was not intended for sale or barter in contravention 
of this Act, it shall not be destroyed, but shall be 
delivered to the owner, who shall give his receipt 
therefor upon the back of the warrant, which shall 
be returned to the said Commissioner or Justice 
who issued the same ; but if after such advertise- 
ment as aforesaid, it appears to such Commissioner, 
or Justice, that such liquor was intended for sale 
or barter, in contravention of this Act, then such 
liquor, with any package in which it is contained, 
shall be condemned, forfeited and destroyed. 


"16. Any payment or compensation for liquor 
sold or bartered in contravention of this <Act, 
whether in money or securities for money, labor or 
property of any kind, shall be held to have been 
criminally received without consideration, and 
against law, equity and good conscience, and the 
amount or value thereof may be recovered from 
the receiver by the party making, paying or furnish- 
ing the same, and all sales, transfers, conveyances, 
liens, and securities of every kind which either in 
whole or in part have been given for or on account 
intoxicating liquor sold or bartered in contraven- 
tion of this Act, shall be null against all persons, 
and no right shall be acquired thereby, and no 
action of any kind shall be maintained either in 
whole or in part for or on account of intoxicating 
liquor sold or bartered in contravention of this 
Act. 


17. Any Commissioner or Justice of the Peace 
may hear and determine in a summary manner any 
case arising within his jurisdiction under this 
Act; and every person making complaint against 
any other person for contravening this Act, or any 
part or portion thereof, before such Commissioner 
or Justice, may be admitted as a witness ; and if 
the Commissioner or Justice before whom the ex- 
amination or trial is had, so orders, as he may if 
he thinks there was probable cause for the prosecu- 
tion, the defendant shall not recover costs though 
the prosecution fails. 


18. All the provisions of any law respecting the 
duties of Justices of the Peace in relation to sum- 
mary convictions and orders, and to appeals from 
such convictions, and for the protection of Justices 
of the Peace when acting as such, or to facilitate 
proceedings by or before them, in matters relating 
to summary convictions and orders, shall in so far 
as they are not inconsistent with this. Act, apply 
to every Commissioner or Justice mentioned in 
this Act or empowered to try offenders against 
this Act, and any such Commissioner shall be 
deemed a Justice of the Peace within the meaning 
of any such Law, whether he be or be not a Justice 
of the Peace for other purposes. 


19. Any action brought against any Commis— 
sioner or Justice, Constable, Peace Officer, or other 
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person, for any thing done in pursuance of this 
Act, must be commenced within six months next 
after the fact; and the venue shall be laid or the 
action instituted in the District or County or 
place where the fact was committed, and the De— 
fendant may plead the general issue and give this 
Act and the special matter in evidence ; and if such 
action is brought after the time limited, or the 
venue is laid or the action is brought in any other 
District, County or place than as above prescribed, 
the judgment or verdict shall be given for the De- 
fendant ; and in such case, or if the judgment or 
verdict is given for the Defendant on the merits, 
ov if the Plaintiff becomes nonsuit or discontinues 
after appearance is entered, or has judgment ren— 
dered on demurrer, the Defendant shall be entitled 
to recover double costs. 


20. No action or other proceeding, Warrant, 
Judgment, Order or other instrument or writing, 
authorized by this Act, or necessary to carry out 
its provisions, shall be held void, or be allowed to 
fail for defect of form. 


21. In this Act the word ‘‘ Commissioner” means 
a Commissioner under this Act; the word “ wea— 
pon” includes every kind of weapon mentioned or 
included in the second section of this Act, and all 
ammunition which can be used with or for any 
such weapon, and any instrument or thing intend- 
ed to be used as a weapon; the expression “intox1- 
eating liquor” means and includes every kind of 
liquor mentioned or included in the twelth section 
of this Act ; and the expression ‘“ District, County 
or place,” Includes any division of any Province, 
for the purpose of the Administration of Justice in 
the matter to which the context relates. 


22. This Act shall commence and take effect on 
the first day of July, in the year of our Lord one 
thousand eight hundred and sixty-nine.

In the province of Quebec—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, in the English and French languages, 
and in one newspaper in the English, and one news. 
paper in the French language, in the District affected, 
in both languages, if there be but one paper ; or it 
there be no paper published therein, then (in both 
languages) in ne Official Gazette, and in a paper 
published in an adjoining District. _ 

In any other Province—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties aftected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper, 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper 1s 
published.

Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
+ime between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the petition.

Bits or Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements

April, enclosing the Addresses to Her Majesty 
from the Senate and the House of Commons of the 
Dominion, for the Union of British Columbia 
with Canada, I have the honor to transmit to 
you an Order of Her Majesty in Council, dated 
the 16th May, embodying those Addresses, and 
directing that the union shall take place on the 
20th July, as proposed in your telegram of the Ist 
May, which date as you subsequently informed me 
in your despatch of the 11th instant, No. 106, had 
been agreed upon between your Government and 
Governor Musgrave. 

I have to express to you the satisfaction of Her 
Majesty’s Government that the Union of British 
Columbia with the Dominion has been thus success- 
fully completed, and their earnest hope that the 
consolidation of Her Majesty’s Possessions in 
North America, which*are now nearly all com- 
prised in the Dominion, will enable them to enter 
upon a career of progress and prosperity worthy of 
their great natural fertility and resources.

That by a despatch from the Governor of British 


Columbia, dated 23rd January, 1871, with other 
papers laid before this House by message from his 


- Excellency the Governor-General, of the 27th 


February last, this House learns that the Legisla- 
tive Council of that colony, in council assembled, 
adopted, in January last, an Address representing 
to Your Majesty that British Columbia was prepared 
to enter into Union with the Dominion of Canada, 
upon the terms and conditions mentioned in the 
said Address, which is as follows :— 


To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Members of the Legislative Council of 
British Columbia in council assembled, humbly 
approach Your Majesty for the*purpese of repre- 
senting :--~ 

That, during the last session of the late Legisla- 
tive Council, the subject of the admission of the 
Colony of British Columbia into the Union or 
Dominion of Canada was taken into consideration, 
and a resolution on the subject was agreed to, 
embodying the terms upon which it was proposed 
that this colony should enter the Union ; 

That after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this Colony to 
Canada to confer with the Government of the 
Dominion with respect to the admission of British 
Columbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 

That after considerable discussion by tie Dele- 
gates with the Members of the Government of the 
Dominion. of Canada, the terms and conditions 
hereinafter specified were adopted by a Committee 
of the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them 
reported to the Governor-General for his approval; 

That such terms were communicated to the 
Government of this Colony by the Governor- 
General of Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 
1870, and are as follows :-— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and 
habilities of British Columbia existing at the time 
of the Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now constitut- 
ing the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, by 
half-yearly payments, in advance from the General 
Government, interest at the rate of five per cent.

That, after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this colony to 
Canada, to confer with the Government of the Do- 
minion with respect to the admission of British 
Columbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 
« That, after considerable discussion by the Dele- 
gates with the Members of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada the terms and conditions here- 
inafter specified were adopted by a Committee of 
the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them re- 
ported to the Governor General for his approval ; 

That such terms were communicated to the Goy- 
ernment of this colony by the Governor General of 
Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 1870, and 
are as follows :— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and lia- 
bilities of British Columbia existing at the time of 
tke Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now consti- 
tuting the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, 
by half-yearly payments in advance from the Gen: 
eral Government, interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum on the diffierence between the actual 
amount of its indebtedness at the date of the 
Union, and the indebtedness per head of the 
population of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
(27-77 dollars) the population of British Columbia 
being taken at 60,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to British Columbia, for the support of its Govern- 
ment and Legislature, to wit, an annual subsidy of 
35,000 dollars, and an annual grant equal ‘to 80 
cents per head of the said population of 60,000, 
both haif-yearly in advance, such grant of 80 cents 
per head to be augmented in proportion to the 
increase of population, as may be shown by each 
subsequent decennial census, until the population 
amounts to 400,000 at which rate such grant shall 
thereafter remain, it being understood that the first 
census be taken in the year 1881. 

4. The Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
service, fortnightly, by steam communication 
between Victoria and San Francisco, and twice a 
week between Victoria and Olympia: the vessels 
to be adapted for the conveyance of freight and 
passengers, 

5. Canada will assume and defray the charges 
for the following services :— 2 

A. Salary of the Lieutenant-Governor ; 

B. Salaries and allowances of the Judges of 
the Superior Courts and the County or 
District Courts ; 

C. The charges in respect to the Department 
of Customs ; 

D, The Postal and Telegraphic services ; 

E, Protection and encouragementot Fisheries 

F, Provision for the Militia ; 


G. Lighthouses, Buoys, and Beacons, Ship- 
wrecked Crews, Quarantine and Marine 
hospitals, including a Marine Hospital at 
Victoria ; 

H. The Geological Survey ; 

I. The Penitentiary ; 


And such further charges as may be incideat 
to and connected with the services which 
by “The British North America Act of 
1867,” appertain to the General Govern- 
ment, and as are, or may be allowed to 
other Provinces. 

6. Suitable pensions, snch as shall be approved 
of by Her Majesty’s Government, shall be pro- 
vided by the Government of the Dominion for 
those of Her Majesty’s servants in the colony 
whose position and emolument derived therefrom 
would be efiected by political changes on the ad- 
mission of British Columbia into the Dominion of 
Canada. 


7. It is agreed that the existing customs tariff 
and excise duties shall continue in force in British 
Columbia until the railway from the Pacitic Coast, 
and the system of railways in Canada are connected, 
unless the Legislature of British Columbia should 
sooner decide to accept the tariff and Excise laws of 
Canada. When Customs and Exeise duties xre, at 
the time of the Union of British Columbia with 
Canada, leviable on any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandizes in British Columbia, or in the other Pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, those goods, wares, and 
merchandizes may, from and after the Union, be 
imported into British Columbia from the Provinces 
now composing the Dominion, or from either of 
those Provinces into British Columbia, on proof of 
payment of the customs of excise duties leviable 
thereon in the Province of exportation, and on 
payment of such further amount (if any) of 
Customs or Excise duties as are leviable thereon 
in the Province of importation. ‘This arrange- 
ment to have no force or effect after the assimila- 
tion of the tariff and excise duties of British 
Columbia with those of the Dominion. 

8. British Columbia shall be entitled to be 
represented in the Senate by three Members and 
by six Members in the House of Commons. The 
representation to be increased under the provisions 
of “ The British North America Act, 1867.” 

9. The influence of the Dominion Governmeut 
will be used to seeure the continued maintenance 
of the Naval Station at Esquimalt. 

10. The provisions of “The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made, or by reasonable 
intendment may be held to be specially applicable 
to and only aifect one and not the whole of the 
‘Provinces now comprising the Dominion, and 
except so far as the same may be varied by this 
Minute) be applicable to British Columbia, in the 
same way and to the like extent as they apply to 
the other Provinces of the Dominion, and as if the 
Colony of British Columbia had been one of the 
Provinces originally united by the said Act. 

11. The Government of the Dominion under- 
take to secure the commencement simultaneously, 
within two years from the date of the Union, of 
the construction of a railway from the Pacific 
‘towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such 
“point as may be selected, east of the Rocky Morn- 
tains, towards the Pacific, to connect the seabeard 
of British Colwmbia with the railway system of 
Canada ; and, further, to secure the completion of 
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such railway within ten years from the date of the 
Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in trust, 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Domin- 
ion Government may deem advisable in furtherance 
of the construction of the said railway, a similar 
extent of public lands, along the line of railway 
throughout its entire length in British Columbia, 
not to exceed however twenty (20) miles on each 
side of the said line, as may be appropriated for the 
Same purpose by the Dominion Government from 
the public lands in the north-west territory and the 
Province of Manitoba. Provided that the quantity 
of land which may be held under pre-emption right, 
or by Crown Grant within the limits of the tract of 
land in British Columbia to be so conveyed to the 
the Dominion Government shall be made good to 
the Dominion from contiguous public lands, and 
provided further, that until'the commencement, 
within two years as aforesaid from the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said railway, the 
Government of British Columbia shall not sell or 
alienate any further portions of the public lands of 
British Columbia in any other way than under right 
of pre-emption, requiring actual residence’ of the 
pre-emptor on the land claimed by him. In consi- 
deration of the land to be so conveyed in aid of the 
construction of the said railway, the Dominion 
Government agree to pay to British Columbia, 
from the date of the Union, the sum of 100,000 
dollars per annum, in half-yearly payments in ad- 
vance. 

12. The Dominion Government s)all guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the da te of the com- 
pletion of the works, at the rate of 5 per centum 
per annum,on such sum, not exceeding 100,000. 
sterling, as may be required for the construction cf 
a first class graving dock at Esquimalt. 

13. Thecharge of the Indians, and the trustee- 
ship and management of the lands reserved for 
their use and benefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal as 
that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion 
Government after the Union. 

To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such 
extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the 
British Columbia Government to appropriate for 
that purpose, shall from time to time be conveyed 
by the Local Government to the Dominion Govern- 
ment in trust for the use and benefit of the Indians 
on application of the Dominion Government ; and 
in case of disagreement between the two Govern- 
ments respecting the quantity of such tracts of 
land to be so granted, the matter shall be referred 
for the decision of the Secretary of State for the 
Colonies. 


14. The Constitution cf the Executive Authority 
and of the Legislature of British Columbia shall, 
subject to the provisions of the “ British North 
America Act, 1867,” continue as existing at the 
time of the Union until altered under the authority 
of the said Act, it being at the same time under- 
stood that the Government of the Dominicen will 
readily consent to the introduction of responsible 
Government when desired by the inhabitants of 
British Columbia, and it being likewise understood 
that it is the intention of the Governor of British 
Columbia, under the authority of the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, to amend the existing Con- 
stitution of the Legislature by providing that a 
majority of its members shall be elective. 
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The Union shall take effect according to the fore- 
going terms and conditions on such day as Her 
Majesty by and with the advice of Her Most Hon- 
orable Privy Council may appoint (on addresses 
from the Legislature of the Colony of British Col- 
umbia and of the Houses of Parliament of Canada, 
in the terms of the 146th seetion of the “ British 
North America Act, 1867”), and British Columbia 
may in its address specify the Electoral Districts 
for which the first election of members to serve in 
the Honse of Commons shall take place. 

That such terms have proved generally acceptable 
to the people of this colony ; 

That this Council is therefore willing to enter into 
Union with the Dominion of Canada upon such 
terms, and humbly submit that under the circum- 
stances itis expedient that the admission of this 
colony into such Union, asaforesaid, should be effect-

amongst other things, in effect, HENacrep, that the 
Governor in Council may, from time to time, make 
such regulations as he thinks proper concerning, 
amongst other matters, the entry or departure of 
boats or vessels at the difterent ports or places in 
Canada, and concerning the landing of passengers or 
cargoes from such boats or vessels, or the receiving 
of passengers or cargoes on board of the same, as 
may be thought best calculated to preserve the Pub- 
lic Health, and for ensuring the due performance of 
quarantine, by, and in respect of vessels, passengers, 
goods, or things, arriving at any port within Canada, 
to whch he thinks it right for the preservation of 
the Public Health that such regulations should 
apply, and for the thorough cleansing and disinfect- 
ing of such vessels, passengers, goods, or things, so 
as to prevent, as far as possible, the introduction or 
disemination of disease into, or in Canada, and may 
appoint or remove such officers as he may deem 
necessary for so doing, and assign to them, respec- 
tively, such powers as he may think required for car- 
rying out the provisions of such regulations, and 
may, from time to time, revoke or amend the same, 
or any of them, and make others in their stead, and 
may impose penalties, forfeitures and punishments 
for the breach thereof; which regulations shall be 
notified, by Proclamation, published in the Canada 
Gazette, at least twice, and the production of the 
copies of the Gazette, containmg any such 
Proclamation, shall be evidence of the making, date, 
and contents of such regulations. AND FURTHER, that 
such regulations shall have the force of law during 
the time they respectively remain unrevoked, unless 
they be expressly limited to be in force only during 
a certain time, or at certain times or seasons, In 
which case they shall have the force of law during the 
time, and at the times and seasons during, or at, 
which they have been limited to be in force; and 
that any person disobeying any such Regulation may 
be prosecuted for a misdemeanor, punishable by fine 
or imprisonment, or both, as the Court may direct, or 
otherwise such person may be sued for the penalties 
contained in such regulation. 


Axp WarreEas, by certain Regulations, amongst 
others, made by Our Governor General of Canada in 
Council, under, and in pursuance of the authority of 
the Act hereinabove in part recited, duly notitied by 
Our Royal Proclamation, bearing date on the twenty- 
third day of May, in the thirty-first year of Our Reign, 
and twice published in the Canapa GazerTE, it was 
provided and declared,amongst other things, as follows: 
Frrst,—That all boats, ships, and other vessels, ex- 
cept the Canadian Mail Steamers, which henceforth, 
and during the eight months next following the first 
day of April in each and every year, shall arrive in 
the Port of Quebec, from any port or ports, place or 
places, in Europe or elsewhere out of Canada, by way 
of that part of the River St. Lawrence which is below 
Grosse Isle, and which shall have, at the time of their 
said arrival, or shall have had during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, any 
person on board laboring under Asiatic Cholera, 
Fever, Small Pox, Searlatina, or Measles, or Fother 
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afectious and dangerous disease, or on board of 
which any person shall have died during such pas- 
sage, or which, being of less tonnage than seven 
hundred tons measurement, shall have on board 
thirteen or more steerage passengers, or which, being 
of greater tonnage than seven hundred tons measure- 
ment, shall have on board fifty or more steerage 
passengers, or which shall have come from some in- 
fected port, shall make their Quarantine at Grosse 
Isle, in the River St. Lawrence, and there remain 
and continue until such boats, ships, or vessels shall 
be discharged from such Quarantine, by such license 
or passport and discharge, given without fee or emo- 
lument of any kind, as shall be directed or permitted 
by such order or orders as shall be made by the 
Governor, with the advice of the Privy Council, and 
until the said boats, ships and vessels shall respect- 
ively have performed such Quarantine, and shall be 
discharged therefrom by such license or passport and 
discharge as aforesaid, persons, goods, or merchan- 
dize which shall be on board such boats, ships, or 
vessels, shall not come or be brought on shore, or go 
or be put on board of any other ship or vessel in 
_Canada, except on Gros-e Isle aforesaid, when duly 
required, by competent authority. Srconp—That all 
boats, ships and vessels which henceforth, and during 
the eight months aforesaid, shall arrive at the Port 
of Quebec, from any port or ports in Europe, place 
or places, or elsewhere as aforesaid, of the class or 
description hereinbefore mentioned, as are liable and 
bound to make their Quarantine at Grosse Isle, do 
make their further Quarantine in the Harbour of Que-

vided. 


Anp WuereEas, Our said Governor General in

The exception from Quarantine in favor of the 
Canadian Mail Steamers coming up the River St.

not had, any person on board laboring under any in- 
fectious and dangerous disease, they may pass on 
without stopping t@ their destination,—and, in case 
it is found that they have, or during their passage 
from the places where they respectively cleared, 
have had, any person on board laboring under any 
infectious and dingerous disease, they shall make 
their Quarantine at Grosse Isle, or may pass on 
without stopping ;to their further Quarantine in the 
Harbor of Quebec, in the discretion of such medical offi- 
cer,—and shall, in either of such last mentioned cases, 
make their fuither Quarantine in the Harbor of Quebec 
in such manner and for so longas the Inspecting Physi- 
cian at Quebec may deem requisite, —and may, by such 
inspecting Physician, be ordered. back to Grosse Isle 
ifhe shall deem that course requisite, in hke manner 
as any other vessel may,—and, whether so stopping 
at, or sent back to Grosse-Isle, or not, may be so 
dealt with, as regards the landing of their mails, and !

(Extract from Rules relative to Private Bills.) 


All applications for Private Bills, properly the 
subjects of legislation by the Parliament of Canada, 
within the purview of ‘The British North America 
Act, 1867,’’ whether for the erection of a Bridge, the 
making of a Railroad, Turnpike Road, or Telegraph 
Line; the construction or improvement of a Harbour, 
Canal, Lock, Dam, or Slide, or other like work ; the 
granting of a right of Ferry; the incorporation of any 
the rights or property of other parties, or relate to 
any particular class of the community; or for making 
any amendment of a like nature to any former Act,— 
shall require a Notice, clearly and distinctly specify 
ing the nature and object of the application, to be 
published as follows, viz: 


In the province of Quebec—A notice inserted in the 
Official Garstte, in the English and French languages, 
and in one newspaper in the English, and one news. 
paper in the French language, in the District affected, 
in both languages, if there be but one paper ; or it 
there be no paper published therein, then (in both 
languages) in ne Official Gazette, and in a paper 
published in an adjoining District. 

In any other Province—A notice inserted in the 
Official Gazette, and in one newspaper published in 
the County, or Union of Counties affected, or if there 
be no paper published therein, then in a newspaper, 
in the next nearest County in which a newspaper 1s 
published. 


Such notices shall be continued in each case for a 
period of at least two months during the interval of 
time between the close of the next preceding Session 
and the consideration of the petition. 


54. Before any Petition praying for leave to bring 
in a Private Bill for the erection of a Toll Bridge, is 
presented to the House, the person or persons intend 
ing to petition fer such Bill, shall, upon giving due 
notice prescribed by the preceding Rule, also, at the 
same time, and in the same manner, give notice ot 
the rates which they intend to ask, the extent of the 
privilege, the height of the arches, the interval bet 
ween the abutments or peirs for the passage of rafts 
and vessels, and mentioning also whether they intend

Extracts from the Code of Rules of the Senate of 
Canada. 


BILLs or Divorce. 


71. Every Applicant for a Bill of Divorce is required 
to give notice of his intention so to do, and to speci- 
fy from whom and for what cause, by advertisements 
during six months in the “ Official Gazette,’ and in 
two newspapers published in the District, in Quebec, 
or County, or Union of Counties in the other Provin- 
ces, where such applicant usually resided, at the time 
of the separation, or if the requisite numbers of 
papers canno be found therein, then in the adjoin- 
ing District, or County, or Union of Counties.

All Steamers, Vessels and boats of any kind, on 
entering the said Province of Manitoba, on the Red 
River, shall be, and they are hereby required to re 
port at the Out Port of North Pembina, and to comply 
with all existing requirements of the Law, but, on 
payment of duty at that Out Port on goods destined 
for any place between that out Port and the Port of 
Winnipeg, they be permitted, on the warrant of the 
Sub-Collector, to land and discharge such goods, or 
the luggage of such passengers as may <lesire to dis- 
embark, before reaching the said Port of Winnipeg. 

That in like manner, after payment of duties at the 
Port of Winnipeg, the same privilege be granted them 
as at the said Out Port—to land and discharge goods 
under the restrictions aforesaid at any place on the 
Red River above or below Winnipeg—and all 
steamers plying within the limits, and observing 
the conditions aforesaid, shall be considered and 
treated as trading withm the limits of the said Port

HEREAS by the “ British North America 
Act, 1867,” provision was made for the 
Union of the Provinces of Canada, Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick into the Dominion of Canada, 
and it was (amongst other things) enacted that it 
should be lawful for the Queen, by and with the 
advice of Her Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy 
Council, on Addresses from the Houses of the 
Parliament of Canada, and of the Legislature of 
tne Colony of British Columbia, to admit that 
Colony into the said Union, on such terms and 
conditions as should be in the Addresses expressed, 
and as the Queen should think fit to approve, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the said Act ; And it was 
further enacted that the provisions of any Order in 
Council in that behalf should havo effect as if they 
had been enacted by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

And whereas by Addresses from the Houses of 
the Parliament of Canada and from the Legislative 
Council of British Columbia respectively, of which 
Addresses copies are contained in the Schedule 
to this Order annexed, Her Majesty was prayed, 
by and with the advice of Her Most Honorable 
Privy Council, under the one hundred and forty- 
sixth section of the hereinbefore recited Act, to 
admit British Columbia into the Dominion of 


Canada, on the terms and conditions set forth in - 
the said Addresses. 

And whereas Her Majesty has thought fit to 
approve of the said terms and conditions, it is 
hereby ordered and declared by Her Majesty, by 
and with the advice of Her Privy Council, in pur- 
suance and exercise of the powers vested in Her 
Majesty by the said Act of Parliament, that from 
and after the twentieth day of July, one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-one, the said Colony of 
British Columbia shall be admitted into and become 
part of the Dominion of Canada, npon the terms 
and conditions set forth in the herein before recited 
Addresses. And, in accordance with the terms of 
the said Addresses relating to the Hlectorial Dis- 
tricts in British Columbia, for which the first 
election of members to serve in the House of Com- 
mons of the said Dominion shall take place, it is 
hereby further ordered and declared that such elee- 
toral districts shall be as follows :— 

‘“* New Westminster District ” and the ‘“ Coast 
District,” as defined in a public 
notice issued from the Lands and Works 
Office in the said Colony, on the 15th day 
of December, one thousand eight hundred 
and sixty-nine, by the desire of the Gover- 
nor and purporting to be in accordance with 
the provisions of the thirty-ninth clause of 
the “‘ Mineral Ordinance, 1869,” shall con- 
stitute one district, to be designated “ New 
Westminster District” and return one 
Member. 

“Cariboo District” and “ Lillooet District,” 
as specified in the said public notice, shall 
constitute one district, to be designated 
“Cariboo District,” and return: one Member. 

“Yale District” and ‘‘ Kootenay District,” 
as specified in the said public notice, shall 
constitute one district, to be designated 
“Yale District,” and return one Member. 

Those portions of Vancouver Island, known 
as “Victoria District,” “ Esquimalt Dis- 
trict,’ and ‘‘ Metchosin District,” as defined 
in the official maps of those districts which 
are in the Land Office, Victoria, and are 
designated respectively, ‘ Victoria District 
Official Map, 1858,” “ Esquimalt District 
Official Map, 1858,” and ‘“ Metchosin Dis- 
trict Official Map, a.p. 1858,” shall con- 
stitute one district, to be designated ‘“ Vic- 
toria District,” and return two Members. 

All the remainder of Vancouver Island, and 
all such islands adjacent thereto, as were 
formerly dependencies of the late Colony of 
Vancouver Island District, shall constitute 
one district, to be designated ‘* Vancouver 
Island District,” and return one member. 

And the Right Honorable Earl of Kimberley, 
one of Her Majesty’s Principal Secretaries of 
State, is to give the necessary directions herein 
accordingly.

Address of the Senate of Canada. 
To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracioug Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal 
subjects, the Senate of Canada in Parliament 
assembled, humbly approach Your Majesty for the 
purpose of representing :— 

That by a despatch from the Governor of British 


_ papers laid before this House by message from his |, 
Excellency the Governor-General, of the 


Columbia, dated 23rd January, 1871, with other ; 


February last, this House learns that the Legisla- 


tive Council of that colony, in council assembled, 
adopted, in January last, an Address representing 
to Your Majesty that British Columbia was prepared 
to enter into Union with the Dominion of Canada, 
upon the terms and conditions mentioned in the 
said Address, which is as follows :— 


To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Members of the Legislative Council of 


British Columbia in council assembled, humbly 


approach Your Majesty for the purpese of repre- 
senting :-~~ 

That, during the last session of the late Legisla- 
tive Council, the subject of the admission of the 
Colony of British Columbia into the Union or 
Dominion of Canada was taken into consideration, 
and a resolution on the subject was agreed to, 
embodying the terms upon which it was proposed 
that this colony should enter the Union ; 

That after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this Colony to 
Canada to confer with the Government of the 
Dominion with respect to the admission of British 
Columbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 

That after considerable discussion by the Dele- 
gates with the Members of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada, the terms and conditions 
hereinafter specified were adopted by a Committee 
of the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them 
reported to the Governor-General for his approval ; 

That such terms were communicated to the 
Government of this Colony by the Governor- 
General of Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 
1870, and are as follows :— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and 
liabilities of British Columbia existing at the time 
of the Union. » 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now constitut- 
ing the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, by 
half-yearly payments, in advance from the General 
Government, interest at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum on the difference between the actual 
amount of its indebtedness at the date of the Union, 
and the indebtedness per head of the population of 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick (27.77 doliars), 
the population of British Columbia being taken 
at €0,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to British Columbia for the support of its Govern- 
ment and Legislature, to wit, an annual subsidy of 
$5,000 dollars, and an annual grant equal to 80 
cents per head of the said population of 60,000, 
both half-yearly in advance, such grant of 80 cents 
per head to be augmented in proportion to the 
increase of population, as may be shown by each 
subsequent decennial census, until the population 
amounts to 400,000, at which rate such grant shall 
thereafter remain, it being understood that the first 
census be taken in the year 1881. 

4. The Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
service, fortnightly, by steam communication 
between Victoria and San Francisco, and twice a 
week between Victoria and Olympia; the vessels 
to be adapted for the conveyance of freight and 
passengers. 

5. Canada will assume and defray the charges 
fee the following serviees ;— 
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A. Salary of the Lieutenant-Governor ; 

B. Salaries and allowances of the Judges of 
the Superior Courts and the County or 
District Courts ; 

C. The charges in respect to the Department 
of Customs ; 

D. The Postal and Telegraphic Services ; 

KE. Protection and encouragement of Fish- 
eres ; 

F. Provision for the Militia ; 

G. Lighthouses, Buoys, and Beacons, Ship- 
wrecked Crews, Quarantine and Marine 
Hospitals, including a Marine Hospital at 

Victoria ; : 

H. The Geological Survey ; 

I. The Penitentiary ; 

And such further charges as may be incident to and 
connected with the services which by the “ British 
North America Act of 1867” appertain to the 
General Government, and as are or may be allowed 
to the other Provinces. 

6. Suitable pensions, such as shall be approved 
of by Her Majesty’s Government, shall be provided 
by the Government of the Dominion for those of 
Her Majesty’s servants in the Colony whose position 
and emoluments derived therefrom would be affected 
by political changes on the admission of British 
Columbia into the Dominion of Canada. 

7. It is agreed that the existing Customs tariff 
and Excise duties shall continue in force in 
British Columbia until the Railway from the 
Pacific Coast and the system of railways in Canada 
are eonnected, unless the Legislature of British 
Columbia should sooner decide to accept the Tariff 
and Excise Laws of Canada. When Customs and 
Excise duties are, at the time of the union of 
British Columbia with Canada, leviable on any 
goods, wares, or merchandizes in British Columbia, 
or in the other Provinces of the Dominion, those 
goods, wares, and merchandizes may, from and 
after the Union, be imported into British Columbia 
from the Provinces now composing the Dominion, 
or from either of those Provinces into British Co- 
lumbia, on proof of payment of the Customs or 
Excise duties leviable thereon in the Province of 
exportation, and on payment of such further 
amount (if any) of Customs or Excise duties as are 
leviable thereon in the Province of importation, 
This arrangement to have no force or effect after 
the assimuilation of the Tariff and Excise duties of 
British Columbia with those of the Drminion, 

8. British Columbia shall be entitled to be repre- 
sented in the Senate by three members, and by six 
members in the House of Commons. The repre- 
sentation to be increased under the provisions of 
“‘ British North America Act, 1867.” 

9. The influence of the Dominion Government 
will be used to secure the continued maintenance 
of the naval station at Esquimalt. 

10. The provisions of the “ British’ North 
America Act, 1867,” shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made, or by reasonable 
intendment may be held to be specially applicable 
to and only effect one and not the whole of the 
Provinces now comprising the Dominion, and 
except so far as the same may be varied by this 
Minute) be applicable to British Columbia in the 
same way and to the like extent as they apply to 
the other Provinces of the Dominion, and as if the 
Colony of British Columbia had been one of the 
Provinces originally united by the said Act. 

11. The Government of the Dominion undertake 
to secure the .ns,encement simultaneously, within 
two years fr 4, Union, of the con 
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struction of a railway from the Pacific towards the |inhabitants of British Columbia, and it being 


Rocky Mountains, and from such point as may be 
selected, east of the Rocky Mountains, towards 
the Pacific, to connect the seaboard of British 
Columbia with the railway system of Canada ; and 
further, to secure the completion of such railway 
within ten years from the date of the Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in trust, 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Dominion 
Government may deem advisable in furtherance of 
the construction of the said railway, a similar extent 
of public lands along the line of railway throughout 
its entire length in British Columbia, not to exceed 
however, twenty (20) miles on each side of said 
line, as may be appropriated for the same purpose 
by the Dominion Government from the public 
lands in the north-west territories and the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba. Provided that the quantity of 
land which may be held under pre-emption right or 
by Crown grant within the limits of the tract of 
land in British Columbia to be so conveyed to the 
Dominion Government shall be made good to the 
Dominion from contiguous jublic lands ; and 
provided further, that until the commencement, 
within two years, as aforesaid, from the date of 
the union, of the constrnction of the said’ railway, 
the Government of British Columbia shall not 
sell or alienate any further portions of the public 
lands of British Columbia in any other way than 
under right of pre-emption, requiring actual resi- 
dence of the pre-emptor on the land claimed by 
him.. In consideration of the land to be so con- 
veyed in aid of the construction of the said rail- 
way, the Dominion Government agree to pay to 
British Columbia from the date of the Uinon, the 
sum of 100,000 dollars per annum, in half-yearly 
payments in advance. 

12. The Dominion Government shall guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the date of the 
completion of the works, at the rate of five per 
centum per annum, on such sum, not exceeding 
£100,000 sterling, as may be required for the 
construction of a first class graving dock at 
Ksquimalt. 

13. Tho, charge of the Indians, and the trustee- 
ship and management of the lands reserved for 
their use and benefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal as 
that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion 
Government after the Union. 

To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such 
extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the 
British Columbia Government to appropriate for 
that purpose, shall from time to time be conveyed 
by the Local Government to the Dominion 
Government in trust for the use and benefit of 
the Indians on application of the Dominion 
Government; and in case of disagreement 
between the two Governments respecting the 
quantity of such tracts of land to be so granted, 
the matter shall be referred for the decision of 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

14. The Constitution of the Executive Autho- 
rity and of the Legislature of British Columbia 
shall, subject to the provisions of “ The British 
North America Act, 1867,” continue as existing 
at the time of the Union until altered under the 
authority of the said Act, it being at the same 
time understood that the Government of the 
Dominion will readily consent to the introduction 
of responsible government hen desired by th 


\ likewise understood that it is the intention of the 


Governor of British Columbia, under the autho- 
rity of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
to amend the existing Constitution of the Legis- 
lature by providing thata majority of its Members 
shall be elective. 

The Union shall take effect according to the 
foregoing terms and conditions on such day as 
Her Majesty by and with the advice of Her Most 
Honorable Pvivy Council may appoint (on 
addresses from the Legislature of the Colony of 
British Columbia and of the Houses of Parlia- 
ment of Canada in the terms of the 145th section 
of ‘The British North America Act, 1867,”) 
and British Columbia may in its address specify 
the electoral districts for which the first election 
of Members to serve in the House of Commons 
shall take place. 

That such terms have proved generally accept- 
able to the people of this Colony. 

That this Council is, therefore, willing to enter 
into Union with the Dominion of Canada upon 
such terms, and humbly submit that, under the 
circumstances, it is expedient that the admission 
of this Colony into such Union, as aforesaid, 
should be effected at as early a date as may be 
found practicable under the provisions of the 
146th section of “The British North America 
Act, 1867.” 

We, therefore, humbly pray that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased, by and with the advice 
of Your Majesty’s Most Honorable. Privy 
Council, under the provisions of the 146th section 
of “British North America Act, 1867,” to 
admit British Columbia into the Union or Domin- 
ion of Canada, on the basis of the terms and con- 
ditions offered to this Colony by the Government 
of the Dominion of Canada, hereinbefore set forth; 
and inasmuch as by the said terms British Colum- 
bia is empowered in its address to specify the 
electoral districts for which the first election of 
members to serve in the House of Commons shall 
take place, we humbly pray that such electoral dis- 
tricts may be declared, under the Order in Council,

We further humbly represent, that the proposed 
terms and eonditions of Union of British Columbia 
with Canada, as stated in the said Address, are 
in conformity with those preliminarily agreed upon 
between delegates from British Columbia and the 
Members of the Government cf the Dominion of 
Canada, and embodied in a Report of a Committee 
of the Privy Council, approved by His Excellency

not to exceed, however, tiventy (2U) miles on each 
side of said line, as may be appropriated for the 
same purpose by the Dominion Government from 
the public lands in the North West Territories and 
the Province of Manitoba. Provided that the 
quantity of land which may be held under pre- 
emption rightor by Crown grant within the limits of 
the tract of land in British Columbia to be so con- 
veyed to the Dominicn Government, shall be made 
good to the Dominign from contiguous lands, and 
provided further, that until the commencement, 
within two years as aforesaid fiom the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said railway, the 
Government of British Culumbia, shall not sell or 
alienate any further portion of ‘the public lands of 
British Columbia in any other way than under 
right of pre-emption, requiring actual residence of 
the pre-emptor on the land claimed by him. In 
consideration of the land to be so conveyed in aid 
of the construction of the said railway, the Do- 
minion Government agree to pay to British Colum- 
bia, from the date of the Union, the sum of $100,- 
000 per annum, in half-yearly payments in ad- 
vanee. 
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12, The Dominion Government shall guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the date of the com- 
pletion of the works at the rate of five per centum 
per annum on such sum, not exceeding £100,000. 
sterling as may be required for the construction 
of a first-class graving dock at Esquimalt. 

13. The charge of the Indians and trusteeship 
and management of the lands reserved for their 
use and benefit, shall be assumed by the Dominion 
Government, and a policy as liberal as that hither- 
to pursued by the British Columbia Government, 
shall be continued by the Dominion Governtment 
after the Union. To carry out such policy, tracts 
of land of such extent as it has hitherto been the 
practice of the British Columbia Government to 
appropriate for that purpose, shall from time to 
time be conveyed by the Local Government to the 
Dominion Government, in trust for the use and 
benefit of the Indians, on application to the 
Dominion Government and in case of disagree- 
ment between the two Governments respecting the 
quantity of such tracts of land to be so granted, 
thematter shall be referred for the decision of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


14. The Constitution of the Executive authori- 
ty and of the Legislature of British Columbia, 
shall, subject to the provisions of ‘The British 
North America Act, 1867,” continue as existing at 
the time of the Union until altered under the 
authority of the said Act, it being at the same 
time understood that the Government of the Do- 
minion will readily consent to the introduction of 
responsible government when desired by the in- 
habitonts of British Columbia, and it being like- 
wise understood that it is the intention of the 
Governor of British Columbia, under the authority 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, to amend 
the existing Constitution of the Legislature by pro- 
viding that a majority of its members shall be 
elective. 


The Unior shall take effect, according to the 
foregoing terms and cenditions, en such day as 
Her Myjesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Most Honorable Privy Council, may appoint (on 
addresses from the Legislature of the Colony of 
British Columbia, and of the Houses of the Par- 
lhament of Canada, in the terms of the 146th sec 
tion of “ The British North America Act, 1867,”) 
and British Columbia may in its address specify 
the electoral districts for which the first election of 
members to serve in the House of Commons shall 
take place.

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Address of the Legislative Council of British 
Columbia. 

To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Members of the Legislative Council of 
British Columbia in Council assembled, humbly 
approach your Majesty for the purpose of represent- 
ing ;— 

“That, during the last session of the late Legisla- 
tive Council, the subject of the admission of the 
Colony of British Columbia into the Union or Do- 
minion of Canada was taken into consideration, and 
a resolution on the subject was agreed to, embody- 
ing the terms upon which it was proposed that this 
colony should enter the Union ; 

That, after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this colony to 
Canada, to confer with the Government of the Do- 
minion with respect to the admission of British 
Columbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 

That, after considerable discussion by the Dele- 
gates with the Members of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada the terms and conditions here- 
inafter specified were adopted by a Committee of 
the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them re- 
ported to the Governor General for his approval ; 

That such terms were communicated to the Goy- 
ernment of this colony by the Governor General of 
Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 1870, and 
are as follows :— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and lia- 
bilities of British Columbia existing at the time of 
tke Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now consti- 
tuting the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, 
by half-yearly payments in advance from the Gen! 
eral Government, interest at the rate of 5 percent. 
per annum on the diffierence between the actual 
amount of its indebtedness at the date cf the 
Union, and the indebtedness per head of the 
population of Nova Scetia and New Brunswick 
(27°77 dollars) the population of British Columbia 
being taken at 60,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to British Columbia, for the support of its Govern- 
ment and Legislature, to wit, an annual subsidy of 
35,000 dollars. and an annual grant equal to 80 
cents per head of the said population of 60,000, 
both haif-yearly in advance, such grant of 80 cents 
per head to be augmented in proportion to the 
increase of population, as may be shown by each 
subsequent decennial census, until the population 
amounts to 400,000 at which rate such grant shall 
thereafter remain. it being understood that the first 
census be taken in the year 1881. 

4. The Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
service, fortnightly, by steam communication 
between Victoria and San Francisco, and twice a 
week between Victoria and Olympia: the vessels 
to be adapted for the conveyance of freight and 
passengers. 

5. Canada will assume and defray the eharges 
for the following services :— 

A, Salary of the Lieutenant-Governor ; 

B. Salaries and allowances of the J udges of 
the Superior Courts and the County or 
District Courts ; 

C. The charges in respect to the Department 
of Customs ; 

D. The Postal and Telegraphie services; 

K. Protection and encouragement of Fisheries 

®, Provision for the Militia ; 
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_ G, Lighthouses, Buoys, and Beacons, Ship- 
wrecked Crews, Quarantine and Marine 
hospitals, including a Marine Hospital at 
Victoria ; 

H. The Geological Survey ; 

L. The Penitentiary ; 


And such further charges as may be incideat 
to and connected with the services which 
by “The British North America Act of 
1867,” appertain to the General Govern- 
ment, and as are, or may be allowed to 
other Provinces. 


6. Suitable pensions, snch as shall be approved 

of by Her Majesty’s Government, shall be pro- 

' vided by the Government of the Dominion for 
those of Her Majesty’s servants in the colony 
whose position and emolument derived therefrom 
would be effected by political changes on the ad- 
mission of British Columbia into the Dominion of 
Canada. 

7. It is agreed that the existing customs tariff 
and excise duties shall continue in force in British 
Columbia until the railway from the Pacific Coast, 
and the system of railways in Canada are connected, 
unless the Legislature of British Columbia should 
sooner decide to accept the tariff and Excise lawsof 
Canada. When Customs and Excise duties are, at 
the time of the Union of British Columbia with 
Canada, leviable on any goods, wares, or mer- 
chandizes in British Columbia, or in the other Pro- 
vinees of the Dominion, those goods, wares, and 
merchandizes may, from and after the Union, be 
imported into British Colnmbia from the Provinces 
now composing the Dominion, or from either of 
those Provinces into British Columbia, on proof of 
payment of the customs of excise duties leviable 
thereon in the Province of exportation, and on 
payment of such further amount (if any) of 
Customs or Excise duties as are leviable thereon 
in the Province of importation. This arrange- 
ment to have no force or effect after the assimila- 
tion of the tariff and excise duties of British 
Columbia with those of the Dominion. 

8. British Columbia shall be entitled to be 
represented in the Senate by three Members and 
by six Mgmbers in the House of Commons. The 
representation to be increased under the provisions 
of “ The British North America Act, 1867.” 

9. The influence of the Dominion Government 
will be used to secure the continued maintenance 
of the Naval Station at Esquimalt. 

10. The provisions of “The British North 
America Act, 1867,’ shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made, or by reasonable 
intendment may be held to be specially applicable 
to and only affect one and not the wholc of the 

rovinces now comprising the Dominion, and 
except so far as the same may be varied by this 
Minute) be applicable to British Columbia, in the 
same way and to the like extent as they apply to 
the other Provinces of the Dominion, and as if the 
Colony of British Columbia bad’ been one of the 
Provinces originally united by the said Act. 

11. The Government of the Dominion under- 
take to secure the commencement simultaneously, 
within two years from the date of the Union, of 
the construction of a railway from the Pacific 
towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such 
point as may be selected, east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, towards the Pacific, to connect the seaboard 
of British Columbia with the railway system of 
Canada ; and, further, to secure the completion of 
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such railway within tom years from the date of the 
Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in ‘trust, 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Domin- 
1on Government may deem advisable in furtherance 
of the construction of the said railway, a similar 
extent of public lands, along the line of railway 
throughout its entire length in British Columbia, 
not to exceed however twenty (20) miles on each 
side of the said line, as may be appropriated for the 
same purpose by the Dominion Government from 
the public lands in the north-west territory and the 
Province of Manitoba. Provided that the quantity 
of land which may be held under pre-emption right, 
or by Crown Grant within the limits of the tract of 
land in British Columbia to be so conveyed to the 
the Dominion Government shall be made good to 
the Dominion from contiguous public lands; and 
provided further, that until the commencemen%, 
within two years as aforesaid from the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said railway, the 

rovernment of British Columbia shall not sell or 
alienate any further portions of the public lands of 
British Columbia in any other way than under right 
of pre-emption, requiring actual residence of the 
pre-emptor on the land claimed by him, In consi- 
deration of the land to be so conveyed in aid of the 
construction of the said railway, the Dominion 
Government agree to pay to British Columbia, 
from the date of the Union, the sum of 100,000 
dollars per annum, in half-yearly payments in ad-

12. The Dominion Government shall guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the da te of the com- 
pletion of the works, at the rate of 5 per centum 
per annum, on such sum, not exceeding 100,0000. 
sterling, as may be required for the coustruction of 
a first class graving dock at Esquimalt. 

13. Thecharge of the Indians, and the trustee- 
ship and management of the lands reserved for 
th use and benefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal as 
that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion

To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such

We, therefore, humbly pray that Your Majesty will

right, provided they respectively enter for such right 
with the Land Officer, and otherwise carry out the 
provisions of the said regulations in that behalf, with 
in three months after the Survey shall have been 
made. 


2. That in settling on the lands parties willrequire 
to bear in mind the system of Survey adopted, by 
which the lines run due East and West and Northand 
South, and the 160 acres or quarter section is an ex- 
act square of half a mile each way, under which 
system alone pre emption or homestead rights based 
upon settlement previous to survey will be recog- 
nized.

NDER the authority of the Post Office Act 1867,

2. On the other or reverse side, any communica- 
tion, whether of the nature of a letter or otherwise, 
may be written or printed Nothing whatever may 
be attached to the card, nor may it be folded, cut, 
or otherwise altered. 

3. There must be no words, marks or designs, 
written, printed, or otherwise placed on the cards of 
an obscene, indecent, immoral, libellous or grossly 
offensive character 

4, No Post Card can be posted a second time.

ConpDITIONS AND Rows or Carrracs. 


1. This Railway will not be accountable for any 
articles unless the same be signed for as received by a 
duly authorized Agent. 

2. Nor will it be responsible for the loss of, or 
damage done to Money, in Cash, Bills, Promissory 
Notes, or securities for Money, or Jewelry, Trinkets, 
Rings, Precious Stones, Gold or Silver, manufactured 
or unmanufactured, Gold and Silver Plate or Plated 
Articles; Clocks, Watches, Timepieces, Marble, Lace, 
Furs, Silks in manufactured or unmanufactured state, 
and whether wrought up or not wrought up with 
other materials; Writings, Title Deeds, Prints, Maps, 
Paintings, Engravings, Pictures, Stamps, or other 
valuables; Nor for damage done to China, Glass, 
Eggs, Wearing Apparel, Musical Instruments, Furni- 
ture, Toys, Castings, Grindstones, Tombstones, Slates, 
or any other such hazardous or brittle articles, in 
packages or otherwise.

360, $1.80 ; above 360 and under 380, $1.90; above

for each additional 50 tons. 

23. A portion of the Area ofa Car may be freighted 
exclusively for the benefit of any party at the rates 
per square foot fixed for the carriage of Third Class 
Articles per hundred pounds. 

24. Full Car Loads of 18,000 lbs. each, of any or all 
description of Goods, except Gun Powder and other 
hazardous articles to one address, may be rated fourth 
class. 

25. All Live Stock conveyed over this Railway are 
to be loaded and discharged by the owner or his agent, 
and;to beunder his sole care, and in allrespects at his 
risk then and during transit ; alsofed at his expense. 
Halters are to be provided by him when necessary, 
or when in less quantities than car loads. One 
Drover free (second class), when accompanying his 
stock, for the purpose of taking care of it, and pay- 
ing the full price of acar load. Freight of all Live 
Stock to be prepaid. Cars cannot be hired to load 
Cattle, or Goods of any kind; with the privilege of 
“loading up’’ from different Stations ; and in no case 
can Drovers be permitted to go free, exccpt when 
they may have at least one full car load from one 
Station, and then to pass only from that Station. 

26. Dogs will only be conveyed at the risk of the 
owner, who will be required to provide collar and 
chain for the animal, and “prepay”’ the freight. 

27. Full car loads of either Bricks, Cement, Coals, 
Chains, Chain Cables, and Anchors, Grindstones, 
Iron Knees, Pig, Scrap and Bar Iron, Lime, Lime- 
stone, Manure, Mill and Burr Stones, Molasses, Oil, 
Ores, Outfits for, and products of the Fisheries, 
Plaster, Rigging (fitted), Salt, Sand, Sawdust, Slate 
Sugar, to one address, may be transported at the rate 
of twenty cents per car per mile—no less charge 
than Four Dollars being made ; and full car loads of 
either Beef, salted in barrels, Stoves from the 
Foundry direct, Eggs mn barrels, Flaxseed in barrels, 
Pork in barrels, Household Removals, Furniture of 
all kinds, Woodenware, Earthenware, Crockeryware, 
Drain Tyles, Earthern and Water Pipes, direct from 
the Factory, to one address, may be transported at the 
rate of Twenty-five Cents per car per mile—no less 
eharge than Six Dollars being made. Goods thus 
carried must be laden and unladen by the Owner 
o Agent, and will be at his risk then and during 


transit, and the entire load must consist solely of 
one of the articles mentioned. 

28, Special arrangements may be made under 
certain extraordinary circumstances. ; 

29, Hay and Straw will only be conveyed in Box 
Freight Cars, ; mai 

30. The loading of Lumber will be limited to the 
quantities per car hereinafter stated. Pine, Hemlock 
and Spruce will be reckoned as soft, and all other 
kinds as ard. Owners overloading will be charged 
double rates in every instance. The quantities 
mentioned as being the load for one car will not be 
considered as applicable to Lumber, which, by reason 
of its length, requires for its conveyance two or more 
cars. Scantling, sawn or hewn, and ship or deck 
Plank, or other long Lumber, must not be piled 
higher than the tariff quantity of the same dercrip- 
tion of goods would reach if upon one car. Owners 
to produce survey bill, when required by the Station 
Master or other daly authorized agent ; and in case 
of dispute as to the quantities, the Lumber may be 
re-surveyed at the expense of the party proved to 
be in error. 

31, Zumber will be taken to mean Timber, Deals, 
Boards, Plank, Ship Stuff, Cordwood, Tanbark, Fence 
or Hoop Poles, Box Shooks, Clapboards, Staves, Logs, 
Laths, Shingles, Railway Sleepers, Spars, and all other 
smnilar products of the forest. It must In all cases 
be properly and safely laden upon the cars, and 
must not project over the ends of the cars, nor must 
cross: grained wood be used for stakes. In the event 
of the owner neglecting or refusing to obey the di- 
rections of the Station Master, or other person author- 
ized by the Superintendent in relation thereto, the 
load will be reduced, if necessary, to bring it within 
the quantity prescribed for a car load, and after- 
wards so secured as to make it entirely safe 
for transportation. The expense of doing this being 
charged against the Goods. 

32. When Lumber is put upon one car care must 
be taken to have astake placed near the centre of the 
length in addition to the others, so as to prevent its 
being dependent on only two stakes; and when the 
load is of Logs or small round Timber, or such other 
description of Lumber as tends to settle, and thus 
produce increased strain upon the stakes, chains or 
ropes must be used about one-third ot the height 
from the top of the load, to bind it, and where en- 
tire safety cannot be otherwise secured, skids to 
seperate the tiers must also be used. 

33. Long Lumber extending over two or more Car's 
must be bound by chains or large ropes. It must 
not be “bound” by the stakes, but loaded on “‘bunks,”’ 
that it may “play” or “swivel” freely. 

34, Lumber will be carried only at the convenience 
of the Railway, and at the risk of the owner. { 

35. Sars laden with Lumber will not be allowed to 
stand over to give owners or consignees choice of 
positions at the receiving Stations when other berths 
are unoccupied, = 

36. In loading Cordwood, sticks must be placed at 
the edges of the car for the outer ends of the wood 
to rest upon, that it may tend, when piled, towards 
the centre. The stakes used must be green spruce 
or straight hardwood of sufficient thickness. 

37. Stations being often obstructed by deposits of 
Lumber of various kinds, and the ordinary business 
of the Station being thereby incommoded; in such 
cases the obstructions will be removed, and the cost 
of such removal, in addition to yardage, at the rate 
of One Dollar per car load per day, will forma charge 
against the Lumber. Notice will be given to the 
owner or consignee that its removal is required be- 
fore a certain time, and the charges will commence 
immediately on the expiration of such time. When 
the charges have accumulated so as to amount to 
half the value of the Lumber, it will be sold at Pub- 
lic Auction, after giving ten days public notice of 
such sale. 

38. Lumber and other Goods will be received only 
at Sidings; unless by previous arrangement it is 
shown to the satisfaction of the Superintendent, that 
sufficient for a full train load of ten cars will be so 
placed that it can readily be laden with the assist- 
ance ofan engine: A charge of $2.50 per hour will

advice of Her Majesty’s Most Honorable Privy 
Council, on Addresses from the Houses of the 
Parliament of Canada, and of the Legislature of 
the Colony of British Columbia, to admit that 
Colony into the said Union, on such terms and 
conditions as should be in the Addresses expressed, 
and as the Queen should think fit to approve, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the said Act ; And it was 
further enacted that the provisions of any Order in 
Council in that behalf should have effect as if they 
had been enacted by the Parliament of the United 
Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland. 

And whereas by Addresses from the Houses of 
the Parliament of Canada and from the Legislative 
Council of British Columbia respectively, of which 
Addresses copies are contained in the Schedule 
to this Order annexed, Her Majesty was prayed,

“Yale District” and ‘‘ Kootenay District,” 
as specified in the said public notice, shali 
constitute one district, to be designated 
“Yale District,” and return one Member. 

Those portions of Vancouver Jsland, known 
as “Victoria District,” “Esquimalt Dis- 
trict,” and ‘‘ Metchosin District,” as defined 
in the official maps of those districts which 
are in the Land Office, Victoria, and are 
designated respectively, ‘ Victoria District 
Official Map, 1858,” “Esquimalt District 
Official Map, 1858,” and “ Metchosin Dis- 
trict Official Map, a.p. 1858,” shall con- 
stitute one district, to be designated “ Vic- 
toria District,” and return two Members. 

All the remainder of Vancouver Island, and 
all such islands adjacent thereto, as were 
formerly dependencies of the late Colony of 
Vancouver Island District, shall constitute 
one district, to be designated “ Vancouver 
Island District,” and return one member.

To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal 
subjects, the Senate of Canada in Parliament 
assembled, humbly approach Your Majesty for the 
purpose of representing :— 

That by a despatch from the Goyernor of British 


umbia, dated 23rd January, 1871, with other 
ers laid before this House by message from his 
cellency the Governor-General, of the 27th 
February last, this House learns that the Legisla- 
; tive Council of that colony, in council assembled, 
adopted, in January last, an Address representing 
_ to Your Majesty that British Columbia was prepared 
_to enter into Union with the Dominion of Canada, 
upon the terms and conditions mentioned in the 
_ said Address, which is as follows :— 


To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, 


We, Your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Members of the Legislative Council of 
British Columbia in council assembled, humbly 
_ approach Your Majesty for the'purpose of repre- 
senting :--- 

That, during the last session of the late Legisla- 
tive Council, the subject of the admission of the 
Colony of British Columbia into the Union or 
Dominion of Canada was taken into consideration, 
and a resolution on the subject was agreed to, 
embodying the terms upon which it was proposed 
that this colony should enter the Union ; 

a That after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this Colony to 

Canada to confer with the Government of the 

Dominion with respect to the admission of British 

Oolumbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 

That after considerable discussion by the Dele- 

_ gates with the Members of the Government of the 

Dominion of Canada, the terms and conditions 

hereinafter specified were adopted by a Committee 

of the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them 
reported to the Governor-General for his approval ; 

That such terms were communicated to the 
Government of this Colony by the Governor- 
General of Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 
1870, and are as follows :— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and 
abilities of British Columbia existing at the time 
of the Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now constitut- 
ing the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, by 

__ half-yearly payments, in advance from the General 
Government, interest at the rate of five per cent. 
per annum on the difference between the actual 
amount of its indebtedness at the date of the Union, 
and the indebtedness per head of the population of 

Nova Scotia and New Brunswick (27.77 dollars), 

the population of British Columbia being taken 
“at 60,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to British Columbia for the support of its Govern- 
ment and Legislature, to wit, an annual subsidy of 

35,000 dollars, and an annual grant equal to 80 
eents per head of the said population of 60,000, 
both half-yearly in advance, such grant of 80 cents 
per head to be augmented in proportion to the 
increase of population, as may be shown by each 

subsequent decennial census, until the population 

‘ amounts to 400,000, at which rate such grant shall 
thereafter remain, it being understood that the first 
census be taken in the year 1881. 

4. The Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
service, fortnightly, by steam communication 
between Victoria and San Francisco, and twice a

Victoria ; 

H. The Geological Survey ; 

I. The Penitentiary ; 

And such further charges as may be incident to and 
connected with the services which by the “British 
North America Act of 1867” appertain to the 
General Government, and as are or may be allowed 
to the other Provinces. 

6. Suitable pensions, such as shall be approved 
of by Her Majesty’s Government, shall be provided 
by the Government of the Dominion for those of 
Her Majesty’s servants in the Colony whose position 
und emoluments derived therefrom would be affected 
by political chamges on the admission of British 
Columbia into the Dominion of Canada. 

7. It is agreed that the existing Customs tariff 
and Excise duties shall continue in force in 
British Columbia until the Railway from the 
Pacific Coast and the system of railways in Canada 
are eonnected, unless the Legislature of British 
Columbia should sooner decide to accept the Tariff 
and Excise Laws of Canada. When Customs and 
Excise duties are, at the time of the union of 
British Columbia with Canada, leviable on any 
goods, wares, or merchandizes in British Columbia, 
or in the other Provinces of the Dominion, those 
goods, wares, and merchandizes may, from and 
after the Union, be imported into British Columbia 
from the Provinces now compesing the Dominion, 
or from either of those Provinces into British Co- 
lumbia, on proof of payment of the Customs or 
Excise duties leviable thereon in the Province of 
exportation, and on payment of such further 
amount (if any) of Customs or Excise duties as are 
leviable thereon in the Province of importation, 
This arrangement to have no force or effect after 
the assimuilation of the Tariff and Excise duties of 
British Columbia with those of the Drminicn, 

8. British Columbia shall be entitled to be repre- 
sented in the Senate by three members, and by six 
members in the House of Commons. The repre- 
sentation to be increased under the provisions of 
“ British North America Act, 1867.” 

9. The influence of the Dominion Government 
will be used to secure the continuci maintenance 
of the naval station at Esquimalt. 

10. The provisions of the “ British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made, or by reasonable 
intendment may be held to be specially applicable 
to and only effect one and not the whole of the 
Provinces now comprising the Dominion, and 
except so far as the same may be varied by this 
Minute) be applicable to British Columbia in the 
same way and to the like extent as they apply to 
the other Provinces of the Dominion, and as if the 
Colony of British Colygnbia had been one of the 


Provinces originally united by the said Act. 


11. The Government of the Dominion undertake ~ 
to secure the commencement simultaneously, within 
within two years from the date of the Union, of 
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struction of a railway from the Pacitic towards the Jinhabitants of British Columbia, and it being 


Rocky Mountains, and from such point as may be 
selected, east of the Rocky Mountains, towards 
the Pacific, to connect the seaboard of British 
Columbia with the railway system of Canada ; and 
further, to secure the completion of such railway 
within ten years from the date of the Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in trust, 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Dominion 
Government may deem advisable in furtherance of 
the construction of the said railway, a similar extent 
of public lands along the line of railway throughout 
its entire length in British Columbia, not to exceed 
however, twenty (20) miles on each side of said 
line, as may be appropriated for the same purpose 
by the Dominion Government from the public 
lands in the north-west territories and the Pro- 
vince of Manitoba. Provided that the quantity of 
Jand which may be held«under pre-emption right or 
by Crown grant within the limits of the tract of

13. Thej charge of the Indians, and the trustee- 
ship and management of the lands reserved for 
their use and benefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal as 
that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion 
Government after the Union. 

To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such 
extent as it has hitherto been the practice of the 
British Columbia Government to appropriate for 
that purpose, shall from time to time be conveyed 
by the Local Government to the Dominion 
Government in trust for the use and benefit of 
the Indians on application of the Dominion 
Government ; and in case of disagreement 
between the two Governments respecting the 
quantity of such tracts of land to be so granted, 
the matter shall be referred for the decision of 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. 

14. The Constitution of the Executive Autho- 
rity and of the Legislature of British Columbia 
shall, subject te the provisions of “ The British 
North America Act, 1867,” continue as existing 
at the time of the Union until altered under the 
authority of the said Act, it being at the same 
time understood that the Government of the 
Dominion will readily consent to the introduction 
of responsible government hen desired by the 


likewise understood that it is the intention of the 
Governor of British Columbia, under the autho- 
rity of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
to amend the existing Constitution of the Legis- 
lature by providing that a majority of its Members 
shall be elective. 

The Union shall take effect according to the

Address of the Commons of Cauada. 

To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 
Most Gracious Sovereign, : 
We, Your Majesty's most dutiful and loyal

as if the Colony of British Columbia had been one 
of the Provinces originally united by the said Act. 

11. The Government of the Dominion under- 
take to secure the commencement simultaneously, 
within two years from the date of the Union, of 
the construction of a railway from the Pacific 
towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such 
point as may he selected east of the Rocky 
Mountains towards the¥Pacific, to connect the 
seaboard of British Columbia with the railway 
system of Canada and further to secure the com- 
pletion of such railway within ten years from the 
date of the Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government. in trust, , 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Domin- 
ion Government may deem advisable in further- 
ance of the construction of said railway, a similar 
extent of public lands along the line of railway 
throughout its entire length in British Columbia, 
not to exeeed, however, twenty (20) miles on each 
side of said line, as may be appropriated for the 
same purpose by the Dominion Government from 
the public lands in the North West Territories and 
the Province of Manitoba. Provided that the 
quantity of land which may be held under pre- 
emption rightor by Crown grant within the limits of 
the tract of land in British Columbia to be so con- 
veyed to the Dominion Government, shall be made 
good to the Dominion from contiguous lands, and 
provided further, that until the commencement, 
within two years as aforesaid from the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said railway, the 
Government of British Columbia shall not sell or 
alienate any further portion of the public lands of 
British Columbia in any other way than under 
right of pre-emption, requiring actual residence of - 
the pre-emptor on the land claimed by him. In 
consideration of the land to be so conveyed in aid 
of the construction of the said railway, the Do- 
minion Government agree to pay to British Colum- 
bia, from the date of the Union, the sum of $100,- 
000 per annum, in half-yearly payments in ad: 
Vanee. — slp esia ei 
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12, The Dominion Government shall guarantee , 
the interest for ten years from the date of the com-! 
pletion of the works at the rate of five per centum ’ 
per annum on such sum, not exceeding £100,000. 
sterling as may be required for the construction 
of a first-class graving dock at Esquimalt. 

13. The charge of the Indians and trusteeship 
and management of the lands reserved for their 
use and benefit, shall be assumed by the Dominion 
Government, and a policy as liberal as that hither- 
to pursued by the British Columbia Government, 
shall be continued by the Dominion Governtment 
after the Union. To carry out such policy, tracts 
of land of such extent as it has hitherto been the 
practice of the British Columbia Government to 
appropriate for that purpose, shall from time to 
time be conveyed by the Local Government to the 
Dominion Government, in trust for the use and 
benefit of the Indians, on application to the 
Dominion Government and in case of disagree- 
ment between the two Governments respecting the 
quantity of such tracts of land to be so granted, 
thematter shall be referred for the decision of the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies. 


14. The Constitution of the Executive authori- 
ty and of the Legislature of British Columbia, 
shall, subject to the provisions of ‘The British 
North America Act, 1867,” continue as existing at 
the time of the Union until altered under the 
authority of the said Act, it being at the same 
time understood that the Government of the Do- 
minion will readily consent to the introduction of 
responsible government when desired by the in- 
habitonts of British Columbia, and it being like- 
wise understood that it is the intention of the 
Governor of British Columbia, under the authority 
of the Secretary of State for the Colonies, to amend 
the existing Constitution of the Legislature by pro- 
viding that a majority of its members shall be 
elective. 


The Unior shall take effect, according to the 
foregoing terms and conditions, cn such day as 
Her Majesty, by and with the advice of Her 
Most Honorable Privy Council, may appoint (on 
addresses from the Legislature of the Colony of 
British Columbia, and of the Houses of the Par- 
liament of Canada, in the terms of the 146th see 
tion of “ The British North America Act, 1867,”) 
and British Columbia may in its address specify 
the electoral districts for which the first election of 
members to serve in the House of Commons shall 
take place.

Address of the Legislative Council of British 
Columbia. 

To the Queen’s Most Excellent Majesty. 

Most Gracious Sovereign, 

We, your Majesty’s most dutiful and loyal sub- 
jects, the Members of the Legislative Council of 
British Columbia in Council assembled, humbly 
approach your Majesty for the purpose of represent- 
1c — @ 

‘That, during the last session of the late Legisla- 
tive Council, the subject of the admission of the 
Colony of British Columbia into the Union or Do- 
minion of Canada was taken into consideration, and 
a resolution on the subject was agreed to, embody- 
ing the terms upon which it was proposed that this 
colony should enter the Union ; 

That, after the close of the session, Delegates 
were sent by the Government of this colony to 
Canada, to confer with the Government of the Do- 
minion with respect to the admission of British 
Columbia into the Union upon the terms proposed ; 

That, after considerable discussion by the Dele- 
gates with the Members of the Government of the 
Dominion of Canada the terms and conditions here- 
inafter specified were adopted by a Committee of 
the Privy Council of Canada, and were by them re- 
ported to the Governor General for his approval ; 

That such terms were communicated to the Gov 
ernment of this colony by the Governor General of 
Canada, in a despatch dated July 7th, 1870, and 
are as follows :— 

1. Canada shall be liable for the debts and lia- 
bilities of British Columbia existing at the time of 
the Union. 

2. British Columbia not having incurred debts 
equal to those of the other Provinces now consti- 
tuting the Dominion, shall be entitled to receive, 
by half-yearly payments in advance from the Genj 
eral Government, interest at the rate of 5 per cent. 
per annum on the diffierence between the actual 
amount of its indebtedness at the date of the 
Union, and the indebtedness per head of the 
population of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick 
(27:77 dollars) the population of British Columbia 
being taken at 60,000. 

3. The following sums shall be paid by Canada 
to British Columbia, for the support of its Govern- 
ment and Legislature, to wit, an annual subsidy of 
35,000 dollars. and an annual grant equal ‘to 80 
cents per head of the said population of 60,000, 
both hatf-yearly in advance, such grant of 80 cents 
per head to be augmented in proportion to the 
increase of population, as may be shown by each 
subsequent decennial census, until the population 
amounts to 400,000 at which rate such grant shall 
thereafter remain, it being understood that the first 
census be taken in the year 1881. 

4. The Dominion will provide an efficient mail 
service, fortnightly, by steam communication 
between Victoria and San Francisco, and twice a 
week between Victoria and Olympia: the vessels 
to be adapted for the conveyance of freight and 
passengers. 

5. Canada will assume and defray the charges 
for the following services: 

A. Salary of the Lieutenant-Governor ; 

B. Salaries and allowances of the Judges of 
the Superior Courts and the County or 
District Courts ; 

C. The charges in respect to the Department 
of Customs ; 

D. The Postal and Telegraphic services; 

E. Protection and encouragement of Fisheries 

F. Provision for the Militia ; 


ja 
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G. Lighthouses, Buoys, and Beacons, Ship- 
wrecked Crews, Quarantine and Marine 
hospitals, including a Marine Hospital at 
Victoria ; 
H. The Geological Survey ; 
I. The Penitentiary ; 


And such further charges as may be incident 
to and connected with the services which 
by “The British North America Act of 
1867,” appertain to the General Govern- 
ment, and as are, or may be allowed to 
other Provinces. 


6. Suitable pensions, snch as shall be approved 
of by Her Majesty’s Government, shall be pro- 
vided by the Government of the Dominion for 
those of Her Majesty’s servants in the colony 
whose position and emolument derived therefrom 
would be effected by political changes on the ad- 
mission of British Columbia into the Dominion of 
Canada. 


7. It is agreed that the existing customs tariff 
and excise duties shall continue in force in British 
Columbia until the railway from the Pacific Coast, 
and the system of railways in Canada are connected, 
unless the Legislature of British Columbia should 
sooner decide to accept the tariff and Excise laws of 
Canada. - When Customs and Exeise duties are, at 
the time of the Union of British Columbia with 
Canada, leviable on any goods, wares, or mev- 
chandizes im British Columbia, or in the other Pro- 
vinces of the Dominion, those goods, wares, and 
merchandizes may, from and after_the Union, be 
“imported into British Columbia from the Provinces 
now composing the Dominion, or from either of 
those Provinces into British Columbia, on proof of 
payment of the customs of excise duties leviable 
thereon in the Province of exportation, and on 
payment of such further amount (if any) of 
Customs or Excise duties as are leviable thereon 
in the Province of importation. This arrange- 
ment to have no force or effect after the assimila- 
tion of the tariff and excise duties of British 
Columbia with those of the Dominion. 

8. British Columbia shall be entitled to be 
represented in the Senate by three Members and 
by six Members in the House of Commons. The 
representation to be increased under the provisions 
of “ The British North America Act, 1867.” 

9. The influence of the Dominion Government 
will be used to secure the continued maintenance 
of the Naval Station at Esquimalt. 

10. The provisions of ‘The British North 
America Act, 1867,” shall (except those parts 
thereof which are in terms made, or by reasonable 
intendment may be held to be specially applicable 
to and only affect one and not the whole of the 
Provinces now comprising the Dominion, and 
except so far as the same may be varied by this 
Minute) be applicable to British Columbia, in the 
same way and to the like extent as they apply to 
the other Provinces of the Dominion, and as if the 
Colony of British Columbia had been one of the 
Provinces originally united by the said Act. 

11. The Government of the Dominion under- 
take to secure the commencement simultaneously, 
within two years from the date of the Union, of 
the construction of a railway from the Pacific 
towards the Rocky Mountains, and from such 
point as may be selected, east of the Rocky Moun- 
tains, towards the Pacific, to connect the seabeard 


of British Columbia with the railway system of 
Canada ; and, further, to secure the completion of 


such railway within ten years from the date of the 
Union. 

And the Government of British Columbia agree 
to convey to the Dominion Government, in trust, 
to be appropriated in such manner as the Domin- 
ion Government may deem advisable in furtherance 
of the construction of the said railway, a similar 
extent of public lands, along the line of railway 
throughout its entire length in British Columbia, 
not to exceed however twenty (20) miles on each 
side of the said line, as may be appropriated for the 
same purpose by the Dominion Government from 
the public lands in the north-west territory and the 
Province of Manitoba. Provided that the quantity 
of land which may be held under pre-emption right, 
or by Crown Grant within the limits of the tract of 
land in British Columbia to be so conveyed to the 
the Dominion Government shall be made good to 
the Dominion from contiguous public lands; and 
provided further, that until the commencement, 
within two years as aforesaid from the date of the 
Union, of the construction of the said railway, the 
Government of British Columbia shall not sell or 
alienate any further portions of the public lands of 
British Columbia in any other way than under right 
of pre-emption, requiring actual residence of the 
pre-emptor on the land claimed by him. In consi- 
deration of the land to be so conveyed in aid of the 
construction of the said railway, the Dominion 
Government agree to pay to British Columbia, 
from the date of the Union, the sum of 100,000 
dollars per annum, in half-yearly payments in ad- 
vance. 

12. The Dominion Government shall guarantee 
the interest for ten years from the da te of the com- 
pletion of the works, at the rate of 5 per centum 
per annum, on such sum, not exceeding 100,0004.

13. Thecharge of the Indians, and the trustee- 
ship and management of the lands reserved for 
their use and benefit, shall be assumed by the 
Dominion Government, and a policy as liberal as 
that hitherto pursued by the British Columbia 
Government shall be continued by the Dominion 
Government after the Union. 


To carry out such policy, tracts of land of such

edas early a date as may be found practicable 
under the provisions of the 146th section of the 
“British North America Act, 1867.” 


We, therefore, humbly pray that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased, by and with the advice of 
Your Majesty's Most Honorable Privy Coun- 
ceil, under the provisions of the 146th section of 
the “ British North America Act, 1867,” to ad- 
mit British Columbia into the Union or Domin- 
ion of Canada on the basis of the terms and con-

And that all the remainder of Vancouver Island, ;

couver Island, shall constitute one district, to be 

designated ‘‘ Vancouver Island District,” and re- 
turn one member.

NDER the authority of the Post Office Act 1867, 
Canada Post Cards bearing an impressed. 
stamp of one cent, and issued for sale to the public
